Communist Front Lawyers Guild 

Running down through the maze <~f Communist front organizations, ev°rywhere one 
turns there is the National Lawyers Guild lined up with Communist Party organiza¬ 
tions ballyhooing for some Communist objective. It was organized in Washington,D.C. 
Feb. 19-22, 1937 with "liberal" window dressing, but to ^uote the Dies Committee 
report: "Its record has proven that it is actually just one more highly deceptive 
Communist-operated front organization, primarily intended to serve the interests cf 
the Communist Party of the United States, through its activities among the legal 
profession." (Vol. 17, p. 126?) 

Moscow demanded the organization of such groups all "ver the world stating in 
typical Red jargon, which calls Red revolutionaries the "proletariat", or poor 
people, whereas in truth the principal Red schemers are rich men like FDR who thirst 
for power. To quote: "The proletariat must gather and organize those lawyers and 
learned barristers in various countries who sympathize with the liberation 
struggle... to ossist and t" give legal help to the victims of class domination 
the bourgeoisie." (Directives of the Second International Conference "f the Inter¬ 
national Red Aid, published under the title "Ten Years of the International Red Aid" 
pp.221-225). 


Moscow has legal aid societies f^r arrested Communists in practically all 
countries, the Russian initials f^r this w-rld setup being M.O.P.R. The USA branch 
is called the International Labor Defense-*#. This Communist Party arm hailed the 
formation of the National Lawyers Guild as "heartening" and a "concrete step" on the 
part of the attorneys "in the struggle to maintain and enlarge democratic rights." 
(Such as d~ not exist in Russia or in the Communist Party), 

Charlos^Recht, f"reign-born Jewish Communist attorney, first represented the 
Soviet Government in this country and ever since has been attorney for the Soviet 
Embassy and active ^Ln the Communist movement, the American League Against War and 
Fascism, etc. He hailed the National Lawyers Guild in the Communist Party magazine 
New Masses (6/14/38) in an article: "The Meed for the National Lawyers Guild". The 
treasonable American League ..gainst War and Fascism preached outright mutiny of U.S.

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armed forces, sabotage -f njneric-m munitions and the tu*..*aig 'f -any war of this 
c:untiy ir.t^ Red revolutionary civil war to set up a Soviet government. After the 
sp tli.rnt of publicity was turned m it by the Dies Committee it quietly folded up. 
Likewise the International Juridical ..ssociatim, closely interlocked with the 
National Lawyers Guild, was under fire as a bald Communist-controlled affair. It 
also quietly folded up and its Bulletin amalgamated with the bulletin of the Nation¬ 
al Lawyers Guild. (Lawyers Guild Review 11/40 p.40). 

The National Lawyers Guild has fought every anti-Corrmunist investigating cot£-s * 7/3 
mittec, state and nati-nal, opposed teachers loyalty .oaths to uphold the Constitu¬ 
tion, opposed laws curbing the Communist Party ("criminal, syndicalism laws"), 
urged the Department of Justice "t" protect the rights cf the C-mmunist Party to 
use the ballot". (Daily Worker 9/12/40 p.l) 


The Guild has defended such Communist Party functionaries (Okla¬ 

homa); Ben'G^ll, Jewish Fur Workers Union official and leading Communist. Its 1941 rt s 
Convent i-'n sent greetings t" Communist Harry'/Bridges and adopted res olutions in de- <0 I C 
fense of Communist WilliajivSchneidermann (California Party official)^^^HHB^b 
Bfc, another Party man.

McCormick's attitude towards the police in the above cases reminds one of the 
denunciations by f'uilici of the police, when he lismissed all of the arrested mob¬ 
sters who had beaten me and ethers and had destroved property deliberately. Like¬ 
wise, after a great Red. riot at the Republic Steel plant in 1937, Quilici signed 
the report, with ether Reds, denouncing the police. 

The Communist Party's newspaper in Chicago, The Daily Record, announced that a 
film glorifying the Spanish Reds would be shown at the Jewish People's Institute 
and that Quilici would speak.' (Daily Record 10/12/38 p. 3). When radio station 
WIND barred the same Chicago Communist newspaper's Communist Party program 
°uilici told its business manager, Jan Wittenber: "I'm anxious to associate myself 
with this case" (Daily 'Yorker 5/2/38 p.4).

The Communist-aiding American Civil Liberties Union yearly report for 1932-3 
announced its "Ccmnittee on Academic Freedom was called upon to deal primarily with 
issues arising in the colleges... Cases cropped up all over the country affecting 
college teachers and students expressing pacifist, liberal or radical views .” It 
states that it acted upon a lang list of cases including "1, The dismissal of Leo 
Gallaghe r", (Ira’s pal, noted above) "instructor in the Southwestern School of Law 
in L-'s Angeles, for his activities as counsel for the International Labor Defense 
and the Southern California Branch of the American Civil Liberties Union". Other 
cases considered included: "4. The dismissal of Prof, Ira Latimer from Le Moyne

You ought to be ashamed of yourself,..The many letters I '—j 
have received from your friends and admirers, containing threats and vile language V ' 
show what type of people ’follow in y-ur train.’ ...Our danger today IS NOT Joe 
Stalin and his communistic terrorists. The real danger comes from THE VATICAN i»ND 
POLITICAL ROMAN CATHOLICISM.*. Rome was behind the sneak attack made by the Japs at 
Pearl Harbor. Rome is behind the anti-Semitism so rampant toda^andyru are pull 
ing chestnuts cut of the fire for the pope.. .While y~u abhor^BHHHHHp^ (Note: 
Communistic anti-Christian Jew. E.D.) "it will not hurt y"uT^rea!ni^jfamous 
book ’The Catholic Crisis’". The great Red onslaught today is directed at the 
Catholic church as the strongest segment of Christianity.

New Dealer Earle Jolts Them 

Former Governor of Pennsylvania George H. Earle, pet of the New Deal, was giver 
posts as U. S. Minister to Austria, later to Bulgaria, as a sop for his defeat at 
the hands of the public. On his return to America, recently, he galvanized a Town 
Hall and radio audience by stating "that the USSR is a ’menace far greater than the 
Nazis’, then foresaw a Soviet attack on the USA, and advised that we he waiting witt 
long range bombers all set to ’wipe out every town, city, and village in Russia’... 
and asked: ’What policy can America have that promises any measure of success with 
an absolute dictator whose pledges have been proved worthless again and again, whose 
government-controlled press never ceases hurling false charges at America, whose 
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Secret Service is exerting every effort t'> steal our military secrets, whose Fifth 
C-lamr. is always busy in our midst seeking to create industrial chaos and thus over- 
thr t.i •"ur Democracy; whose policy, internal and external, is ruthlessness? 1 " 

This, believe it or not, appeared in PM 4/26/46, otherwise known as the 
"Uptown edition of the Daily Worker". 

The Double Cross 

Another paper, same date, reporting Earle’s speech stated: "Earle charges 
that there would have b-en no World War II if dictator Stalin hadn’t signed his 
friendship pact with Germany in August 1939. He said Stalin entered into the agree¬ 
ment 'in order t.o bring about war in Europe so that the non-Bolshevist countries 
should destroy each other, thus bringing world domination to Russia’. At the time 
•of the Russirr.-G^rman friendship pact, Earle declared, Russian Foreign Minister 
Molotov sent for the Polish Ambassador and encouraged him and his country, T as a 
great brother Slavic nation’ t ' resist Germany" (Note: Our envoys did the same 
thing. E.D.) "promising Russian aid to Poland in everything but men, ’while at the 
same time agreeing to a division of Poland with Hitler.’" 

"BISHOPS' LETTER ATTACKING REDS STOPPED BY U.S." headed an AP despatch from 
Germany, 4/26/46, concerning a pastoral letter repared by Catholic Bishops of West¬ 
ern Germany protesting the horrors of allied occupation. The letter was read in all 
churches throughout the British ccupiert zone but ~ur U. S. officialsbarred its 
reading. To nuote tne letter in part: "We are oblidged to declare that the German 
people’s sense of justice is sorely touched by the dismissal of thousands of offi¬ 
cials and managers without a moment's notice, by the arrests of thousands of others 
without juiiclei sentence, by their being deprived of freedom without any possibil¬ 
ity of self defense, without any cann-ction with their nearest relations...almost 
12 months aP’.er the cessation of hostilities, millions of German prisoners of war 
are still. being kept tack indefinitely, often under miserable conditions and deprived 
of their freedom." (As slave laborers.) 

Vatican Broadcasts 

A few heurs after a report by official sources that the Bishops’ pastoral 
letter had been withdrawn xn the IJ. S. zone at the request of military government 
authorities, a Vatican hr cat.’cast lashing Bed German rule declared: "The German press 
is not allowed to mention tha extent of the suffering. Only the church has the 
power to raise its voice be'.'ore the world* Many of the priests who have shared 
their bread with the refugees are too weak to celebrate a service# Added to. the 
great physical suffering i3 the great spiritual burden. 

"There is no food, no blankets, no medicine, no nothing. In camps built to ac¬ 
comodate 2000 to 1000, some 50 people due each week.' The broadcast said children 
in the area were suffering and * - h , t cries for help were going up from 'girls, and 
women who are being brutally an 1 wh^se bodily and spiritual health is complete¬ 

ly stricken, so that they v.r = '■.ne’>le to give birth to a healthy child,' In describ¬ 
ing the transfer of 'some 5.GCO.J00 persons' from the eastern part of the zone to 
new homes in the west, the broadcast said: 'Their suffering is immense, horrible 
and cannot be expressed in figures. 

’"'One must have seen the plight - trains packed with people plundered both 
spiritually and materially. Their cry f^r material help is reinforced by a cry for 
..riests - priests who could help them die humanely and give them a Christian 
burial.'"

The candy I gave them he kept I A letter from the daughter 
of one of them telling of the birth of a baby and her illness, was withheld.- 
A book of this petty meanness could be related.

Nuremberg Hangings and Trial 

Nearly a whole issue of the London "Patriot", a pro-Christian anti-Communist 
magazine whose editor I have met, is devoted to denunciation of the Judaistic 
Nuremberg "trials", These consnents appear: "The mere fact that the treatment 
and condemnation of these men has met with the approval of the Communists in 
our midst should be enough to make the average clean thinking man pause and 
reflect whether, by means of ceaseless propaganda, he has not been made party 
to an act entirely divorced from humanity.,,It is notthatthe Germans themselves 
crc of so much concern, but it is the soul of Britain which shouH be the concern 
of every Briton, and there surely must be enough left of Christianity in these 
islands for the people to see how they are accepting a moral code which hitherto 
they have shunned. The downward slope to hell is an easy one, but that is not 
a reason for taking it, and it is full time for this country to begin on the 
oath of recovery,,." To «rtiich decent Americans should say "AMEN" 


"That all 3uch terms as ’democratreactionary’, ’progressive’, ’freedom’,etc. 
are now totally meaningless is well known to our readers»##We have just wit¬ 
nessed at Nuremberg another striking example of this debasement. All sorts of 
terms, such as ’aggression’, ’freedom-loving’, ’peaceful’,’war crimes', ’law- 
abiding’, have been made use of glibly without exact definition...How, for 
example, could an exact definition of ’aggression’ have been put forward that 
would have kept the Russians out of the dock? The whole world knows that no 
more serious war-crime has ever been committed than the bombing of the two 
Japanese cities with the atom bomb - with the resulting destruction of hundreds 
of thousands of lives (almost all civilians) and to the total obliteration of 
many big hospitals, with patients, nurses and doctorsi Yet this truly ^ 
crime was not permitted even to be mentioned by the accused at this Trial, al¬ 
though they themselves were charged with ’indiscriminate bombing’ as an off¬ 
ence meriting death...the authors of gigantic acta of aggression appeared as 
judges at its proceedings!• 


'"Preparation for war' figured also amongst the charges#*«if the Court had sought 
in sincerity to press this as a crime, they would have been compelled to issue 
orders for the arrest of the political leaders of the U.3.A. For, while the 
Court was sitting, numerous reports appeared in the Press about large prep&rat^ 
ions for (of all things) germicidal warfare - the most terrible and inexcusable 
of all forms of war. With evident pride the American authorities informed the 
i-ublic that now they were in a position to slaughter entire nations - including 
"j.1 the children; while at the same time upholding the thesis that war directed 
against civilians is punishable by death! But enough of all this. It is too 
obvious. To draw nearer to the heart of the whole miserable and discreditable 
affair; the concept of law itself (as here used) is the most bogus of all the 
terms employed in these highly bogus proceedings* It would have been far wiser 
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to have dropped the idee of Law altogether. The mere fact that the Judges 
were at the same time the prosecution invalidates the trial, from the legal 
viewpoint - even if it were not the case that the Laws invoked to support the 
prosecution had not been made vali. at the time when the offences were conm- 
itted, and were in fact unknown and non-existsnt until a few weeks ago... 

"Was the affair a mere case of vengeance masquerading as justice? We think not* 
lO'ch more lies behind. The Court was an offspring of the UNO , and organization 
which exalts internationalism and aims at rendering the world subject to a cen¬ 
tral supei^national order ....Last week I referred to SenorHtadriaga’s review 
of the charter of the United Nations , in which he declares that it is a ’trans¬ 
lation of the Russian system into anl international idiom What, indeed is 
Nuremberg if not just such a ’translation’? The high-pressure propaganda; the 
flood-lit stage; the wild statements of the prosecution (six million Jews kill* 
edl); the witnesses who 3eeraed ready to confess almost anything - the whole 
business reeks of Moscow! As in all Moscow trials the resolute determination 
to secure a death penalty was unconcealed . This was a political trial staged 
for political reasons. < /

"At the very moment of writing, a report appears that Senator-wtgft, speaking in 
Ohio on 6 October, 1946,said thatj’The hanging of the eleven convicted at Nur¬ 
emberg will be a blot on the American record which we shall long regret. In 
these trials we have accepted the Russian idea of the purposes of the trials - 
Government policy. We have thus broken away,’ continued Mr* Taft,'from our 
Anglo-Saxon heritage of pure justice.’... What was the political purpose behind 
the Trials? To discredit fascism? In part* But this was not the whole truth. 

It is notoriously a part of the policy of the Russian Communists, and of those 
who work with them, to undermine and discredit all national movements - in the 
interest of socialist internationalism, and here is an attempt to discredit not 
only German patriotism (after all quite a legitimate sentiment, if one is a 
German!) but the cause of patriotism as such . This emerges with great force 
from a consideration of the ruling as to obeying orders* 

"German soldiers did wrong (we are told) to obey orders; they should have revol¬ 
ted against their commanding officers* Is this not precisely what the Kremlin 
has been preaching for years to the men of the armed forces of all non-communist 
nations? ’Refuse to obey your officers!’ is an old slogan of the international 
Communists * The stirring up if mutiny is one of the trump cards of the sub¬ 
versive forces based upon Moscow, Now the Nuremberg Court has played this card 
openly before the whole world!.. .* In actual effect, a command has gone forth 
from Bavaria, to the world: f Soldiers of the world rebel*. Refuse obedience! Down 
with obedience! Gown with discipline! ’ What must be the position of generals 
in another war? If they obey staff orders they will be shot by the enemy(if he 
wins); if they disobey, they will be shot by their own command! A most encour¬ 
aging prospect. Obviously one that plays direct into the hands of the Russians 
whose own soldiers will never even he$r of the injunctions of Nuremberg..* 

The Judges seemed (at least) to take the view that the National Socialist Party 
was a criminal organization from the very beginning, even before any illegal 
acta could have been brought forward against it* Are we to assume then that in 
the view of the Court of the United Nations, it is illegal to form a party on 
national lines, excluding aliens from a share of political power? Taken in con¬ 
junction with the extremely severe measures now used against all patriotic sec¬ 
tions in Germany (even when not Fascist) the general attitude of the Court sugg¬ 
ests that patriotism itself - even when free from illegal acts - i s looked upon 
as a crime *.. 

"This impression is strongly reinforced by the proposal to try as ’criminals’ all 
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those German industrialists who put their factories the disposal of their 
government in war time - even when such men are known anti-Nazis. Surely it is 
a matter-of-course that owners of factories should produce for their country? 
Here peeps out another favourite plan of the men in the Kremlin — the sabotage 
of factories* While, in the whole vast area of Soviet Russia, factories hum 
day-and-night making war material, the West is to be indoctrinated with the idea 
that war-work is a crime; and while war factories in the West of Germany are to 
be dismantled, those in the Russian zone are being enlarged* The Russians them- 
selves must have been surprised at their success in fooling the West,,." 

Sedition Trial Part of This 

In conjunction with this, I am reminded of the Jewish Press Service report in 
the B'nai B'rith Messenger of March 17,1944, which I reproduced in ray April 
1944 bulletin. Headed ’'Bigots' Trial Post War Test", it went ons "The trial of 
the thirty native fascists and Jew-baiters under Federal indictment for sedition 
was seen here as the American link to the world guilt trials already begun in 
Russia several months ago. Legal experts in the Capital discerned the link in 
a 'bill of particulars' submitted to the district Court here by the Justice 
Department in reply to questions raised by the defendants, (Note: it was a 
history of the Nazi party in Germany without the remotest connection with the 
little defendants. Birthplaces of German government officials were given,etc.) 


"The 'bill of particulars' charges that the defendants conspired with Adolph 
Hitler, Rudolph Hess, Joachim Von Ribbentrop, Paul Joseph - Goebbeie and other 
top notch Nazis, including Otto’^Jtrasser, who has since broken with Hitler.,, 
The defendants, the Justice Department charges,' spread their propaganda over 
the United States seeking to undermine the faith of the' people in their leacU 
<~rs "(Note: another crime to criticize F_)R? or have elections? E,D.) " and to 
cause unrest and lack of faith in democracy among the members of the armed for¬ 
ces so that‘When the proper disintegration had been accomplished, selected 
persons in strategic positions would then, acting together, be able to seize 
power'. Anti-Semitism and the organization of persons of •German descent were 
describedas weapons in the conspiracy." Why, one may ask,try a bunch of little 
largely-pauper Americans, if,as Rogge is currently telling for election purp¬ 
oses, our right-wing Senators and Congressmen are leaders in this fantastic

A Sadistic Touch 

This report adda a sadistic touch* Much fuss had been, made about the U»S«A. 
segding^tsanti chosen hangman to hang the condemned Germans at Burafcerg, 

who was reported as feeling the necks of each victim in advance 
the apparatus accordingly. The press reported ID/30/46: 

"Because of objections by the American representative, the allied control auth¬ 
ority has rejected a British request for investigation of reports that 10 top 
flight Nuernberg Nazi war criminals were hanged in inhuman fashion on Oct. 16, 
it was learned tonight... Study of official photographs of the bodies taken 
after the execution, the paper stated, lent further support to the belief that 
the execution was badly bungled in that the condemned men were killed in a 
distinctly inhumane manner,.. that the condemned men took from ID to 16 minutes 
to die...One expert who had witnesses many hangings described this as the worst 
job of incompetence he had ever seen. This witness asserted the victims string— 
led for three minutes....In. the case of one man(apparently fl±L&y 

Marshal Kwifctf) tftls witness said, the trap was incorrectly set so that as tne 
man plunged to his death, the trap snapped back, striking him f ull in the face. 
The faces of both Keitel and flUAelm Frick were covered with blood in the 
official photographs. 

"Another objection raised by this witness was that the rope - a new one in each

case - was too pliable. In British executions, the hangman tests the rope for 
months ahead of time, suspending a heavy iron weight at one end,,,(they) place 
a steel pad under the rope at the base of the victim's neck* This is said to 
inroediately fracture the neck when the victim drops thru, so that there can be 
no possible strangulation*" Our hangman used a long "noose with 13 knots." 

"U.S. SETTING UP ASSEMBLY LINE COURT SYSTEM Nuernberg Pattern to Be Followed" 
was a press headline 10/25 /U> reporting that "Leading German industrialists , 
diplomats and other defendants will follow the doctors in quick succession, poss¬ 
ibly in five courts operating in the Nuernberg palace of justice at the same 
time*" That was exactly what the Jew Dealers planned to do after securing a 
conviction of the 30 little guinea pigs in the Washington sedition "trial",and 
then would have followed,in all night sessions,a parade of Senators, Congress¬ 
men , industrialists and publishers disliked by the Jews* Our conviction would 
have been used as a precedent case. At the coming Nuremberg trials, the above 
report states:" Nuremberg and its ex-post facto rulings will be cited as a pre¬ 
cedent* The defendants will not be allowed to introduce evidence of alleged 
provocative conduct by the allies a3 mitigation of their war designs. The courts 
will not be bound by 'technical rules of evidence' nor will the defendants be 
allowed to challenge the tribunal's jurisdiction, the competency of any member, 
or unsigned or hearsay evidence submitted by the prosecution*" 


Example of Jewish Persecution 

Ctae of the Jovial elevator men who take me up to this office,has been in the 
habit, from time to time, of making little Jokes such as:"Here you are, Mrs* 
Ginsberg",as we reach ray floor, or "B'nai B'rith right here"* Jewish Hadassah 
and other Jewish organizations are in the building* "I suppose you want Had- 
as8ah", is another little quip he has made. Yesterday, the business agent of 
the elevator operators' union called on him and warned him to resign from the 
union, the threat being that if he did not he would be expelled on the ground 
that someone from this building had reported that he was'"anti-Semitic", This 
would mean, not only his losing his job in this building, but his inability 
to secure a Job in any other building! This is Jewish "tolerance". 


I haave a Catholic friend who earned his living in New York as a union musician. 
When his Jewish union head was assessing the members to send money to the anti- 
Christian church-burners of Spain who were killing nuns and burning churches, 
he demurred about the assessment. Soon after,they ousted him and he has,to 
this day,been unable to earn his living as a union musician* He had played Cor 
a Christmas church service and rehearsed for it once,.

WHAT THE JEWS SAY 


One of the books published and currently sold by the Jewish Publication Society 
of America is called "The History of the Marranos", by Cecil Roth, First pub¬ 
lished in 1932, it was reused in 1941, "Marranos" is the tern used to desig¬ 
nate Jews who practise Christianity publicly for commercial or other advantage, 
but practise Judaism privately. About the Catholic Church is this: "The Church 
indeed, officially condemned conversion by forcible means,,. Baptism so effecte 
ed were generally held to be invalid. Thus Pope Gregory the Great (590-60..), 
who sot the example subsequently followed by the Catholic Church,,.repeatedly 
condemned forcible conversions. In this attitude, he was faithfully follow¬ 
ed by the majority of his successors. However, the papal injunctions were, not 
infrequently disregarded,,.Instead the Jews would be threatened with death or 
with expulsion, it being clearly understood that baptism would save them,..It 
is self-evident that conversions effected by such means must be insincere, In¬ 
evitably, the victims continued wherever possible to practise Judaism in sec¬ 
ret, and tooJTthe first opportunity of reverting to thc-ir ancestral fait>," ; 
(PP.2-3) 

Remain Judaizers 

"’larranism is more, however, than the commonplace occurence of forcible con¬ 
version, followed frequently by the practise of Judaism in secret. Its essen¬ 
tial element is that this clandestine religion is passed on from generation to 
generation. This is by no means a unique occurence. Among the reasons giver, 
for the expulsion of the Jews from Fjagland in 1290 was that they persisted in 
seducing recent converts to return to the ’Vomit of Judaism’", in Maples, the 
supposedly "converted Jews", says the author, "continued -a ciypto— Jewish exis¬ 
tence for three centuries or more afterwards. Their secret fidelity to Judaism 
was one of the problems which led to the activity of the Inquisition in the 
kingdom of Naples in the sixteenth century... Even r.ow, tluro 
of crypto-Jews of many centuries’ standing, to be found in so 
Moslem world,"(pp. 4-5) 

Jews Clamor to Join Church 

"There were "expulsions throughout Europe - from England in l. r O, from F: 
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in 1306 and 1394, from the majority of the cities of Germany at the time of the 
Black Death...In some places the Jews did not wait for the application of com¬ 
pulsion, but anticipated the popular attack by coming forward spontaneously, 
clamoring for admission to the Church. All told the total number of conver¬ 
sions in the kingdoms of Aragon and Castile was reckoned at the improbable fig¬ 
ure of two hundred thousand,"( pp.16-1?) In Spain there were "some hundreds of 
thousands in all"(who)" remained at heart as completely Jewish as they had ever 
been, 

"Outwardly they lived as Christians, They took their children to church to be 
baptized, though they hastened to wash off the traces of the ceremony as soon 
as they returned home. They would go to the priest to be married, though they 
v.ere not content with the ceremony and, in the privacy of their houses, per¬ 
formed another to implement it. Occasionally, they would come to be shriven; 
but their confessions were so unreal that one priest is said to have begged a 
piece of the garment of one of them as a relic of so blameless a soul,"(p,20) 


Jewish Disbelief Notorious 

"Behind this outward sham they remained at heart as they had always been. Their 
disbelief in the dogmas of the Church were notorious, and was not always con¬ 
cealed, They kept all the traditional"(Jewish)" ceremonies, in some instance 
down to the last detail,,. On occasion they furtively visited the synagogues, 
for the illumination of which they regularly sent gifts of oil. Alternatively, 
they would form religious associations with titularly Catholic objects and 
underthe patronage of some Christian saint, using this as a cover for observing 
their ancestral"(Jewish)" rites. In race, in belief, and largely in practice, 
they remained as they had been before the conversion. They were Jews in all 
but name, and Christians in nothing but form. They were, moreover, able tc 
transmit their disbelief to their children, who, though bom in the dominant 
faith and baptized at birth, were as little sincere in their attachment to it 
as their fathers," 


Conversion Good For Business 

We are told that the "unconverted" Jews remained poor but that the supposed 
converts " with the removal of the religious disabilities from which they had 
previously suffered, the social and economic progress of the recent converts 
and their descendants became phenomenally rapid. However dubious their sin¬ 
cerity, it was now out of the question to exclude them from any walk of life 
on the ground of their creed.

The Marranos, we are told,"In the south of the country, it 
was said, numbered something like one third of the population of the larger 
towns...The word Marrano is an old Spanish term...meaning swine...The word ex¬ 
presses succintly and unmistakably all the depth of hatred and contempt which 
the ordinary openi'.rd felt for the insincere neophytes by whom he was now sur¬ 
rounded. It is the constancy shewn by them and their descendants that has re¬ 
deemed the term from its former insulting connotation, and endowed it with its 
enduring power and romance."(p,?.B)

"The Dosition, as far as the Church was concerned, was 
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than it had been befora the fatal year 1391# Preview to that date, there had

"A lengthy list could b® made of nuns and monks and friars, some of whom attain¬ 
ed great distinction in the Church, who either suffered at the hands of the 
Inquisition, or else ended their lives as professing Jews ."(p«78) The Uarranos 
who were caught Judaizing on Christian funds, are referred to by the Jewish 
author as "martyrs".

During the period when he was at the height of his fame as a theologian, Antonio 
Homen became the leading spirit of the Marrano group which flourished at Co¬ 
imbra", These comprised University professors, "half a dozen canons, as many 
eminent physicians, and several priests" , also "students at the University", 

"They held regular services" (Jewish) "at a house in the Largo das 01aria3 in 
Coimbra,..Antonio Homem saens to have acted as the rabbi,,,Ultimately the secret 
was betrayed," Homem was tried and sentenced as a "contumacious and negative 
heretic" and others were punished as "Judaizers". The Jews, however, honored 
Homem for his perfidy:" His Marrano brethren founded a Fraternity in his honor 
as they had done in that of Frei Diogo, under the name of Confraria de S, 
Antonio," The latter attempted to win his brother over to Judaism but he was, 
to quote,"a bigoted Catholic" and "denounced him to the Inquisition",(p, 156) 
There is also a chapter on "Marranos of Today", covering many secret Portu¬ 
gese and other secret Jewish communities who outwardly profess the Moslem or 
Christian faith. THE MARRANOS HI AMERICAN CHRISTIAN CHURCHES AND THEOLOGICAL

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THE POPES ON THE JEWS 


It is clear from the report of the Jews themselves, just cited, that the Popes 
had their difficulties with Jewish "converts' 1 . The Talmud was’publicly burned 
in Paris in 1244 by Pope Innocent IV, Pope Gregory IX addressed bulls to many 
lands including England, ordering the seizure of copies of the vicious and 
immoral Talmud, Charges of blasphemy and immorality we re made and many copies 
burned. Pope Clement IV ordered anti-Christian passages deleted(l564). In 
1757 the Talmud was burned in Poland, The Tridentine Synod (Venice) ordered 
anti-Christian passages expurgated. The enthusiastic eulogy of the Talmud by ' 
I, Abrahams in The Encyclopedia of Religion and Ethics (Scribner and Sons, N.Y., 
1922) includes thisobjections were taken to its attitude towards Gentiles, 
Those unfavorable criticisms were not all unfounded," (p,187) 


"Popes Gregory IX and Innocent IV condemned the books of the Talmud as contain¬ 
ing every kind of vileness and blasphemy against Christian truth, and ordered 
them to be burned because they spread many horriblo heresies, u (See Corp, juris 
can, VII Decretal, lib, V, Tit, IV, cap,l)"Later they were condemned by many 
other Roman Pontiffs - Julius III, Paul TV, Pius TV, GregoryXIII, ClementVIir, 
AlexanderVII, Benedict XIV, and by others who issued new editions of the Index¬ 
es of Forbidden Books.,,In the Index Expurgatorius by order of Our Holy Pope 
Leo XIII (167?-1?C3),,,issued in 1837 ,’The Talmud and Other Jewish Books 1 are 
proscribed as follows:’ Although in the Index issued by Pope Pius IV, the Jew¬ 
ish Talmud with all its glossaries, annotations, interpretations and expositions 
were prohibited;’but if published without the name Talmud and without its vile 
calumnies against the Christian religion they could be tolerate^; however Our 
Holy Pope Clement VIII in his Constitution against impious writings and Jewish 
books, published in Rome in the year of Our Lord 1592,., proscribed and con¬ 
demned them; it was not his intention thereby to permit or tolerate them even 
under above conditions; for he expressly and specially stated and willed, that 
the impious Talmudic Cabalistic and other nefarious books of the Jews be entire¬ 
ly condemned and that they must remain always condemned and prohibited, and that 
his Constitution about these books must be perpetually and inviolably -observed. 


The Fourth Lateran Council under Pope Innocent III adopted canons 67-70 con¬ 
taining protective measures against Jewish usury, decreeing distinctive badges 
-and color of dress to distinguish Jews from Christians and urging watchfullness 
lestconverted and baptized Jews continued to practise Judaism secretly - as 
they new boast in their official publications that they did do. Pope Innocent

Insolence of the Jews Residing in His Kingdom", said in part: 


"Although it be not displeasing to the Lord, but rather acceptable to Him, that 
the Jewish Dispersion should live and serve under Christian princes...They great¬ 
ly offend in the sight of God’s Divine Majesty who prefer the offspring of the 
Cruelfiers before those who are heirs of Christ..,It has come to our knowledge 
that in the kingdom of France Jews have so much liberty that, under a species of 
usury - by which they not only extort interest, but interest from interest - they 
obtain control of the goods of the churches and the possessions of the Christ¬ 
ians. ..Furthermore, although it was decreed in the Lateran Council that Jews 
be not permitted to have Christian servants in their homes, either as tutors 
for their children or for domestic service, or for ary reason whatsoever, they 
still persist in having Christians as servants and nurses, with whom they commit 
abominations of a kind which it rather becomes you to punish than us to explain. 
And again, although the same Council laid it down that the testimony of Christ¬ 
ians against Jews is to be admitted...and decreed,..anyone who would prefer 
Jews before Christians is to be condemned as anathema, yet up to the preaent

time things are so carried on in the kingdom of France that the testimony of 
Christians against Jews is not believed, whereas Jews are admitted as witness¬ 
es against Christians.,." 


Pope Eugenius IV decreed (1442):"VJe decree and order that from now on, and for 
all time, Christians shall not eat or drink withiJews: nor admit them to feasts, ^ 

9 .wit / . Jl".;' 1 ' “iw*. Jll' 

nor cohabit with them, nor bathe with them, Christians shall not allow Jews to 
hold civil honors over Christians, or to exercise public offices in the State.,, 
nor can they have partnerships with Christians..." 


Pope Pius V in 1559 ordered all Jews expelled from the States of the Church. (Bol. 
Rom. Pont.VIII, 741) The Vatican’s semi-official’L’Osservatore forJuly 13,1938, 
referring to the Church’s protective measures for Jews goes on to explain: 

"...by this it was not intended that Jews should be allowed to abuse the hospi¬ 
tality of Christian countries. Along with these protective ordinances, there 
existed restrictive and precautionary decrees with regard to them. The civil 
power was in accord with the Church in this, since, as Delassus says,’they both 
had the same interest in preventing the nations from being invaded by the Jewish 
element and thereby losing control of society.’ But if Christians were forbidden 
to force Jews to embrace the Catholic religion, to disturb their synagogues, 
their Sabath and their festivals, the Jews, on the other hand, were forbidden to 
hold public office, civil or military; and this prohibition extended even to the' 
children of converted Jews, The precautionary decrees concerned the professions, 
education and business positions." 

LUTHER ON THE JEWS 

Martin Luther (1483-1546) "Father of Protestantism" 

"Either God must be unjust, or you, Jews, wicked and ungodly; for ye have been 
in misery and fearful exile a far longer time than ye were in the land of Canaan, 
Ye had not the Temple of Solomon more than three hundred years,while ye have 
been hunted up and down above fifteen hundred,,.The Babylonian captivity was 
unto you only a fatherly rod, but this last punishment was your utter extermina 
ation. Ye have been, above fifteen hundred years, a race rejected of God, with¬ 
out government, without laws, ’without prophets, without temple. This argument ye 
cannot solve; it strikes you to the ground like a thunder-clap;ye can show no 
other reason for your condition than your sins."( "Table Talk of Martin Luther, 
Translated by Y/m. Hazlitt, Lutheran Publication Society, Phila., p. 430)

Lyons first argued that a small'proportion of Jews are Communists because the 
Party ot that name has only "80,000" members. One might as well argue that sinco 
only a few Americans belong t,o some small Christian sect, that the rest of the 
Americans are non-Chriatian or anti-Christian. 

Lyons next calls the Jewish organizations following "not merely non-Communist 
but anti-Comraunist": Workmen's Qircle, Jewish Labor Committee, American Jewish 
Committee (cohort of B'nal B'rith), B'nai B'rith, and the United Hebrew Trade s 
and that these "talk for the raillions'iof Jews. All but the lot tor .Vlarxist group 
has been covered. 

The book issued by the Jewish Kehillah (inner government) of New York,abated 
1917-1918, states: "The Unit ed Hebrew Trades is not a mere clearing house. It is 
both the organizing agency and the controlling center of the Jewish labor move¬ 
ment ,„.organized in 1888, k ." (it has) "a membership of a quarter of a million 
Jevlsh men. and women in New York". It goes on to describe its Russian-born head 
who was elected delegate to the Socialist International and "is one of the most 
active agitators for Socialism" (Quoted on p.158 of the Roosevelt Red Record by 
Dilling). 

Iyons then praises the Jews in Russia "whose-largest organization was the Bund, 
a moderate socialist alignment" -while praising in the "revolution of 191 ? a gal¬ 
axy of brilliant Jew3...in the Bolshevik camp - Trotsky, Zinoviev, Kamenev, Radek, 
Ujdtsky, Litvinov" (Finkelstein)"and others."

A perusal by the writer of the publications' of the PATRIOTIC RESEARCH 
BUREAU during the year prior to the declaration of war by the United States 
reflects AJie following statements published and distributed over the name of 
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Describing "our Congressman as ’traitors" 1 in a roundtable letter 
dated January 22, 1941, subject says: "Supine, as most of then have been, 
congressman are our only hope, only by mass pressure....can you put backbone 
in the spineless ones, the fear of God in the traitor....” 

In the same lettor, subject likewise describes the President: "I 
urged everyone to vote for WILLKIE since nothing remained except to do so as 
a protest against traitorous ROOSEVELT with his Red henchmen, deserving prison 
instead...." And again "The press, radio, and platform is being throttled 
more and more against wtruth telling, and Red dictatorship looms over our 
heads." 

< 

In her letter of March 21, 1941, subject states: "(The several 
hundred women who unselfishly answered my plea to come to Washington) have 
gone home shocked, horrified by what they themselves have soon of our ’bought, 
bossed, and bluffed’ dictator government." 

"As our nation is being relentlessly stearod into an abyss of death 
and debt, with uncertainty the only certainty ahead....these mothers can look 
in the mirror at the faces of women who did their bit to oppose national 
calamity...." 

In the same letter undor the heading "Do not Forget the Traitors I ", 
subject stated: "Despite the utmost power and pressure exerted by a hell-bent 
administration, thirty-one senators fihally voted against (H.R. 1776)." 

Again in this letter, subject exprosses her opposition to Britain 
and Russia as follows: "Bloodthirsty Red Russia grabbing hunks of territory 
right and left is another ’democracy’ to which we are sending millions of 
dollars worth of tools needed at home. One hundred million dollars at a swat 
for dear old China which, since it lost its emporer, has been ruled by war 
lords and dictators, by CHIANG KAI-SHEK. China is another ’democracy’ for 
which we are tightening our belt. 

"Arc (our boys) going td fight so that the financial rulers of the 
British Etapire and their international allies may keep the heel on India, 
Singapore, the Burma Road, and the Chinese opium monopoly?" 

Subject’8 Opposition td war and the administration in the United 
States is expressed in a poem which she wrote in this same letter: 

"Our boys’ bodies shall not rot in foreign graves ! 

Down .King FRANKLIN’S bill, we’ll never be his slaves, 

While mothers carry on." 

Further evidence of subject’s opinion of the present congress is 
reflected in her roundtable letter of March 21, 1941, in which she quotes 
ar. interview with Senator BARKLEY as follows: ’’’How are you on the bill. 
Senator?’ I asked. ' ’I’m for it no matter what you say,’ he said. 

’’’How much are they paying you. Senator?’ I asked. 

"He shook his fist and bellowed, ’That’s an'.infamous question.’ 

’And you are a traitor to the Republic,’ I shot back."

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Again in her roundtable letter of March 21, 1941, Mrs.- PILLING sets 
out what purports to be "Our Pledge of Defiance". 

"We pledge defiance to King GEORGE of England and to the stooges 
who by him stand, WILLKIE and ROOSEVELT, inseparable, with HI LIMANS and 
FRANKFURTERS over all 1 We pledge defiance to FRANKLIN, Dictator of the United 
States of America, and to the deficit for which he stands.,.."

On page 15, of Mrs. PILLING 1 s July 4, 1941, news letter, she states: 

"As an example of world, bossism and aggression, ROOSEVELT’S recent message 
to the Vichy Government of Unoccupied France, that the United States of America 
will not tolerate any cooperation with Germany by the French Government, is 
as classic an example as one could find. ROOSEVELT'S hollow, grandiose promises 
of aid to Jugoslavia and Greece to egg them into war to their own mdoing like 
England's phony promises of aid to Poland.,..are Illustrations of the ruinous 
world meddling of internationalists." 

In this same letter, subject indicates her association with the 
movement of pro-Nazi Ukrainians in the United States: "I remember the handsome, 
brilliantly educated, Christian Ukrainian leader, traveling in America, who 
in about December, 1937, or early 1933, was brought into my office and intro-, 
duced by a Chicago Ukrainian friend. He told me ho had received word to cane 
back to Europe as Germany was soon going to war against Russia to set up, in 
accordance with her promises, an independent Ukrainian state out from under 
the Bolshevik yoke.... A Chicago Ukrainian tells mo that a delegation headed 
"by a representative of the Ukrainian Church, went to the German Envoy's Office 
the very Monday following Germany's declaration of war on Russia, to make ar¬ 
rangements for re-opening the Ukrainian Churches closed by the Bolsheviks."

Again in the same letter, she indicates Nazi sympathy, "No one likes 
living totally militarized, with all of the boys in the Army as in Germany, 
even though F.D.R. and ELEANOR say we must. But anyone who points out that 
the ownership of private property in Germany and the open churches, some 600 
new ones have been built the last few years, make any improvement whatever 
over tho Communist Russian system, as world traveler LINDBERGH did, will 
instantly be lambasted as a Nazi." 

In her news letter of August, 1941, Mrs. DILLING prints the "V" for 
Victory symbol as an invention of the Jews and states: "Stranger than a story 
almost, is the new realization that the sign of *V* has for thousands of years 

been a significant symbol in the religion of the Jews.

"I met a City Editor the other day who ha'd a terser definition for 
the 'V' movement. He asked, 'Do you know what "V" stands fer?' I said, 

'Victory.' He replied, 'No, it means Ve Vant Var ! 

Again in this same news letter, Mrs. DILLING indicated to her sub¬ 
scribers her dissatisfaction with the armament drive sponsored by the Administratior 
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■"No wonder civilian morale for this war has to be whipped up by- 
collecting pots .and pans, etc." 


Whereupon, subject quotes an article from the Chicago Tribune of 
JLugust 10, 1941* as follows: 

""Now that aluminum has been gathered, it is being admitted that 
scrap aluminum cannot be used in building airplanes and that the purpose of 
the drive was to build up civilian morale." ■ 

On page 12, of instant letter, Mrs, SILLING states: "This seems 
also to be the F.D.R. watchword as he mortgages all American life and goods 
to build armed might—for what? There is no aggressor who has equaled the 
F.D.R."CHURCHILL declaration that they Intend to control the entire world 
even if it bleeds America white !"

Dear Friends: 

I need not tell you of the New Deal's terrible and fictitious smear charges 
against me, for news of the indictment of myself with 27 other persons for sedi¬ 
tious "conspiracy" has been heralded on every radio as well as in the nation's 
press. 

Last Wednesday night, while my daughter and I were en route for home after 
paying our first visit to my son's tiny honeymoon nest, we first heard the shock¬ 
ing news over the car radio. At once I 'phoned attorneys and was advised to 
arrange $5000 bond before being arrested, otherwise I would be locked up in jail, 
Several large bonding companies, admittedly afraid of the publicity of the case 
and possible loss of New Deal business or favor, refused to help me. When a 
company was found that would, I had to raise $500 cash as a 10 % fee for this. 

Had I been unable to quickly raise this cash (and my funds have certainly been 
depleted by the recent case, also intended to finish me) I would now be sitting 
in jail! Poor Mr. Kullgren of Atascadero, California, whom I have never met but 
who issues a small magazine I have read, combining news on astrology, raw vege¬ 
table juices for health, anti-Communism and pro-Americanism, has been in jail 
for weeks unable to raise his $25,000 bond. 
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When I appeared Thursday afternoon at the U. S. Commissioner's office with 
a bondsman, an array of reporters delightedly snapped pictures of me being led in 
to be fingerprinted. As two guards rolled rty fingers one by one from ink pad to 
paper, I remarked facetiously that it had been a long time since a man had held 
my.hand but now I had two ! Poor Dr. McDaniels, patriotic veteran of the World 
War, the soul of refinement and dignity, was led in in handcuffs a moment later. 

He had been in jail overnight, unable to arrange bond. He was locked in a barred 
cell facing my fingerprinting, but he actually laughed when I called to him, "I 
always said we anti-New Dealers might all meet in jail sometime!" His only 
anti-New Deal activity, however, has been that he had cartoons drawn representing 
Uncle Sam being crucified by Lent} Lease : Bill 1776. I sent out some of these, 
which he gave me, with one of ray bulletins, about April of 1941, right after my 
Lend-Lease fight. The last sent out to anyone was in July; This was over 5 months 
before Pearl Harbor! Can an American be held guilty of sedition for criticizing 
New Deal legislation during peace time ? 



Today, a full week after my indictment, when a hearing on my removal to Wash¬ 
ington for trial was held, I still have been unable to see a copy of the indictment 
charges against me as stated in the following which I presented to U. S. Commission¬ 
er Edwin K. Walker: "For ten years I have upheld America's national defense 
against the enemies of our Republic both at home and abroad. I have consistently 
advocated a strong Army and Navy while, during most of this time, the Red inter¬ 
nationalists, posing as pacifists, have exerted every effort to tear our armed 
forces down. Alone, I exposed the Red records of those who opposed extension of 
the R.O.T.C. in the Chicago schools at a hearing before the Chicago Board of 
Education June 26, 1935* 

• "Lfy anti-Red research work THE RED NETWORK has been commended by the presi¬ 
dent of the American Flag Association, by the present and preceding National 
Americanism chairmen of the American Legion, by the National Sojourners, composed 
of Arny and Navy officers, by the national defense chairman of the D.A.R,, by 
both the Veterans of Foreign Wars and Spanish American War Veterans, Department 
of Illinois, and recommended as indispensable for the armed forces by the Army 
and Navy Register. My office has furnished data and assistance to the Dies Com¬ 
mittee, police departments and innumerable patriotic anti-Communist bodies, I 
have been sponsored as speaker on national defense by American Legion posts from 
coast to coast arel by countless churches. In the past two years along with 26 
ministers I have been fellow sponsor and speaker for three fundamentalist Pro¬ 
phetic Bible Conferences to further, as the slogan stated, 'Cooperating with Christ - 
Conquering the Crisis.' 

"The present Federal Grand Jury in Chicago, although I offered to truthfully 
answer anything they cared to ask, recently refused to hear me or give me :ny 
opportunity to defend my work because, on advice of counsel, I did not waive my 
Constitutional rights by signing an immunity waiver. This refusal of the Grand 
Jury to hear anything from me unless it could be used against me, like this in¬ 
dictment which followed, smacks more of a Russian purge than of an American in¬ 
quiry or procedure. 

"I am now indicted charged with the serious and abhorrent crime of attempting 
to undermine our armed forces, in conspiracy with 27 other persons, although I 
have never seen 16 of these; some I even know nothing whatever about; I have crack¬ 
pot or unfavorable data on 9; I have had actual acquaintance, of which I am proud, 
with about 6 of the 27, two of whom have been silent on public affairs for two 
years or more. 

"With the effect of tainting and smearing all, four men already convicted of 
seditious activities and two German Bund leaders interned in concentration camps, 
all unknown to me, have been resurrected to be reindicted in this alleged con¬ 
spiracy, thus spraying a criminal odor on those who like me are sincerely devoted 
to the defense of but one nation and one flag - the American. 

"Despite daily requests made since my indictment to Mr. William J. Connor, 
Assistant United States District Attorney, I have as yet been unable to see or 
secure a copy of the indictment or bill of particulars upon which I have been 
indicted and to date all that I know of the charges against me is what I have 
read in the newspapers. Until a copy of the indictment has been received and 
studied it is inpossible for me or any attorney here or in Washington to make 
any legal move or reply in my defense. If my trial is held in Washington, I 
6hall be put to great expense, taken from ray home duties and care of ray daughter 
and deprived of use of my records for self defense. 

"I hereby request a copy of the indictment and at least two weeks time after 
receipt of it in which to secure an attorney and legal advice for my defense," 



Ait the next hearing was set for a week hence. "According to the press, one 
charge made in the indictment is that "the defendants carried on a systematic 
campaign of villification and defamation of public officials of the United States," 
Again, according to the press, one of two specific charges against me is that I 
quoted, in one of my bulletins, from a speech on the floor of Congress by Congress¬ 
man Clare Hoffman, pleading for more arms for our boys, as quoted in the Congres- , 
sional Record and the Chicago Tribune. The only other specific charge against me, 
which I have read, concerns my statement about a servant of Jesus Christ being 
blind or a Judas who Berves God-hating Communism. 

.. A Fights for Christianity and-Americanism 

The question whether we Americans shall be permitted to carry on our two 
■party system or make any criticism of New Deal policies in peace or in war, the 
maintenance or loss of civil rights won by the American Revolution and Constitution 
are all at stake in this battle. If I can be crushed and jailed for upholding 
national defense and our American Republican form of government and for criticiz¬ 
ing Reds on our Federal payroll, then dictatorship is complete, democracy is dead 
at home, and your rights, and the rights of all those who believe in these things 
are crushed also. Idine-ls but a teat case - a “sraearcase** with limburger odor. 

The B'nai B'rith "Weinstink" smear suit personally cost me more than $1600 
over and above what a few kind friends contributed as a defense fund at that time. 

My bond has now cost $500 more. My funds are scraped bare. It is regrettable 
that despite ray husband's praiseworthy efforts to rectify the vicious defamation 
of my character and to fight ray indictment, he seems paralysed from it all and 
earns nothing. While there is evidence that the enemy has not released their hold 
over him through the evil creature they used for this purpose, despite press re¬ 
ports, reconciliation, has been and is impossible. Without the help of friends 
like yourself, I stand virtually alone, the target of New Deal and Red enemies 
armed with billions of dollars and unlimited press and legal power, bent on rail¬ 
roading me to prison on false conspiracy charges. 

Communist underminers of our Republic, fromand Earl Browder 
down the line, are freed for further activity by the ardent, persistent work °f I r\ r 
their Red supporters who leave no stone unturned, never lose hope, never flag O( 
in their zeal when one of their own is in trouble, even though actually guilty 
of murder, rape, or fraud. 

I am guilty only of pro-Americanism . My fight is not a personal fight, but 
a fight for the cause of American George WashingtonJjm principles versus New Deal 
dictatorship. Will you as quickly as possible make it* your fight? Will you 
emulate some of the zeal of our opponents? Go to your friends and neighbors. Beg 
them for any sura they will give to help us all win this fight. * Funds must be 
raised somehow, and ouickly, with which to hire a competent attorney, Appeals to 
higher courts must be based on court records taken down by court reporters whose 
charges run into hundreds of dollars in a few days.

"The department of Justice has made public the indictment returned at Washing¬ 
ton, charging 28 persons with conspiracy to injure the morale of the araed forces. 
From its language it is difficult to determine whether the administration is em¬ 
barking on a criminal prosecution or a Moscow propaganda trial. The hand in which 
the presentment is made may be that of Attorney General Biddle, but its language 
is the voice of MacLeish, Dr. Kingdon, and their comrades in the smear brigade. 

"'The defendants,' the indictment urges, 'conspired to seize upon and use and 
misuse the right of freedom of speech and the press to spread their disloyal doc¬ 
trines, intending and believing thai, any nation allowing its people the right of 
freedom of speech and of the press is powerless to defend itself against enemies 
masquerading as patriots and seeking to obstruct, impede, break down, and destroy 
the proper functioning of its republican form of government under the guise of 
honest criticism.' 

"The indictment asserts that the defendants 'engaged in a continuous and system¬ 
atic campaign of written and printed opposition and sabotage against any and all 
efforts of public officials to arouse the military and naval forces and the people.' 

• 

"Strip that language of its garbage rhetoric, place it in relation to the events 
to which it refers, and you have the contention that any deviation from one party 
government is seditious. The indictment seeks to make it a crime, in time of peace, 
to dispute the arguments of the political party in power. 

"By the device of including patriotic critics of the administration policy 
in the same group with a wide assortment of crackpots, as well as some persons who 
have been convicted of seditious activities, it is sought to make it impossible to 
defend the patriots without indorsing the crackpots and defending sedition. The 
device is too transparent. It defeats itself. 


"It would have been obviously ridiculous to have indicted the America First 
committee. That would have required calling Gen. MacNider back from Australia, 
where he is fighting under Gen. MacArthur, and placing him in the prisoner 's 
charged with seeking to destroy the morale of the men he is leading. It would . ^ 
have required proving similar charges against4^^|^^^ and many other leaders 
of the committee, who are now wearing their country's uniform, and against Gen. Vs - 
Wood, Gen. Hammond, and others. 


"Therefore, the America First committee, and its leaders, are not indicted. 
The committee is merely lumped in a group of organizations, same of them crazy, 
some disreputable, and some treasonable. It is charged that the defendants who 
were indicted 'organized, or caused to be organized, supported, used, controled, 
or contributed financially to' these organizations. It is, in short, the familiar 
smear by association. 


"None of the charges, of course, could be proved against the America First 
committee. Its leaders were, from the beginning of their activities, on guard 
against the lunatic fringe that is attracted to every public controversy. Far 
from being used by the crackpots, the coranittee repeatedly spurned them. 


"Had the committee or its leaders been indicted, they would have vindicated 
themselves. But they are not indicted, and so they may be smeared with impunity, 
since they will not be represented by counsel to question any charges directed 
against them. Nor may those who have been libeled vindicate themselves by civil 
action, since statements in an indictment, however false, are still privileged. 



"There is also, vechnically, a criminal case. A luinority of the defendants 
have already been convicted of seditious practices. Concerning the others, the 
public will, of course, withhold judgment until the evidence "is*presented, inasnuch 
as every American citizen is considered innocent until proved guilty. This remains 
true, even of those who by their own actions have managed to build up a good deal 
of prejudice against themselves. 

"The department of justice did not enhance its reputation for good faith when 
it charged the defendants with conspiracy to commit certain crimes, instead of 
committing actual crimes. By the use of the conspiracy charge the defendants 
are deprived of the constitutional right to be tried in the state where the crime 
was alleged to have been committed. 

"Even tho it is without legal flaw, the procedure smacks of that transportation 
of the colonists for trial in England, which constituted one of the principal grie¬ 
vances against George III. The indictment is returned in Washington, where the 
majority of the population is on the federal pay roll and the whole population is 
dependent on the government for a living. A jury anywhere in the country would 
convict, without hes_itation, ^for act\ ^ sedition . JJaahiogton is one *of the few 
6potiTwfiere '12 jurors might be found willing to substitute propaganda for justice."

Could, hearings, then more court hearings and trials! The enclosed newspaper repro¬ 
ductions give an idea of recent reports in the local press concerning my vicissitudes 
You need not tell me of the prayers that have ascended asking for victory for the 
cause I serve. Their power actually could be felt in the atmosphere of every court 
session, While Wm. Scott Stewart, my attorney, is undoubtedly the ablest, most ex¬ 
perienced lawyer in America, I doubt that he has ever had quite the same experiences 
with another case. 


Before ordering my removal to Washington for trial, U. S, Commissioner Walker made 
an apologetic speech saying that, after reading them, he saw no evidence of conspir¬ 
acy in the "Octopus" or in my circular "They Have Struck", which concerned my dom¬ 
estic affairs. These are the only evidences against me named in the indictment. 

With apparent reluctance he went on to explain that he had no power except to order 
my removal, A government attorney irritated at this complained, "He didn’t have to 
go that far!" At the close of this session I waited and waited for Mr,-Stewart to 
come out of the Commissioner’s chambers. Finally, when he did, he said, "The Coifr- 
roissioner was reading me the 38th Chapter of Jeremiah from the Bible, Do you know 
that chapter? It seems that Jeremiah was in trouble like you, accused of sedition!" 

Read It yourself. In substance: Jeremiah had been telling the people, then at war, 
that Jerusalem would bo taken if they didn’t do certain things. The princes com¬ 
plained to the king: "thus he weakeneth the hands of tho men of war and the hands of 
all the people, in speaking such unto them: for this man sc-eketh not the welfare of 
this people but the hurt". So the king said, "Behold, he is in your hand", and let 
them throw Jeremiah into a dungeon of mire. Later he permitted him to be rescued 
and kept in the prison courtyard and privately asked Jeremiah what he had been 
telling the people. But, admitting "I am afraid of tho Jews,,,", the king failed 
to take Jeremiah's inspired advice and the chapter ends with this: "So Jeremiah abode 
in the court of tho prison until tho day that Jerusalem was taken : and he was there 
when Jeru salem was taken ". The next chapter tells how the captors put out the king's 

cy«.s and killed his sons,

being in technical "custody" is necessary to secure a writ of habeas corpus to 
entitle me to a further hearing before another Judge, But the Marshall's office

one of these, fingerprinted mo again.' Although the cell door 

was left unlockea^^^na^pen^an- hour end a half there, my first such depressing 
experience, sitting on a hard slab, looking at riveted . steel walls, iron bars." 

There was a water faucet but nothing to drink from oxcopt two dreary soiled paper | *"7 
cups that had been used for coffee. A view of a department store across the stroctQ 
brought the tantalizing thought of being unable to walk across the street if one 
wished. Scribbled on the wall in pencil was so me prisoner’s notation: "60 days in 
County Jail for receiving stolcd goods", signed something-or-other, 

dated in June, 1942. 


The next cell was filled with young fellows - whiskey cases, draft cases, I was told. 
Those would roister, vibrating the partition wall I leaned against. Doors clanged. 
Prison atmosphere palled. My constant prayer there was not a petition that I be 
spared jail persecution or even death, but for the power to surmount that human 
selfishness of mine which shrinks from a jail slab and clings to liberty of person 
and an innerspring mattress, and for the unquenchable spirit, wisdom and strength 
to do or undergo whatever might best serve the cause . "Thy will, not mine, be done"- 
was my plea. 


" Baloney " Jeers 

Assistant U. S. Attorney-General Wra. Power Maloney, head of the Washington Grand 
Jury which indicted me, has attended five Chicago court sessions during two recent 
trips from Washington D. C. to enforce my removal to Washington for trial. At each 
session he has uttered almost the same ..caustic words about my "screaming mob of 
alleged Mothers" who protested in Fobruary-March 1942 with me against Lease-Lend 
Bill 1776 as a war-dictatorship measure. That v/as when Bill 1776 was represented by 
New Dealers as a peace measure. 

After my lengthy testimony (150 pages) on the witness stand in refutation of all 
charges of sedition and conspiracy, Maloney refused to produce any evidence whatever 
against .me to justify removing me but merely asked me, "Are you the same Mrs, Dilling 
who led a mob of alleged mothers to Washington of whom Senator Carter Glass said he 
hoped for the sake of the race they v?ere not- mothers?" I said., "Yes, I am; he called 
me a fishwife and I called him an overaged destroyer of American youth, which made 
u» even." "No, not even", Maloney snarled. Mr. Stewart grinned, "The government', 
doesn't consider you even yet . Mrs. Dilling.d 

Twice on his way out of the Monday morning session, (9/18/42), Maloney remarked 
sneeringly aloud to mothers present, "I see the washboards are still out of com¬ 
mission". At the afternoon session ho started another vitriolic tirade about my 
"mob of aliened mothers", adding, "who probably never had a pregnant thought in 
their lives" but was stopped by the Judge who ordered the words expunged from the 
record as too raw. A dignified mother who held been with me in Washington, with 
hurt tears in her eyes at our being designated as a "mob", went up afterwards to 
Maloney and said, "Some of the women here have sons who are dead, some missing, some 
injured, some, still fighting in the service. I am one of tho 'mob' and proud of it5 1 
Maloney then kicked a swinging door so angrily it flow back and hit him in tho face. 
She followed him and said, "I hope God blesses you if you are doing what is really 
right". At this he exclaimed, "0, leave me alone] "”THcr son is in the air corps.) 

"Vulture Vinchcll " 

While some refer to Winchcll, pride of B'nai B'rith, as a Roar Admiral or as tho 
first naval officer who had ever won a war without stepping on a ship, others give 
him the title of General Nuisance. A gentleman in another state whom I have never 
met, forwards me a copy of this letter of his, dated Oct. 6, 1942, written to him: 



"Mr. Walter Winchell 
235 E, 45 th Street, Nevr York City- 

Sir : 

I do not address you by your Naval title since I do not and will not assume 
that you were acting in naval capacity when, in your broadcast of Sept, 27, you 
announced that a federal officer (whom you intimated was your personal represent¬ 
ative, more or less) would be in Chicago the following day to ’put the handcuffs 
on Lizzie Dilling and start her to Washington’. 

Nothing of the kind was in prospect, of course, Mrs, Dilling was on bond, and 
even had her petition for appeal, etc,, been denied, 3he would still have remained 
on bond and proceeded to Washington ’under her own power’, (And God give her. morel) 

.My respect for the U, S. Navy is far too great for me to assume, even in the 
face of the fact that you are allowed to wear the uniform, that our Navy countenance, 
anything like your expression in what we hope is still a free land. What happened, 
of course, was far differ’cnt from your prediction. Mrs, Elizabeth Dilling was 
granted right to appeal,' and the judge, at the second hearing of the matter yester¬ 
day (Oct, 5) reduced the bond to the nominal sum of $200, allowing hor to sign her 
own recognizance. Since Judge Holly knows more about this caso, having access to 
the records, than either you or I, it seems unlikely that ’the government’, (meaning 
the New Deal manipulators) has a very strong case against her, hardly, enough to. 
warrant billingsgate and vituperation over a national radio chain,

You arc always telling how what you predicted came to pass. This means nothing 
whatever unless you are willing, when occasion arises, to tell about your fumbles, 
Thci-oforc, with considerably more respect than your attitude justifies, I suggest 
that you demonstrate that you still retain some of the American ideal of fair play. 
This you con do if, next Sunday night, you offer your apologies, not to Mrs. Dilling 
to whom I am not certain they would be welcome, but to the millions of American 
listeners who were (you hoped) deceived by your broadcast of Sept. 27.

AGENTS GET AROUND TO THEIR NAMES.' 

"Time and again, he has ‘hurled barbs, taunts end insults at Christian Ministers and 
Laymen...There are apti-Christ elements at work in our Country, that dream of making 
'havoc* of the Cause of Jesus Christ, They hate those of us who believe in the In¬ 
spiration of the Scriptures, the Deity of Christ, and the hope of His appearing. 

When Communistic agencies gain sufficient power to arbitrarily chop Gospel Preachers 
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off the radio without advance notice, refusing to give any reason for the act - when 
they begin arresting, humiliating and finger-printing Ministers, Evangelists and 
Bible Teachers as though they were common criminals - throwing devout followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ in prison cells, holding them for weeks at a time - when these

Shortly after Federal Judge Holly entered a formal 
order today for the removal of Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling to 
Washington to stand trial with twenty-five others on 
charges of conspiracy to undermine the morale of the 
armed forces, he gave the author of “The Red Network’’ 
another chance. 

He granted her attorney, Wil¬ 
liam Scott Stewart, permission to 
file appeal for a new trial, and 
reduced her bond from $5,000 to 
$200 — a personal recognizance 
bond — which she signed. 

Mr. Stewart said he would take 
the matter to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals as soon 
as possible. 

The chances are good Mrs. Dil¬ 
ling will not face trial with the 
other defendants in Washington. 

The government has set the trial 
for late in October, Mr. Stewart 
has forty days in which to file 
his transcript, and-it is doubted 
the court will not sidetrack other 
cases in favor of the Dilling hear¬ 
ing. 

The court s granting of the per¬ 
mission to appeal was bitterly op¬ 
posed by Special Assistant U, S. 

Attorney William J. Connor. 

He cited the case of the gov¬ 
ernment's olforts to get a man 
from New Jersey to New York to 
stand trial.

“I know of nothing in the law 
that deprives a person of the right 
of appeal.

The theory of conspiracy has been tortured to 
deprive the citizen of his constitutional right to 
trial at the place where the alleged crime had 
been committed. As the law is construed, the gov ¬ 
ernment need only name any number of persons 
as mem bers of an alleg ed conspiracy and it may 
bring them all to trial at any place where any of 
the defendants is alleged to have committed an act 
in furtherance of the conspiracy, even tho that 
place be thousands of miles from the residences of 
the majority of the defendants-, and the venires 
from which its juries are chosen are composed of 
persons under special obligation to the adminis¬ 
tration in power, as are almost all the residents 
of the national capital. 

Before the development of the conspiracy 
theory reached the full flower of its malignance, 
Theodore Roosevelt, normally a fair minded man, 
undertook to remove the publishers of the In¬ 
dianapolis News to Washington for trial after 
they had criticized him in connection with the 
transfer of title of the Panama canal. The accused 
were indicted in the District court of the District 
Of Columbia. 

Judge Anderson, in ruling that the defendants 
should not be sent to Washington, used these 
words: “To my mind that man has read the 
history of our institutions to little purpose who 
does not look with grave apprehension upon the 
possibility of the success of a proceeding such 
as this. If the history of liberty means anything, 
if constitutional guaranties are worth anything, 
this proceeding must fail. If prosecuting officers 
have the authority to select the tribunal, if there 
be more than one tribunal to select from, if the 
government has that power, and can drag citizens 
from distant states to the capital of the nation, 
there to be tried, then, as Judge Cooley says, this 
is a strange result of a revolution where one of 
the grievances complained of was the assertion of 
the right to send parties abroad for trial." 

What Judge Anderson said is still justice, but, 
as Judge Holly confesses with reluctance, it is ap¬ 
parently not the law in the case pending before 
him. The attack on Mrs. Pilling is a deliberate ef ¬ 
fort at political persecution . The worst that can be 
said of her is that she may have been ill-advised 
and that some of her actions lacked dignity. There 
Is not the slightest evidence that she was or is 
disloyal, and a strong presumption that she would 
not have adopted the strong course she took ex¬ 
cept for a very deep concern over the fate of 
her country. 

Political terrorism has arrived among us. If 
the law of conspiracy can be bent so easily to the 
use of the terrorists. It requires changes and re¬ 
strictions In the name of <*•— 1 —

WINS ROUND IN 
, REMOVAL FIGHT 

Granted Leave to Appeal 
Order for Trial by 
Jury in Capital. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, indicted 
on charges of conspiracy to under¬ 
mine the morale of the armed 
forces, won a first round today in 
her fight to avert removal to Wash¬ 
ington for trial with 27 others in 
the case. Federal Judge William H. 
Holly granted her leave to appeal 
the removal order that he had is¬ 
sued. 

After Judge Holly heard strong 
protests by government counsel, 
the appeal proceedings were begun 
by William Scott Stewart, defense 
attorney. The delay is expected to 
prevent the government from put¬ 
ting Mrs. Dilling on trial with the 
others about Oct. 25. 

Mrs. Dilling enjoyed a further 
victory—Judge Holly reduced her 
bond from $5,000 to $200 and re¬ 
leased her on her own recognizance, 
letting her sign the bond alone. 

Connor Protest Falls. 

Judge Holly today signed the 
order that Mrs. Dilling be removed 
Washington. Then Stewart filed a 
petition for leave to appeal that 
decision to the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. William J, Connor , 
first assistant U.S. attorney , pro¬ 
tested in strong tones. 

“ We don't know whether Mrs . 
Dilling is guilty or innocen t." Con ¬ 
nor said , “but we do know that a 
jury in Washington heard evidence 
for nearly 12 months, and indicted 
her. She has admitted before s 
United States commissioner here 
that she knew 12 or 13 of the peo¬ 
ple indicted in the case." 

/ Judge Holly interposed- " Am ' 
[ to be held responsible for the ac - 
V t ions of all the people I know? " 

‘Entitled’ to Appeal. 

"No—but a conspiracy has beei 
charged here," Connor retorted

“ Washington wasn't too far away | 
for Mrs. Dilling to‘go there and meet 
a screaming mob of alleged mothers 
seeking to sabotage the wa^efforn". 

This referred to a delegation of 
women who went to Washington to 
present a petition to the President 
asking him to keep the United States 
out of war. 

Stewart reiterated that Mrs. Dill¬ 
ing should not be tried far from her 
home and friends. “ This defendant." 
he said, “ never belonged to any sub¬ 
versive organizations, spoke before 
only a few groups and never had any 
agents; there was no conspiracy on 
her part. She was never In Washing¬ 
ton except as a visitor." 

Two Counts In Indictment. 

The Indictment has two counts, 
charging violation of the sedition law 
and Interference with the armed 
forces. The government alleged that 
Mrs. Dilling mailed subversive pamph¬ 
lets to members of the government 
and had conspired with McDaniel 
and Brennemann to distribute car¬ 
toons which the dentist designed and 
the artist executed. 

Stewart, after placing Mrs. Dilling 
on the stand, questioned her spe- 

clflcally * on her knowledge of the 
other defendants. Most of them, she 
said, were not known to her. She 
said her own organization, the Pa¬ 
triotic Research bureau, had issued 
bulletins. This was started, she said, 
because “45 or 50 friends" wanted 
to know her views on current sub¬ 
jects, and that requests for addition¬ 
al copies grew until her mailing list 
reached 1,000. 

Asked about a paragraph In one of 
her bulletins, which attacked the 
antireligious policies of the soviet 
regime, Mrs. Dilling said this was 
written long before Pearl Harbor 
and was provoked by a recommenda -1 
tion of 100 Episcopal clergymen for 
all-out aid to the Russians. 

Favors Strong Defense. 

In closing her testimony Mrs. Dil¬ 
ling asserted that since was was de- 
cla-ed she " wanted every enemy sub 
sunk, wanted the Aleutians retaken, 
and wanted the Japs kicked out of the 
Philippines." She said she had al¬ 
ways approved military training and 
had advised men in the draft to go 
Into the army. 

" For 10 years,” she declared, “ I 
have upheld the cause of an adequate | 
defense. Before and after Pearl Har¬ 
bor I have insisted that the United 
States arm itself to the teeth.” 

Dr. McDaniel testified briefly before 
the commissioner recessed the hear¬ 
ing until this morning. In effect, he

Removal Today 

She Talks for Hours, 
Pleading Innocence 
Of Federal Charges 

A decision in the battle to re¬ 
move Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling and 
two co-defendants to Washington to 
stand trial for alleged conspiracy 
to undermine morale and cause in¬ 
subordination in the armec forces 
will be made today by U.S. Com¬ 
missioner Edwin K. Walker. 

The first hearing in the case, an 
all-day affair which held the atten¬ 
tion of a room thronged with Mrs. 
Dilling’s followers yesterday, was 
noteworthy for the defendant’s de¬ 
nial of all charges against her. She 
testified almost four hours in her 
owr. behalf. 

Attorney Denies Conspiracy. 

Wearing a floppy brown hat and 
green dress and clutching an over¬ 
sized pocketbook, Mrs. Dilling was 
the stellar witness at opening of 
the hearing. She nodded approv¬ 
ingly as Stewart, having read the 
main items in the indictment, de¬ 
clared; 

“This woman is entitled to trial 
here, not in a foreign place, where 
she’ll be away from her home, her 
family, her records and things. This 
woman wasn't in any conspiracy, 
she wasn’t on any committees. 
There was nothing in Washington 
that happened that was part of 
conspiracy. There was—” 

“Washington wasn’t too far to go 
to lead a screaming mob of al 
mothers to sabotage the war e 
was it^” interrupted William 
Maloney, special assistant attorney 
general who obtained the mass in¬ 
dictment. 

Women Spectators Excited. 

There was an angry and collec¬ 
tive “O-o-o-oh!” from the women 
in the court room, many of whom 
are believed to have accompanied 
Mrs. Dilling on the now-famous 
“Crusading Mother’ ” trip to the 
capital to agitate against the Lend- 
Lease Bill.

Stewart, at the morning hearing, 
stacked the Indictment from the be¬ 
ginning. 

Attacks Jury Legality. 

"This Indictment was returned by 
a grand Jury Impaneled In July of 
1941,” Stewart said. “ It was a spe¬ 
cial jury to Investigate sedition and 
It was continued time and again to 
consider a matter Investigated in Its 
first session. It cannot, under the 
law, consider anything other than 
what was presented at Its first ses¬ 
sion. 

'•This Jury was convened several 
months before we entered the war. 
How then could It possibly consider 
allegations that Mrs. Dilling con¬ 
spired to undermine the morale qf 
the armed forces and to obstruct the 
war effort, when we were not yet 
at war 7” 

Mrs. Dilling attempted to speak at 
this point, but was cut off by William 
Power Maloney, special federal prose¬ 
cutor, who began to give his side of 
the argument. 

When Maloney left the courtroom 
upon adjournment of the morning 
session, he glanced at a group of 50 
women followers of Mrs. Dilling. 
Audibly, he said: 

” I wonder where their washboards- 
are?"-- 
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Strategic Retreat. 

About 10 of the women rose and 
Started for him. Maloney, who Is a 
diminutive Individual, scuttled Into 
the hall, where William J. O'Connor, 
first assistant district attorney, who 
Is 6 feet 4 Inches tall, hustled him 
Into an elevator and away. 

During the afternoon session of the 
hearing Maloney objected to Stew- 
art’s reference to Washington, D. C, 
as a " foreign state.” He said the 
utterance was an objectionable and 
disrespectful reference to the na¬ 
tion’s capital. Stewart replied that 
he had been speaking only In the 
language of legal terminology and In 
the term ” foreign ” he was using an 
expression well known to lawyers 
and had meant no offense. 

Maloney said the government had 
additional Information against Mrs. 
Dilling In addition to the two 
charges contained In the Washington, 
D. C„ Indictment. He accused Stew-| 
art of "blowing hot and then cold” 
In his arguments after Stewart re¬ 
ferred to tat* recent trial of the 8| 
Nazi saboteurs, who, he said, had 
been given a fair trial, but doubted 
that his client qauld receive the same 
kind of Impartial hearing In Wash¬ 
ington. 

Judge Ilhn In Belief.

court: " Won’t you change that about 
the doubts as to her guilt? ” 

" No.” Judge Holly replied. " I have 
more than doubts about her gulft. 
This does not mean, however, that I 
am not violently opposed to her be¬ 
liefs. If I were free to exercise my 
discretion I would grant the writ of 
habeas corpus. But the court has no 
authority to Inquire Into the validity 
of the Indictment. If I had the power 
I would be Inclined to use It." 

Attorney Stewart said that the gov¬ 
ernment’s insistence that Mrs. Dill¬ 
ing be tried In Washington would 
place her In a " perjured atmosphere, 
where witnesses convicted of sedi¬ 
tious crimes would be called to testify 
as witnesses.” He said the govern¬ 
ment had failed to show a probable 
cause for his client's removal to a 
“foreign state,” and that the move 
would require Mrs. Dilling to take 
three vans of records to the capital 
•to support any statement she had 
made against persons—some of them 
powerful—whom she has probably 
offended.” 

Argue Over Phrase. 

In his answer, Maloney said: “As 
a citizen, I feel deeply hurt over Mr. 
Stewart’s reference to Washington as 
a foreign state. Washington Js cer¬ 
tainly the home of any of us.” 

Maloney's objection was character¬ 
ized by Attorney Stewart as ” another 
example of word distortion and mis¬ 
construction” by the government In 
the case. The phrase. ” foreign state,” 
he said refers to any state or Juris¬ 
diction other than the one In which a 
person happens to be. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 50 
women followers of Mrs. Dilling 
rushed forward to tell the erstwhile 
crusader that she had won a “moral 
victory," which left Mrs. Dilling In 
amlles.

The earlier hearing before Com¬ 
missioner Walker was brief. The 
commissioner asked Stewart If he 
had anything further to offer, and 
the lawyer replied: 

“Nothing further. Mrs. Dilling 
contends she has and had no 
guilty Intent, as charged, and we 
feel she should have an opportu¬ 
nity to prove her Innocence in Chi¬ 
cago and should not be removed.” 

While twenty women “support¬ 
ers” looked on somberly and Mrs. 
Dilling herself appeared down¬ 
cast, the commissioner then 
lodged the removal order, explain¬ 
ing he had no other recourse.

"The entire British Empire was set a bit agog last Winter when the Australian 
minister in Washington announced that Justice Felix Frankfurter had advised him to 
take a post in the British cabinet. The Australian government was especially agog 
and its prime minister said so publicly, 

* 

"To a lot of other people also it seemed queer that a justice of the U. S. 
Supreme Court should be dipping his fingers into vital affairs of the British Enpire. 

"But to those behind-the-scenes in Washington this was no surprise at all. For 
today, as the Supreme Court winds up its current term, it is a fact that second 
only to* the President himself. Justice Felix Frankfurter has more to do with guiding 
our destinies of war than any one in Washington. 

"He docs this through having put his own men in three key cabinet posts; 
through being on intimate terms with the British ambassador, Lord Halifax, and the 
Chinese Foreign Minister T.V. Soong; and through having one of his old students. 

Dean Acheson, sit at the right hand of Secretary of State Hull. Almost no move of 
major importance is made these days without Frankfurter having his finger in it. 

"In' addition to all reasons for being zealous about the war, Frankfurter has 
special, personal incentives. He was bom in Vienna, a country taken in one gulp 
by Hitler, And when he swallowed it, Hitler threw Frankfurter’s aged uncle into a 
concentration camp. 


"The three key cabinet members indebted to Frankfurter for their jobs are 
Attorney General Biddle ", (who indicted tho 28) ."Secretary of War Stimson and Sec¬ 
retary of Navy Knox . In addition, Frankfurter put Dean Acheson in as Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of State with an eye to taking Hull’s place when he retired. Knox was urged 
on Roosevelt by Frankfurter as a great political stroke to swing the Republicans 
into line, and also the Middle West. 


" Biddle always has been a protege of Frankfurter’s ...However, Felix’ greatest 
influence is in the War Department. There two close and dear friends are the Sec¬ 
retary of War and Undersecretary of War, while two of his students, John J. MeCloy 
and Robert Lovett . arc assistant secretaries of war.

"Despite all these activities, Felix manages to spend some time at the Supreme 
Court; though his relations there are not the happiest. His closest friend, 
strangely enough, is the court's only remaining conservative . Owen Roberts, who has 
'• become especially intimate since Frankfurter got him the Pearl Harbor assignment. 

• 0 Frankfurter also gets on reasonably well with Stone, whose appointment as chief 
justice-die engineered with Roosevelt. He is also on good terms with Justice Jackson,

"Before the United States entered the war, Frankfurter sent Benjamin V. Cohen.

When Justice James F. Byrnes resigned from the United States Supremo court to be¬

"David K. Niles* #, one of the President's so-called 'anonymous' administrative 
assistants, is another non-Harvard Frankfurter henchman.

Hitler v/hat bases and weapons we havo for an offensive against Germany," On prac¬ 
tically this ground an attempt was mado following this to have a Chicago Grand Jury, 
ordered by Biddle, indict the Chicago Tribune but this failed, (Neither did the 
Chicago Grand Jury indict me I)

The Octopus 

Frankfurter's Red connections arc cited successively in my books THE RED NET¬ 
WORK- (1934) and THE ROOSEVELT RED RECORD.( 1936 ) In 1937 Frankfurter was one of 120 
Jews, largely socialistic Marxists, chosen by votes of Jowry's Kchillahs all over 
tho world as tho 120 "greatest living Jews" holding up "living ideals to Jewish 
youth". Many of tho 120 arc covered in my book THE OCTOPUS (1940) including Frank¬ 
furter, his "spiritual father" Brandois, and his "mentor" Laski, To quote: 


"HAROLD J. LASKI: one of world's most active Reds; atheist; in his book, *Kcrl 
Marx', he proposes the plan of Red revolution which tho New Deal has all but cul¬ 
minated, To quote:'The preparation for revolution is a qualitatively different 
problem from what it was in the days of the Paris barricades,,,A State like England, 
-which is wholly dependent on foreign trade, could not undergo a successful revol¬ 
ution except upon the assumption that her neighbours viewed its rosults with bene¬ 
volence.,. In a period of universal suffrage it ought to be possiblo to capture the 
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seat of power at thotolls, and throw upon the'capitalist the onus of revolting 
against a SOCIALIST democracy 1 # 

"Felix Frankfurter, in his testimony at the Senate hearing, 1/39, on his ap¬ 
pointment to Supreme Court, said he was a close friend of Laski and responsible for 
bringing him to the U#S, to teach at Harvard U. (1916-20)";(He was nervous and 
stuttered when questioned before the Senate Committee In the open hearing I attend¬ 
ed the day after my seventeen-page statement on his Red record was presented.) 

"there Laski was charged with addressing and encouraging the Boston police strikers; 
concerning him, the 'Harvard Lampoon* said (1/6/20): 'It would be no mean blessing 
to have the next Soviet Ark that sailed transport’this pseudo-instructor from the 
United States'; since his return to England, 1920, he has been connected with the 
London School of Economics, 'intended to train the bureaucracy of the future 
Socialist state*. 

"This communistic British Jew, in his latest book, 'The American President: An 
Interpretation', nervily instructs Americans to give Pres. Roosevelt dictatorial 
powers; communist 'New Masses' (9/3/40) referring to him as a Marxist who ‘acknow¬ 
ledges Lenin as ono of the great political leaders and thinkers of all time', says 
of it: 'He has written a campaign document for Roosevelt in which he demands ad¬ 
ditional powers which FDR himself dares not yet openly request '; sent greetings on 
first issue of Communist Party's Midwest Daily Record;'sponsor of Soviet's Inti. 
Labor Defense Ball (Daily Worker, 12/29/38); etc., etc. 

"He is author of the eulogistic foreword to the Communist Manifesto by Karl 
Marx (Socialist Party of Am. edition); author of 'Why I am a Marxist' (Nation, 
3/11/39), in which he ascribes his Marxism in part to 'Jewish upbringing'; v.p. of 
the London counterpart (affiliated) of the red American Civil Liberties Union; con¬ 
tributor to Communist Party and Socialist periodicals in U.S.A,; in rod New Republic 
(10/30/35, p.339), he said: ' the dofense of the Soviet Union is one of the highost 
duties a Socialist can fulfill' . • 

"His message, as a fellow-atheist, to the World Union of Freethinkers' Atheist 
Congress (which includes Soviet Russia's Athoists), London, 9/9/38, is citod in its 
report (p.93)j past pros, of the British atheist 'Rationalist Press Assn, Ltd.'; 
lecturer on 'Religion as a Social Danger'; mom. oxcc. com. British Labor Party 
(Marxist)#" 

"LOUIS D, BRANDEIS:retired Supreme Gburt Justice; Zionist; 'Father of the New 
Deal', whose 'mantle' fell on his red protege Felix Frankfurter; largest individual 
financial supporter of the littlo communistic training school for Red agitators, 

'Commonwealth College', Mena, Ark,, this and its free love, nude bathing, etc., be¬ 
ing revealed by Ark. legislative investigation of Feb.-March, 1935; his advice tq, 
Jews is to 'Organize' as a separate race. 'Palestine, 1939’, o book issued by the 
Palestine Pavilion of New York World's Fair, tolls (p.70) of the British Balfour 
Declaration promising Jews Palestine being influenced by Brandcis' close friendship 
with Pres. Wilson (who appointed Brandcis to the Supreme Court), and says, of Pales¬ 
tine Socialist-Communist cooperatives, which embrace practically every economic - 
enterprise in Palestine from farming, bus lines, banks and the King David Hotel, to 
the development of the Dead. Sea Potash: ' Alongside of this influence in Washington 
Hr . Brandcis started a signal contribution to Palestine. Ho was fathor to the co¬ 
o pera tive economic movement in this country,...'" 

Brandcis before and after the first World War was a leader of Zionism, or world 
politics for world Jewry, and was assisted by Frankfurter who was "chairman of the 
American Zionist delegation to the peace conference," To further quote: "Zionism 
end l.'orld Politics" by red Horace Kallen, himself one of the 120 chosen Jews: 

"The (Zionist) movement had been marked, on the whole, with an international 
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outlook and economic vision analogous to that of the Socialist movomcnt,(p«129) 


"The first (Zionist) Congress, held at Basle, Switzerland, in 1897, was an 
irrefutable demonstration of Jewish national solidarity.,, it brought together 
orthodox and freethinkers, capitalists and socialists, the East and the West". 
(p.74) "Self conscious Jewish workmen arc not merely Socialists, they arc also 
Nationalists'-, (p.89) "'Organize' Brandeis urged...'Organize, organize, organize, 
until every Jew in America must stand up and be counted - counted with us - or 
prove himself wittingly or unwittingly of the fcw who arc against their own 
people. 1 - (p.139) 


"Socialism emerged first from irrelevancy and foroignness, from the Ghetto 
of speech and intellectual preoccupation, and its devotees found themselves at 
last organized and defined upon the arena of American political and social life 
as American Socialists of Yiddish speech...(p,13l) 

"The gentlemen on the American Jewish Committee" (organized in behalf of 
Russian Jews in 1906) "men like the late Jacob H. S chiff . Mr. Louis Marshal l. Judge 
Mayer Sulzberger had been for many years the natural, apparently the inevitable, 
spokesmen for the whole Jewish citizenry of the United States."(p.141) 


The Octopus alno contains the following: 

"FELIX FRANKFURTER: the 'weeny', scheming, littlo Brandeis protege who has 
long trained and placed Jewry's Marxist 'Hot Dog boys' in key government spots. As 
a founder and active leader of the notorious American Civil Liberties Union, ho has 
for over twenty years aided every phase of the Rod revolutionary movement to de¬ 
stroy Christianity and the American Republic - the I.W.W. 's,Anarchists, Communists, 
atheism, obscenity - treason and violence in every form. His appointment to the 
Supreme Court was hailed by the entire Communist press. 

"To quote cormunist New Masses, 1/17/39: 'No man is more needed on the bench 
than Prof. Frankfurter...His court will pass upon the constitutionality of the 
VJagC3 and Hours Act. It will also determine seven Labor Board eases including one 
involving the NLRB's right to order the reinstatement of sitdown strikers...He 
will also’ hear the Strcckcr ease which, if unfavorably decided , may be used as the 
basis for an attempt to deport Harry Bridges and may lead to an anti-Communist 
witch-hunt resembling that of the 1920's.' 

"The Strcckcr ease was decided the Red way. Back in 1933 the 12/28 issue of the 
Jewish Sentinel (p.10) reported Frankfurter was being groomed to trice Louis D. 
Brandeis' place on the Supreme Court, as he did . The Lovostone Communist 'Workers 
Age' comment was: 'Justice Frankfurter has been one of the most active and most 
emotional undercover advocates of foreign intervention in the capitol .'(6/29/LO.) 
See also pp.50-56." 


Biddle 


The following is descriptive of Frankfurter's proteges: "Attorney General 
Biddle met the criticism of his censorship bill by disclaiming responsibility for 
it. He said he didn't know who got hold of his rubber stamp and sent the bill to 
Congress in his name. Later he appeared before a senate sub-committee in support 
of the measure... 

"Mr, Biddle's bill would make it a crime to divulge any information marked 
secret or confidential by the department originating it... He concedes the valid¬ 
ity of the objection that department and agency heads could stifle any criticism 
of their acts whether connected with the war effort or not...the bill is so ob¬ 
viously dangerous to a free press .. the trickery and evasion that have character- 



ized *its legislative course to date give every reason for keeping it under close 
public surveillance." (Chgo. Tribune editorial 2/26/42) Soon Biddle tried to "get" 
The Chicago Tribune. 

"BIDDLE DECLINES TO DISCUSS CASE AGAINST TRIBUNE" heads a Chicago Tribune re¬ 
port six months later (8/13/42). "Attorney General Francis Biddle declared today 
that he could not discuss the grand jury investigation of the Chicago Tribune which 
he ordered because: ‘We're not in the habit of commenting on a grand jury investi¬ 
gation; !" 

How about the Communist Party's Daily Worker screaming on its front page 
June 4 f 1942: "Ten weeks have passed since Attorney General Biddle promised the 
American people on April 17 that tho Department of Justice would seek and indictment 
of Coughlin."? 


Biddle Bows to I.L.D . 

How about Biddle's cooing letter to one of the world's most seditious organi¬ 
zations, Moscow's International Labor Defense##^ in the U.S.A., in response to their 
demand for "indictment of fascists" (meaning anti-Conmunists) like me, dated three 
days before the indictment was made public? 

The Communist Party's Daily Worker 8/5/42 headed: "BIDDLE THANKS MARCANTONIO 
FOR CONSTRUCTIVE CRITICISM" stated: "Thanking Congressman Marcantonio for the I.L.D. 
Opon Letter on domestic fascists and the 'constructive criticisms' it contained, 
Attorney General Biddle, to whom the Open Letter was addressed, last week stated: 

'I want to assure you of my d eep appreciation of the support and approval indicated 
by the letter in regard to so much of our effort to stamp out organized subversive 
activity. I also appreciate your constructive criticisms and I can assure you that 
the Department will take into careful account each suggestion contained in the 
letter.'... Attorney General Biddle's letter to Congressman iiarcantonio was 'Written 
on July 20, just three days before the Department of Justice made public federal 
grand jury indictments of 28 of the type of domestic fascist enemies mentioned in 
tho I.L.D. Open Letter." 

This Communist International Labor Defense "OPEN LETTER TO ATTORNEY GENERAL 
BIDDLE: PROSECUTE DOMESTIC FASCISTS" (meaning anti-Communists), with an introductory 
letter by its head, Vito Marcantonio, was made public in the Spring issue of the 
I.L.D. paper and signed by 600 Reds and their sympathizers (including Louis Bron>- 
ficld who sent out the Friends of Democracy appeal a year ago for $5,000 to silence 
me and $10,000 to silence Henry Ford); It called for action by "Federal Grand Juries 
throughout the country" (soon set up), against "our domestic Quislings and Lavals, 
the Coughlin's, the Gerald L.K. Smith's, the Trotskyites"- (Communist rivals of the 
Stalinists convicted at Minneapolis), "the Winrod's" etc., with their "writings and 
false preachings". 

Biddle was urged to "allow no quarter to the bogus patriots and traitors behind 
our lines". And to quote: "Wo should like to call the attention of the Department 
of. Justice also to the defeatist activities of such major publications as the 
Chicago Tribune 11 (soon pilloried),"Washington Times-Herald, New York Daily News. 
Their subversive activities have been recognized and denounced.by Archibald MacLeisl 
director of tho Office of Facts and Figures; but tho Department of Justice has not 
moved against them." 

I recall the communistic exhibits of crazy, trashy "art" and crackpot "poetry" 
by the blasphemous Negro, Langston Hughes, etc,, which filled the Congressional 
Library headed by MacLeish when I visited it last year.

Gleefully the Daily Worker, 5/6/42, had headlined Biddle's Portland "crack¬ 
down" speech "MUST CRUSH ENEMY WITHIN - BIDDLE" and emblazoned its front page with 
derisive cartoons of Charles Lindbergh, Senator Wheeler, Senator Reynolds, Con¬ 
gressman Dies, State Senator Coudert (N.Y. anti-Comraunist), Wm. Randolph Hearst, 
"Publisher Patterson", Co^ng^Rober^^^McCorm^^Father Charles E. Coughlin, 
Rev. Gerald L.K. Smith, These were assailed as "Fifth 

Columnists", etc. They recommended "arrest:mg "^' indicting " and " criminal pro¬ 
s ecution ". on a wholesale scale, of them and similar anti-Reds, They quoted Biddle 
as saying: 'Thore is today in America a nest of poisonous little men and publi¬ 
cations, irresponsible and abusive, who have raised their treacherous voices to 
divide our country,' Biddle's speech came only a few hours after the mailing priv¬ 
ilege of Social Justice, founded by Father Charles E. Coughlin and most prominent 
of the publications to come under the government's axe, had been suspended perma¬ 
nently... Biddle said that before the war there publications 'hid behind the cloak 
of isolationism.'Today they follow tho Axis lino....they are anti-Semitic...'"

The "Commies'" joy was boundless over the indictment, "GOOD WORKS FINISH IT1" 
was one headline in the Daily Worker's 7/24/42 issue, "And what about Martin Dies? 
Some of those indicted, Mrs. Dilling for instance, were araong Dies* most faithful 
stooges in his various smears of patriotic Americans. Yes, the government has done 
a good job in nailing the 28. But there's a lot left that comes under the heading 
of Unfinished Business. LET'S FINISH ITI" A huge ribbon headline in the some issue: 
"28 HAVE BEEN INDICTED - H0 vr ABOUT THEIR POWERFUL FRIENDS". Another is: "MEN IN 
CONGRESS HAD TIES TO 28 FASCISTS". 


And this is the core of the whole matter - an effort to purge tho country and 
congress of opposition to Communism at home. 

In another column is this: "The trail of the conspiracy as uncovered by tho • 
Grand Jury points straight to Congressional defeatists s$ich as Rep. Hamilton Fish, 
professional red-baiters such as Rep. Martin Dies and the financial and industrial 
interests behind the America First Committee - although those higher ups in the 
fifth column were not actually indicted," 

"But tho Grand Jury indictment made it plain that the actual defeatist plot 
to disrupt the morale of the armed forces went far beyond the 28 indicted fifth 
columnists. The Department of Justice statement did not oxplain why the big shots 
in tho fifth column conspiracy were not indicted... 

"Also named in tho indictment as one of tho organizations used by the fifth 
column v/as the National Committee to Keep America Out of Foreign Wars which was 
organized and headed by Rep. Fish; vice-chairman of this subversive group was Rep, 
Harold Knutson, Minnesota Republican...According to the indictment tho Congress¬ 
ional Record was used... Rep, Clare Hoffman, Michigan Republican, worked closely 
with Mrs. Dilling... Rep. Frank Woodruff, Michigan Republican, inserted in tho Con¬ 
gressional Record excerpts from Gerald Smith's The Cross and the Flag, 

"Senator Robert Rice Reynolds, Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, was a member of the Island for War Debts Committee end Make Europe Pay War 
Debts Committee. A conplete list of members of Congress tied v/ith the defeatest 
croups named by the Grand Jury would probably come to about jjO Representatives and 
sena tors. The Grand Jury's analysis of the propaganda of the fifth columnists was 
extremely revealing because it shovred that the same type of propaganda is to be 
found not only in the little scurrilous anti-Semitic sheets, but also in more 


1 respectable' and powerful papers like the Chicago Tribune and the New York Daily

Also in the 7/24/42 issue: "Indictment of 28 fascists by a federal grand jury 
in Washington puts the spotlight on the appeasers in Congress whom they supported. 

Arrest of the fascist conspirators must be followed by the ousting of Hitler's 
friends in the House and the Senate and the state legislatures.,. Referring to the 
fascist support of Reynolds, 'The Hour', an anti-fascist news letter said May 2: 

'There is not a living traitor worth mentioning who had not endorsed the present 
chairman of the Hilitary Affairs Committee.',,,. 

* "DIES AND THE 28 - HE PROTECTED FASCISTS" is another headline in the same 
issue charging that "Every one of those fascists gave Dies his support"- and that 
he had protected all of them. 

The Daily Worker blare headline 7/28/42 was "NOW: INDICT HOFFMAN, FISH AND 
REYNOLDS", subheaded "Grand Jury Implicated All Three in Indictment". In the long 
article followin^ti^^^jQgars: "Quotations from these Congressmen are used in the \—i s- 
indictment Gerald Winrod, Mrs, Elizabeth Dilling and the others.^ 

The only difference is that these members of Congress have powerful connections and 
are more highly placed. But that should be no reason for pussyfooting...These three 
are by no moans the only members of Congress who are closely tied up with the 28 
fifth columnists indicted..." 

"Free World" - New Deal Crowd 


No more communistic international crowd could be assembled than comprises the 
Free World Association's International Honorary and Editorial Boards, When Vice 
President Wallace addressed their organization he used the words "Revolution", 
"Revolutionary" and "Revolutionist", enthusiastically, fourteen times in six par- 
agraphsX"PM", 5/10/42, printed the speech.) Mrs. Roosevelt, also, recently spoke for 
them and their program of Red world government. The Free World boards - include such 
Red New Deal henchmen as Harold Ickes, Frank P. Graham, David C. Coyle, Albert 
Einstein, Mordecai Ezekial, Mrs. J. B. Harriman, Fiorello LaGuardia, Dorothy Kenyon, 
Max Lemer, Archibald MacLeish, Walter P. Reuther and others like Clarence Streit 
of "Union Not", or "Federal Union", plus notorious Reds from other foreign countries 
far and wide. 

Their World Conference,• held Dec. 4-5, 1942, in New York City; was addressed ‘ 
by Mrs. Roosevelt, LaGuardia, Michael Straight of the New Republic, Pierre Cot£ (of 
Leon Blum's French - Red-Front government), Roger Baldv/in, Freda Kirchwey of the 
Nation, Max Lemer, etc. 

Articles in the Jan, 1942 issue of Free World magazine are illustrative: 
"Americanism is Internationalism"; "No Anti-Conmunist Central Europe"; .'JEducation 
as a Factor in Post-War Reconstruction" (by Alexander Meiklejohn - *# whose experi¬ 
mental school at Wisconsin University was the Red scandal of the state); "The Coming 
European Civil War" (between Reds and anti-Rcds); "Responsibilities of the U.S, in 
the Post War World"; "The Soviets and America", closing with this: "in the words of * 
Maxim Litvinov" (Finklestein) "'the two countries which have been companions in 
arms, will, after the war, be busied with the common tasks of reconstruction,"' (For 
world Communism?) Mrs. Roosevelt's article is entitled "A Free World After Victory", 

A World State 

The atheistic Socialist and Communist Internationals, with branches in all 
countries, have always worked for state collectivism and world government. Bible 
scholars who warn of Satan's anti-Christ world state and pseudo "Church" could not 


choose clearer words than those of the late Pope Benedict XV (predecessor of the 
late Pope Pius) who said: "The advent of a universal republic, which is longed for 
by all the world's worst elements of disorder, and confidently expected by t-hem, is 
an idea which is now ripe for execution. From this republic, based on the prin¬ 
ciples of absolute equality of men and community of possessions, would be banished 
all national distinctions. 

"Nor in it would the authority of the father over his children, or of the 
public power over the citizens, or of God over human society, any longer be ac¬ 
knowledged.

On December 28th, 1942, Wallace proposed, to quote, "a world council to pre¬ 
serve peace...international organization...international trade...promoting the gen¬ 
eral welfare of the world, to 'include supervision, or at least inspection, of the 
school systems of Germany and Japan to undo so far as possible the diabolical work 
of Hitler and the Japanese war lords in poisoning the minds of the young.'...Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt was consulted in advance of its delivery and the Office of War 
Information gave notice 10 days ago that it would be presented, calling it an im¬ 
portant address on post war problems... Wallace said...the world-wide new democracy 
...is the goal of the United Nations in this present struggle".(Chgo.Daily News 
12/29/42) 


Like the Roosevelt Plan 

December 26, 1942, the Nuw York Times devoted nearly a page to the statement 
by Jewry demanding world government and, in almost an identical way, everything 
else Wallace is yelling for. Headed "WORLD FEDERATION IS URGED- FOR PEACE - .AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF JUDAISM ADVOCATES INTERNATIONAL COURT AND POLICE", the entire "State¬ 
ment" is printed stating, "There shall be established a federation of nations in 
the interests of which the sovereignty of individual States shall be limited". 

Also, "Judaism has always urged the necessity of organizing for peaco by 
creating a permanent international society ". It calls for a "new world order", 

"world federation", punishing Axis governments and loaders and disarming their na¬ 
tions, Roosevelt's "four freedoms", a "World Council of Christianity and Judaism" 
on the basis of "social action", then a "YJorld Council of Religion" with the same 
materialistic basis, "international police force", "a standard of living in every 
country and in every continent ...” (which) "will involve heavy taxation and will im¬ 
pose sacrifices upon certain individuals and groups...natural resources.;.to be <: v 
controlled democratically for social use " (Socialist-Communist verbiage), world¬ 
wide employment . hours of labor , "the expansion of social services" to be under 
central management and specifications "incorporated in the social legislation of 
every country". 

A "social program" calling for complete state control which reads like the 
Socialist and Corrmunist Party platforms follows. "Economic isolationism expressing 
itself through tariff barriers" is decried. "International cooperation must be 
economic as well as political", "All racial discrimination and segregation must be 
eliminated from the lav/s of states and nations". (The Negro is specified rather 
than the Jew). 

Then the "must" demands follow specifying that Jewry must not only have Pales¬ 
tine as its ovm, but all citizenship rights in all other countries besides, "Jews 
must be guaranteed political equality...full economic opportunity. Because of the 
global nature and complexity of Jewish life...meeting these needs requires the 
recognition of the right of Jewish groups everywhere to the fullest enjoyment .arid 
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fostering of their religious and cultural heritage in accordance with their specific 
needs and conditions in their respective countries...the nations of the world must 
give fullest recognition to the right of Jews to a homeland in Palestine, and they 
must help in every way the work of rebuilding that land". 

Is the plan to make America a vassal state in a world government run by and 
for Jewry? 


F rankfurter and Sedition 

Ironically, I am falsely indicted for "sedition", by those I have opposed, 
who have upheld the real sedition of Conmunists. I expect soon to have complete 
copies made of my entire 17 page Statement made before the Senate Committee, 

Jan. 11, 1939, in opposition to confirmation by the Senate of the appointment of 
Felix Frankfurter to the Supreme Court Bench. (Send 25£ for copy.) 

With it I presented copies of Communist Party letters linking Frankfurter's 
name; data on his agitations for Red anarchists Sacco and Vanzetti whose inter¬ 
national Red cabal hurled bombs and dotted "four continents with these incidents" 
of terrorism, according to Dean Wigmore, legal authority who enumerated Frankfur¬ 
ter's mis-statements about the case "which if filed in the case would qualify him 
for disbarment , 11 He said; "The dangerous thing to American justice is that the 
local representatives, by pressing a button can set this international force in 
motion to secure immunity for any one of its members who is charged with a serious 
crime". 


I presented evidence on the book "Mr. Justice Brandcis - Edited by Felix Frank¬ 
furter" in which one section is by Frankfurter, another by socialistic Donald Rich- 
berg, and another by Max Lerner, Communist Party organizer, I showed Communist 
Party vouchers listing sums paid Max Lerner and Party letters to him giving him 
orders as a Party organizer. Also, a Communist Party letter revealing the close 
association of Roger Baldwin and Frankfurter, director and national committeeman, 
respectively, of the American Civil Liberties Union, in aid of the Party; Frank¬ 
furter's aid to the Communists' "first lesson in Revolution", as they called the 
bloody Passaic striko led by Communist Weisbord*#^; how he worked with Baldwin in 
the War Office; his agitations for Mooney who hailed the Russian revolution for 
Communism and promised Stalin his aid to it in this country if liberated; Theodore

I have practically all of the yearly reports of the American 
Civil Liberties Union with me and can, if the Committee wishes, show in connection 
with Communist literature that tho American Civil Libortics Union has not only 
fought in behalf of the principal Communist cases of sedition and crime but has 
donated funds and loans to Communist Party, IWW, and other Red organizations and 
received along with the I.W.W.'s Communists and Anarchists, thousands of dollars 
from the Red American Fund for Pu blic Service

"I also have a number of American Civil Liberties Union pamphlets with me. 

For example, bill S. 2253 r, To Punish for Exerting Mutinous Influence upon Army and 
Navy , 1 was aimed at curbing seditious Communist Party activities in our armed for¬ 
ces, No decent law-abiding American, not intent upon overthrowing the government 
could possibly object to the provisions of this bill. It was called the ’Incite¬ 
ment to Disaffection 1 Bill, Characteristically, the American Civil Liberties Union 
issued a pamphlet December, 1935, entitled 'Beat the "Incitement to Disaffection" 
Billl 1 "(Frankfurter'e_crowd thus opposed curbing Red undermining of armed forces 
v/hile I upheld i.t.) 


"I am presenting you in this connection with a photostatic copy of the cover 
of the Communist magazine 'Soviet Russia Today', September, 1934 issue, and the 
article on page 11 of it, by Roger N, Baldwin, as director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union...He says: 'I champion civil liberty as the best of the non-violent 
means of building the power on which workers' i*ule must be based,,..When that power 
of the working class is once acheived, as it has been only in the Soviet Union, I 
am for maintaining it by any means whatever. Dictatorship is the obvious means in 
a world of enemies at home and abroad 1 ..,. 

"Typical pamphlets issued by the American Civil Liberties Union are entitled 
'Beat the Kramer Sedition Bill', 'Sedition in Illinois', 'The Gag on Teaching.' The 
latter opposes Bible-reading in schools, so-called 'compulsory patriotism', such as 
tho display of flags, singing of patriotic songs, memorizing the Constitution and 
Declaration of Independence. They uphold and carry on legal fights in behalf of 
teachers and students who are ejected for Red activities. The American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union fought the case of the Atheist Freethinkers Society to bar Bible read¬ 
ing in New York Public Schools. 


"Whan the Congressional Committee, headed by Congressman Fish, commissioned 
to Investigate Subversive Activities, recommended laws to curb Communists, the 
American Civil Liberties Union issued a leaflet January, 1931, entitled 'Call to 
Action - Help Beat the Fish Committee's Program.'

3iddle has long been a playmate of the Red Frankfurter crowd, acting for the 
American Civil Liberties Union, and as director, like Frankfurter, of radical Survey 
Associates'^^ and appealing for Sacc o^ and V anzetti^ . being also Phila. branch 
chairman of the Foreign-Policy Assn,■**#$, run by a group of intellectual pinks and 
intemationalistic Jews, including Frankfurter, to sponsor speakers and panphlets 
that present "both sides" by blowing loudly on the Red side, and squeaking softly • 
on the VJhite. Like Frankfurter, Biddle (1940) has served on the national legal com¬ 
mittee of the conmunist-Garland Fund-supported National Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People* *-#^ directed since 1913, by J.E. Spingam#5o, listed in"VJho's 
Who in American Jewry", 

Biddle contributes an article,8/42, to " Free World " magazine which bears 
"PLANS FOR A WORLD ORDER" on its cover, Biddle and his predecessor as Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, Robert H. Jackson^, A.A. Berle#, Bruce Bliven"-# of New Republic, etc,, have 
acted as trustees of the Twentieth Century Fund# . This Fund was set up by the social¬ 
istic Jew, Edward Filene*^, feted by Moscow, who gave a million dollars for social¬ 
ist cooperatives in the U.S.A. to do away with private business, and is reported to 
have financed'the unconstitutional N.R.A, until Congress appropriated funds for it. 
Evans Clark* 1 #, the Twentieth Century Fund's director, is a radical like his wile, 


Freda Kirchwey**# ^ohxstee of the communist Garland •r'und and publisher of The Nation). 
Biddle was trustee of the Twentieth Century Fund when Filene himsolf was president, 
also now, 1942, with the prominent New Dealer John H. Fahey/' as president. 

'Biddle’s wife,(1937-) was sponsor of the communist North American Committee to 
* Aid Spanish Democracy propaganda to aid the Red church-burners of Spain, and a sup- 
portciWWitness 12/5/40) of red HigltiaideiMFo^^chool# along with Mrs. Roosevelt, I 
Archibald MacLcish andPflH^IH^^Br^ho, according to thj^mer^&^ 
Hebrcw]2/1.3/42, j_ s descended from an old Jewish family of Staunton, 

Cordell Hull, in 1941, was awarded the same American Hebrew medal for sei^ice^T^^^ 
Jewry awarded to Willkie in 1942 and to President Roosevelt and LaQuardia previously. 

• Highlander Folk School, a training school for Red labor agitators, was an 
affiliate of the cominunist-Garland-Fund-supported Communistic Commonwealth College 
*##, at Mena, Ark., where, until local authorities closed it, free love, atheism, 
and the Red flag formed part of the "curriculum", according to Legislative inves¬ 
tigation testiinony.

Biddle and the Liberator 

Scanning old copies of one of the most roaringly Red revolutionary magazines 
over published in America. The Liberator *-. in which Biddle's verso was published 
and his wife a stockholder, one secs the same personnel and ideology running the 
Now Deal and the world Red movement today.

"The Liberator is a Coranunist paper. It has been a Communist magazine from the be¬ 
ginning."

F rankfurt ert -y#. etc. It begins: "It was a year ago this month when I met Sidney 
Hillman here in Moscow, He was occupied with a hundred goings and comings - inter¬ 
views with Lenin .. .The Arnalgatcd Clothing Workers and its child, the Russian-Amer¬ 
ican Industrial Corporation, have made possible all sorts of improvements... This 
Moscow Experimental Factory of which Bograchev and Hillman arc justly proud" is 
praised as "a veritable laboratory of social and industrial research... Tho other 
shop I happened to visit that day was named the Comintern and it seemed to be full 
of the sort of cnergotic American workers who could qualify for a militant rank and 
file position, say, in the Communist International - or the Amalgamatodl In this 
spot I was led about by a beaming-faced young Jewess named Clara Markel who used to 
work in Boston. Clara is a member of the Workors Committee and the Communist •cell''". 

Russian Reds at homo and abroad contributed articles to The Liberator in which 
atheist, Marxist, Contnunist'literature is boosted, the Manifestos of Bolshevik rev¬ 
olutions in Bavaria, Berlin, and Austria hailed, and greetings cabled direct from 
bloody Bela Kun*#$ (Cohen), as Commissar of the Hungarian Soviet, by Crystal East¬ 
man*, one of The Liberator editors. An interview with Count Karolvi*# quotes his 
explanation on why he turned Hungary over to the Bolsheviks, (7/199 

This same Count Karolyi is now on the board of Free World , and the same Red 
Albert Rhys Williams* who wrote for The Liberator writes "Soviets and America" in 
the Jan. 1942 issue of Free World , which carries Mrs. Roosevelt's speech for Free 
World Assn. 

Appeals for "Communists at Sing Sing" and various jailed Reds constantly appear 
The 4/22 issue in which a poem of Biddle's is published, bears a typical Communistic 
gross nude front dover design. Puffs for red Freud's*## sex literature fill the back- 
cover. headline4,"Are You Shackled By Repressed Desires?" The inside back cover is 
devoted to Haldemann-Julius'*# atheist Red books. 

The present Communist leaders end writers arc all there - except in the head. 


"EVIDENCE LINKS BIDDLE' 
stating in part.r "Influential members of the House rules committee predicted today 
the evidence being assembled for presentation to the House will result in an inves¬ 
tigation of the Justice Department. Such an investigation by some committees has 
been proposed by Sen. Burton K. Wheeler (D., Ifont.), who charged in correspondence* 
with Attorney General Francis Biddle that the Justice Department 1 s conduct of a Wash¬ 
ington grand jury, allegedly investigating seditious activities was ' one of the most 
d isgrac e ful proceedings ever carried on in this country' ... Rep. Clare Hoffman(R., 
taich.T has charged in the House that the dragnet conspiracy indictment was a part of 
a nation-wide campaign to smear and silence New Deal opponents in and out of Congress.

The Jewish press insists the real "crime" of 
the 28 indictees is "anti-Semitism", meaning any truthful comment on or opposition 
to any Jewish policy, plan or plot likely to impede its fulfillment. V.'ith Jewry in¬ 
sisting on separate international nationhood, plus American citizenship to force 
this nation into service of its internationalism, Washingtonian “America firstcrs "arc 
prosecuted for sedition. The foregoing facts in this letter and many many more can 
be prov en at my forthcoming trial in Washington. If justice prevails, it will be es¬ 
tablished that I have upheld Americanism and nothing else, that the indictment it¬ 
self is a conspiracy on the part of a pro-Red B'nai-B'rith-White-House-Frankfurter- 
Biddlc cabal for the purpose of terrorizing all patriotic Americans into silence and 
surrender of their "four freedoms" so that the greater conspiracy to undermine, 
change and subvert our American form of government and complete the regimentation 
and Sovictization of the U.S.A., nor/ so well under way, may go on unopposed, Tho 
Soviets finally broke opposition by liquidating millions in "planned" famines. 

This U.S. STATUTE OH CONSPIRACY APPLIES TO B'NAI B'RITH AND THE INDICTMENT: 

"If two or more persons conspire to injure, oppress, threaten or intimidate any cit¬ 
izen in the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or privilege secured to him by 
the Constitution, or laws of the U.S.,ior because of his so having exercised the 
same...they shall be fined not more than $5,000 and imprisoned not more than 10 
years, and shall, moreover, thereafter be ineligible to any office, or place of 
honor, profit or trust created by the Constitution or laws of the U.S." (Sec.19,U.S. 
Criminal Code 18 USC 51.) 

Since July 1942,ray person and time have been kept in jeopardy and $2,500 in 
bond fees etc., incurred. Will you help safeguard your ovm rights, by helping finan¬ 
cially, vocally, or otherwise to protest this injustice? If, as rumored, this"phoney" 
indictment is thrown out and a new one handed do\m, the bleeding process will start 
all over again.

Bearing in mind that any false statement made under oath is perjury, a etime

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principles of the Constitution: whereas; the indictment Charges, 

he was actually at the time a member of the Communist Part^.Mem¬ 
bership in the Communist Party is a ground on which naturaliza ¬ 
tion might well be refused , and it has recently been held to 
afford basis for deportation , but the considerations in a. crim¬ 
inal case are entirely different, and in this particular case 
the Attorney General feels the facts are not such as to warrant 
a criminal prosecution and he takes entire responsibility for 
the error in judgment in seeking a criminal indictment origin¬ 
ally."* " (Such Meekness!) 

Is Perjury Only for Co.nmunists? 

So, had Nowak not committed perjury he could have been barred from citizenship 
and even now could be deported, but Nowak's perjury permitted him to gain, and the 
Attorney General's condoneraent now permits him to continue to hold, a legislative 
position in the Michigan Senate where he can carry out the principles of the Com¬ 
munist Party-would-be wreckers of our form of government who are backing him.

The American Civil Liberties’ Union, as T long 
ago printed, is a veritable spearhead of the New Deal in policies, personnel and 
hypocrisy. New Deal leadership reeks with American Civil Liberties "Unionism"-'from 
Mrs. Roosevelt who gushes over them and raises large sums for them as their speaker, 
to Ickcs, Frankfurter, an A.C.L.U, founder, Biddle a Frankfurter protege and other. 
Dept, of Justice powers such as Schweinhaut the flying "pigskin", speaker for the 
A.C.L.U., right down the line. In fact, Biddle's "fellow traveling" brother George, 
"commissioned to paint murals in Dept, of Justice (Building (See - . Who's Who in Amer¬ 
ica) whd is a "Union Now" committeeman, A. A. Berle, Jr., Robert W. Bruere, Basil 
Manly, Caroline O'Day, Francis B. Sayre, V.\ E. Sweet, Florence Allen, and other New 
Deal lights were contributors to the communist-aiding American Civil Liberties Union 
back in 1921 - 22 years ago. 

The American Civil Liberties Union may have fooled some flower-like souls with 
its "highfalutin"' pose of defending civil rights for all, its construing punishment 
of Reds for murder, robbery, rioting, etc., as a violation of their "civil rights". 
But for over 20 years it has consistently aided every branch of the Red movement 
rimed at the overthrow of our government and our civil rights, throwing in a non-Red 
case occasionally as a smokescreen. Its lerdership and membership core know ns well 
wh"t they arc doing as its long time National Director, red Roger Baldwin, who, in 
the Harvard Class Book of April 1935, reporting his civil liberties activities, said: 
"Communism is the goal". In the Communist magazine SOVIET RUSSI* TODAY, Sept, 1934, 
Baldwin said: "I champion civil liberty as the best of the non-violent means of build¬ 
ing the power on which workers' rule must bv, based...When that power of the working 
class is once,achieved, as it has been only in the Soviet Union . I am for maintaining 
it by any means whatever. Dictatorship is the obvious me^ns in a world of enemies 
at home and abroad". 


Baldwin's Testimony 

When questioned on the American Civil Liberties Union by the Congressional Com¬ 
mittee Investigating Communist Propaganda,headed by Cong. Hamilton Fish (House Report 
2290, issued 1/17/31),Baldwin, who is referred to in the report as "its guiding 
spirit",testified as follows: "THE CHAIRIO. Does your organization uphold the right 
of a citizen or alien - it does not make any difference which - to advocate murder? 
MR. BALDWIN. Yes. THE CHAIRMAN. Or assassination? MR. BALDWIN. Yes. THE CHAIRMAN.Doe* 
your organization uphold the right of an American oitizen to advocate force and vio¬ 
lence for the overthrow of the Government? MR. BALD77IN. Certainly; in so far as mere 
advocacy is concerned. THE CHAIRM/.N. D_es it uphold the right of an alien in this 
country to urge the overthrow and advocate the overthrow of the Government by force 
and violence? MR. BALDWIN. Precisely on the same basis as any citizen. THE CHAIRM/N. 
You do uphold the right of an alien to advocate the overthrow of the Government by 
force and violence? MR. B..LDWIN. Sure; certainly. It is the healthiest kind of thing 
for a country, -r.<f course, to have free speech - unlimited." 

No interested observer is ignorant of the fact that the Red-aiding American 
Civil Liberties Union and its branches all over the country with its two leathery, 
indeclinable Jewish National Counsels, Morris Ernst and Arthur Garfield Hays, have 
kept the nation's press hot for years with court fights in behalf of leading Red crin 
inals, and in opposition to all sedition legislation that could curb Reds in their 
aim to overthrow the government. The hypocrisy of calling this defense of free speed 
and civil rights is illustrated by Wendell Berge who was appointed Asst. Atty. Gener.' 
by FDR, l/2l/41, and now heads the criminal division of the Department of Justice 
under Biddle, He signed the indictments of the 28 and 33. 

Speaking before the Chicago branch of the American Civil Liberties Union,.. 

Berge’s praises were unlimited for the "civil liberties" and freedoms now enjoyed 
under the New Deal and, to quote, "He cited creation of the Committee on Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practices" (to make employers, regardless of their wishes, hire Jews and Negroer 
"as evidence that the fight to protect and extend civil liberties on the positive 
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side Has gone on'even during the war...Referring to sedition cases, including the 
one in which Mrs, Albert W. Dilling, RED NETWORK author, and 32 others are awaiting 
trial for seditious conspiracy to damage the morale of the armed forces, Berge said: 
'It is understandable that a loyal American citizen shall hold some opinions crit¬ 
ical of the policies and conduct of the war. But when he repeats substantially all 
of the Axis propaganda themes and when he appears to be active in his desire to 
spread them, then the government can well afford to scrutinize his conduct..."' 
(Chgo. Sunday Times 1/24/43)

Yet, the $15,000 theft and murder of a watchman by anarchists Sacco and 
Vanzotti, the bombing and killings by Communist Tom Mooney, the shooting of police¬ 
men by Reds, Red rioting and property damage, as well as all Communist literature 
and schools advocating bloody Red revolution have had the zealouB financial and 
legal defense of the American Civil Liberties Union, darling of the New Deal, 

Socialist Rogge 

Typical of many in the New Deal is the "wonder boy" career of Rogge, He. is a 
graduate of Harvard Law school, the headquarters and training center for the count¬ 
less "Hot Dog" boys placed in key government positions by the alien-bora, Marxist- 
minded Zionistic-Jew, Felix Frankfurter, Rogge was made "special counsel" for the 
Securities and Exchange commission headed by another Frankfurter- n Hot Dog Boy", 

James M. Landis# (of the Communist-aiding American Civil Liberties Union and co¬ 
author with -Frankfurter, a founder of the American Civil Liberties Union), 

In 1939, to quote: "President Roosevelt today sent to the senate the nomination 
of O.John Rogge, a friend of White House advisor and lobbyist, Thomas G. Corcoran" 
(Frankfurter "Hot Dog Boy") "and a member of the Socialist Party in 1932, as assist¬ 
ant attorney general in charge of the criminal division. Rogge,‘who at present is 
assistant general counsel of the Securities and Exchange Commission...Today The 
Tribune learned that Rogge had voted the Socialist■ticket in 1932, when the man who 
named him to the high post in the department of justice,was a candidate for the 
White House..." (Chgo. Tribune 5/20/39)

An article in the SATURDAY EVENING POST, 5/H/40, entitled "Louisiana Revolu¬ 
tion", included a photo of Rogge with a pretty boy smile,in shirt sleeves, giving the 
clenched fist salute of Reds all over the world, entitled "The victory smile of John 
Rogge whose indictments touched off the Louisiana Revolution". To quote: 

"Huey" (Long)"had broken with the New Deal and was leading a third-party move¬ 
ment in 1935, when the Federal Government indicted his principal followers for incom 
tax frauds. Huey was assassinated shortly afterward. Federal officials tried two 
cases against minor Long followers; one resulted in conviction and one in acquittal. 
The Government then suddenly quashed the indictments against Seymour Weiss and other 
important Kingfish lieutenants, some of whom had been winding up their affairs in 
the confident expectation of soon being in Atlanta. After the big quashing party, 
the dead Kingfish's political machine was handed over intact to the New Deal . In the 
parade after the renomination of Franklin D. Roosevelt at Philadelphia,■■ 'Seymour 
Weiss carried a banner which stated, 'He's good enough for me. 1 ^ • •

That was May, 1940 and 1940 was q budy year for Rogge. His wife divorced him 
in Reno in August, after bein&'^rr,i^d .since 1926. He soon married (Dec.15th) and 
Dec. 19th "Attorney General ■JacKBOi¥. 1 >announcod today that O.John Rogge, chief of the 
Justice department's.-criminal division,' had'resigned to become special counsel for 
trustees of Associated Gas and Electric Co,, a top unit in the billionaire holding 
company system which went into bankruptcy last January". (Chgo.Times 12/19/40) 
Another news report amplified this with: "The unusual fashion in which Rogge's 



resignation was announced by Jackson occasioned no surprise in official circles/... 
he drew the wrath of the administration by ordering an.Illinbis grand jury to in¬ 
vestigate a financial transaction of former Senator James M. Slattery'* (Democrat) 
"with an Illinois utility. The administration blamed him for the defeat of the Dem¬ 
ocratic state ticket in Illinois." (Chgo. Tribune 12/20/40) It is interesting to 
note how readily Red New Dealers hop from badgering private "capitalistic" business 
into lucrative jobs with such concerns.

Rogge and thte A.C.L.U . 

Rogge, too, is a satellite of Frankfurter's Red-aiding American Civil Liberties 
Union; The Boston Globe, 1/28/40, pictures his handsome face, with the tough guy 
mouth slant, as speaker at a New England Conference of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, along with Roger Baldwin, National Director of the A.C.L.U., and the very 
scarlet Edwin S. Smith, who was eased out of the National Labor Relations Board afte: 
exposure by the Dies Committee. The account is headlined "DIES COMMITTEE ROUNDLY 
ASSAILED AT CONFERENCE". (,And my books are accused by the Red and patriotic press of 
inspiring the Dies Committee1) 

Rogge was also speaker at the American Civil Liberties Union National Confer¬ 
ence in New York, Oct.13-14,1939, which also featured Earl Browder, the Communist 
Party's head, as a speaker. It was opened by ex-Gov. Frank Murphy, who had been made 
Atty. General by F.D.R. after he had been thrown out of office by Michigan voters 
because of his notorious activities in connection with Red sit-down istrikes. Such a 
gang of Reds as participated! It would require a book to outline their activities. 

Rogge's speech was one of those appeals for "tolerance" and "civil liberty" 
consistently used by the American Civil Liberties Union (when Reds are under fire), 
a speech.of sweetness and light. Note the following from it: "I think that the 
record of the Department of Justice adequately demonstrates the impartiality with 
which the Department seeks to enforce the laws of this nation. Whenever we have 
legally competent evidence, we in the Department will vigorously prosecute to the 
full extent of our authority those who, seeking to undermine American institutions, 
violate Federal laws. In the process, however, wc will not lose sight of the Con¬ 
stitutional guarantees and will not risk destroying our liberties in an excess of 
zeal in seeking to defend them." 

As Congressman Dies had exposed this American Civil Liberties Conference as the 
communistic affair that it was, any possible innocents were forewarned. Rogge com¬ 
plained of this in the following dose of frosting: "Let me express my earnest hope 
and ray confident expectation that the Department of Justice will respect %he civil 
rights Of all persons living in this country, whether or not its officers approve of 
their political program or social views* Officers ftf the Department were recently 
subjected to severe criticism by a Member of Congress for supposedly giving aid and 
support to the Communist Party in the United States by participating in this Nat¬ 
ional Conference on Civil Liberties . Apparent to any one is the injustice of so 
characterizing the work of a conference which has brought together individuals and 
organizations representing diverse political views for the sole purpose of preparing 
■to meet the threat which the conflicts of other nations hold to the American stan¬ 
dards of liberty and justice." (A C.L.U. Bulletin #891 10/21/39) 

Socialism-Communism Are One 


In Rogge's case it might be argued that being for Socialism is different than 
being for Communism . As "different" as a Presbyterian is from a Baptist - a mere 
difference over leadership and tactics with the same philosophy and ends in view. 
The "bible" of both of these Marxist parties is the "COMMUNIST MANIFESTO" by Karl 
Marx. The Socialist and Communist parties-of Spain and France formed united, fronts 
as they do here and elsewhere, off and on. 
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Communlst Tactics 


The Communist Party of U.S.A, put out by the millions of copies a pamphlet, 

"WHY C0.D4UNISM, by Moissaye Olgin, head of its Jewish section. The 1933 and 1935 
editions vary in one respect. The 1933 edition (the year Roosevelt took power, before 
so many Reds got government positions) included the following paragraph on planned 
Red Revolution: "Armed workers and soldiers and marines seize the principal govern¬ 
mental offices , invade the residences of the President and his Cabinet members . 
arrest them , declare the old regime abolished, establish their own power, the power 
of the workers and farmers." 

This small paragraph was deleted in the 1935 edition. Both editions cite "united 
front" movements with the Socialist Party and include this in ourlining the Revol¬ 
ution: "A time comes when there is demoralization above, a growing revolt below; the 
morale of the army is also undermined . The old structure of society is tottering. 
There are actual insurrections; the array wavers. Panic seizes the rulers. A general 
uprising begins. Workers stop work, many of them seize arms by attacking arsenals, 
Many had armed themselves before as the struggles sharpened. Street fights become 
frequent. Under the leadership of the Communist Party , the workers organize Revol¬ 
utionary Committees to be in command of the uprising . There are battles in the prin¬ 
cipal cities. Barricades are built and defended. The workers' fighting has a deci¬ 
sive influence with the soldiers. Army units begin to Join the revolutionary fight- * 
ers; there is fraternization between the workers and the soldiers, the workers and 
the marines. The movement among the soldiers and marines spreads. Capitalism is 
losing its strongest weapon, the army. The police as a rule continue fighting, but 
they are soon silenced and made to flee by the united revolutionary forces of workers 
and soldiers. The revolution is victorious. Can it be done? It has been done more 
than once." The bloody ruthlessness of the Soviet government then to bo established 
is described as necessary. 

Both editions end with this: "The Communist Party of the U.S.A, is thus part of 
a world-wide organization which gives it guidance and enhances its fighting power. 
Under the leadership of the Communist Party, the workers of the U.S.A. will proceed 
from struggle to struggle, from victory to victory, until, rising in a revolution , 
they will crush the capitalist State, establish a Soviet State , abolish the cruel 
end bloody system of capitalism and proceed to the upbuilding of Socialism . This is 
why evury worker must join the Communist Party." 

Socialist Tactics 


Norman Thomas, head of the Socialist Party of U.S.A., was founder and director 
of the communist Garland Fund*# which, as long as it lasted, subsidized leading Com¬ 
munist Party activities such as the DAILY 'XJRKER and NF" MASSES magazine which latter 
it also owned for a time. Ho is a founder and national committeeman, from the begin¬ 
ning, of the Red-aiding A.C.L.U., sweetheart of the New Deal. In 1936, Thomas' ad¬ 
vocacy of a Socialist Party united front with the Communist Party caused a party 
split. Some feared that open acceptance of the Communist stand on violence to 
achieve the Revolution might cause the Socialist Party to be illogalized. 

Mr. Thomas in his pamphlet v .TiY I AM A SOCIALIST (p.ll), after expressing the 
hope that the Spanish Revolution might be put ovor with "a minimum of bloody vio¬ 
lence", explains: "This is not to say that the struggle can always be bound by legal ¬ 
ism or that Socialists arc non-resistants who would never use force to win or still 
better to protect what they have won. V,’c want to minimize violence and throw the 
onus of it . if it comes, where it belongs : on an owning class that will not givo up 
while it can hypnotise anyone to fight in its behalf," 

New Deal Socialistic 

The New Deal has been following the tactics long advocated by the Socialist 
Party, which are: capture of government offices by the ballot box, passage of 
Socialist legislation, tightening of the screws by any hook or crook until confis- 



catory taxation and governmental regimentation sovietizes the nation. Then if any 
citizen disobeys, making it necessary to shoot or jail him for owning a gallon of 
gas, a can of corn or a pair of shoes which the government did not ration out.to 
him, or if he prints anything against the regime in power - the onus or blame for 
his being jailed or shot will belong on him . 

Black Markets 

The press, 2/21/43* reporting the warnings of the Chicago OPA director on 
canned goods rationing, cited the number of cans bought by various families tracked 
down in advance by government snoopers. To quote: "He said: 'Any one who doesn't 
make full declaration at registration this week will be violating section 35A of 
United States Criminal code, and will be subject to 10 years imprisonment and a fine 
of ^10,000."' 

Wartime rationing hag never been necessary in this country before. Whether it 
is or is not necessary now, complete and permanent rationing is the objective of the 
Soci'-list-Coramunist state. I took movies in Russia of the long shabby lines waiting 
in front of stores to get their black bread and cucumber rations. I went out with 
American friends working for the Soviet government into the "Black Markets" where 
pathetic old men and women trembled with eagerness as they offered us, in their b-^rc 
dirty hands, a piece of fish, r. p^cce of meat, etc. - secured how? 

Socialist Laski 

Harold Lrski$, close friend of Felix Frankfurter, is n Jewish Socialist leader 
in England and author of the eulogistic foreword in the American Socialist edition 
of the COMMUNIST MANIFESTO. Laski is an enthusiastic advocate of getting a great 
powerful Socialist state government set up by the ballot box. Then any objector or 
anti-Rcd can be punished by law and any counter-revolutionary violence on the part 
of the disarmed citizenry can be put down by the Reds who hold the governmental 
power and control of the armed forces. 

In his book, THE AMERICAN PRESIDENT: AN INTERPRETATION, Laski instructed Amer¬ 
icans to give President Roosevelt dictatorial powers. Of it the Communist Party's 
NS"’ MASSES, 9/3/40, said: "He has written a campaign document for Roosevelt in which 
he demands additional powers F.D.R. himself dares not yet openly request." 

An Impartial Trial 

Legally, one is entitled to an impartial, fair trial. In view of my ovor eleven 
years devoted to opposing Marxian-Socialism-Coirenunisra, how impartial do you suppose 
a Socialist could be in tryipg me on any charge? What would you think of the im¬ 
partiality of a Government prosecutor who is reported to have made the following 
statement: "Anybody found publishing anything anti-Semitic or hostile to President 
Roosevelt will be held fo trial whether guilty of a techniaal conspiracy or not." 

Tho Supreme Court has held that: "The State, whose interest it is the duty of 
court and counsel alike to uphold, is concerned that every litigation be fairly and 
impartially conducted"(279 US 318). Also that; "The United States Attorney is the 
representative not of an ordinary party to a controversy, but of a sovereignty 
whose obligation to govern impartially is as compelling <as its obligation to govern 
at all| and whoso interest, therefore, in a criminal prosecution is not that it sha.1 
win a case, but that justice shall be done" (295 US 78). 

" Anti-Semitism" Is Not Sedition 

Anyone who quotes Jewish sources, however accurately, in opposing or exposing 
any Jewish policies, as in ray carefully documented book THE OCTOPUS, named in the 
indictment along with the America First Committee, etc., is dubbed "anti-Semitic" 



and "anti-Semitism" is deemed "sedition". The attempt is now being made to jail alj. 
"anti-Semites" as seditionists. Yet there is not one scrap of law to justify this. 

As Congressman Dies said in Congress, 2/l/43> " there is no law against a man's 
being intolerant as much as we deplore intolerance; there is no law against a man's 
denouncing the South. God knows I have heard Southerners denounced as viciously in 
certain quarters of this country as I have ever heard Jews denounced ." For this 
statement the Jewish press is accelerating its usual charges that Dies is Hitler's 
agent and anti-Semitic. 

To quote "THE FACTS ABOUT JEWS IN WASHINGTON" by W.M. Kiplinger: "Jews have 
become concentrated in a few government agancies where they are disproportionate, 
where they are conspicuous for their numbers, where they have intimate contact with 
the public. These agencies are: The Securities and Exchange Commission, the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor, the National Labor Relations Board, the Social Security Board, and 
some offices of the Department of Justice . Here the Jews are so numerous it is no 
wonder that the public which deals with them gets the idea that Jews are quite as 
numerous in the whole government. This is an error, and it needs to be remedied by 
the reduction of the proportion of Jews in these offices". 

The Department of Justice effort, under Jewish pressure within and without, to 
make "anti-Semitism" punishable as sedition is understandable but gives one slim 
hope for a fair prosecution of the indictments. 

In dictm ents f or Anti-Sem it ism? _ 

The second of the two phoney indictments slapped on me and 33 other persons 
(only about 6 of whom I have ever met) is practically identical with the first. 
Quotations cited in the first indictment as "seditious" refer to Jews about a dozen 
times; in the second, which has additional quotations, Jews are referred to about 
30 times. 

The first indictment charges the alleged "conspiracy to undermine the morale of 
the armed forces" was formed in Wash., D.C., June 28, 1940 - the very day the Smith 

Act was passed (making it as seditious to do anything to undermine the morale of the 

armed forces in peace time as in war time). The secpnd indictment charges the alf 
leged "conspiracy" was formed Jan.l, 1933 in Wash., D.C., "and at diverse places 
within and without the United States". That was seven years before the Smith Act 
made such an alleged "conspiracy" illegal; it was over a year before I wrote my 
first book THE RED NETV’ORK, and long before I had ever heard of one of the supposed 
"conspirators". 

Now, as always, I am for strong national defense and military training. Nowhere 
in the indictments does it appear that any defendant has uttered or issued any state 
ment which might be held to "advise, counsel, urge and cause insubordination, dis¬ 
loyalty, mutiny and refusal of duty by members of the military and naval forces of 

the United States", which is the exact wording of the crime charged and for which 

all are indicted under both the Smith Act aud the (wartime) 1917 Espionage Act. 

The Communist Conspiracy 

There has , however, been a huge conspiracy actually doing what I am falsely 
charged with "conspiring" to do. The Comnunist Party, from its inception in 1919 un¬ 
til the day Russia was attacked in June 1941 and the U.S.A. became Russia's ally, 
has not only never ceased advocating insurrection and disloyalty of the U.S. armed 
forces but has worked to bring such about. Sending Communist girls to dance with 
soldiers and sailors to get them into the Red revolutionary movement; forming "cells 
of Party members in the armed forces; peppering the army camps with seditious Com¬ 
munist literature; subsidizing pacifist and disarmament propaganda, has been a 
regular part of the Party work. 
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A.C.L.U. Defends Reds 

While this has been going on flagrantly for many years, whenever a sedition 
bill was introduced to make it possible to punish and curb the Red’s open efforts to 
undermine the morale of the armed forces, the American Civil Liberties Union would 
pop up and put on a frantic nation-wide fight until the Bill was killed, issuing 
such pamphlets as "BEAT THE KRAMER SEDITION BILL" (issued Dec.1935) which included 
Emanuel Celler's words of opposition to Bill H.R, 6427 aimed merely "To prohibit 
statements and publications advocating overthrow •• „ . of the Government by 

violence". The A.C.L.U. pamphlet declared: -"It is designed to protect the civilian 
populace from the Red Menace, whatever that is, just as the Tydings-McCormick bill 
is aimed at saving the Army and Navy from the bold, bad Bolsheviki, The sooner both 
bills go down the chute the bettor". 

"BEAT THE 'INCITEMENT TO DISAFFECTION BILL' S.2253", another A.C.L.U. pamphlet 
includes the words of opposition of Maury Maverick who, after defeat by the San 
Antonio voters, was appointed by F.D.R. as Chief of State and Local Government 
Requirements of the O.P.M, The A.C.L.U. called the Bill a "Gag measure that would 
nr.ke a crime out of any language or publication which incites any members of the 
Army or Navy of the U.S.A. to disobey laws and regulations. It is backed by the Array 
end Navy officials, professional patriotic organizations and the Hearst Press. The 
bill is Dangerous - Un-American - Doubtless Unconstitutional". 

"HELP BEAT THE FISH COMMITTEE'S PROGRAM" (aimed to curb Communists^ issued l/31 
is another A.C.L.U, pamphlet. 

Smith Act Not Used on Conmunists 

It was only while the Nazi-Soviet pact lasted (from late ,.ugust 1939 to June 
21, 1941) that the Jews in the Communist and other Marxist parties and American 
Civil Liberties Union were really peeved at Russia and its Conmiunist Party here. 
During this time the Smith Act was passed, (June 28, 1940). 

Think of the several hundred New Deal payrollers exposed by Cong. Dies as mem¬ 
bers of the Communist Party's AMERICAN LEAGUE AGAINST WAR AND FASCISM''*# which 
changed its name to AMERICAN LEAGUE FOR PEaCE AND DEMOCRACY, How it was set up by 
the Communist International to sabotage our defenses and turn any U.S.A, war effort 
into a Red revolution is quoted from its own publications in ny books. 

I attended the 1934 congress of the AJ4ERICAN LEAGUE AGAINST WAR ’ND FASCISM at 
which "Revolutionary Greetings" and pledges of aid to Red revolution from soldiers 
rnd National Guardsmen were read from the platform, (See p.168 THE ROOSEVELT RED 
RECORD .AND ITS BACKGROUND.) 

The following advice was given by the Communist Party's DAILY '‘t)RKER, 5/31/35! 
"Your place as a class conscious worker is in the AMERICAN LEAGUE AGAINST WaR AND 
FASCISM. This is a broad united front comprised of all groups who sincerely hato war 
and fascism, and who have taken the one road that will defeat these dangers - that 
of militant struggle. In the event of the outbreak of war, all workers who are not 
in contact with such united front bodies should immediately participate in the 
struggles they will wage against our own imperialists. There will be strikes and 
demonstrations and other methods of struggle and under the guidance of the vanguard 
of the working class - the Communist Party , the masses must strive to turn these 
-nti-war struggles into a REVOLUTIONARY CIVIL WAR for the overthrow of capitalism 
and the setting up of the DICTATORSHIP OF THE PROLETARIAT." 

Indict the Guilty Ones! 

The- 14th Amendment of the Constitution provides for "equal protection of the 
laws". Every member of the Communist Party and its seditious AMERICAN LEAGUE AGAINST 
WAR ..ND FASCISM deserves indictment under the Smith Act . Instead, men like commun- 



istio Robefct Morss Lovett*# who was national vice-chairman of the seditious AMERICAN 
LEAGUE AGAINST '’VAR AND FASCISM are in power. He was made head of the Virgin Islands 
by F.D.R. in 1939. 

The conviction of three Oklahoma Communist Party leaders has been voided on the 
ground that “the prosecution had failed to prove that the Communist Party advocated 
overthrow of the government by violence." (Chgo. Sun 2/18/43) 

'What Next? 


According to a report from New York, W. L. Shirer on Feb. 7th, 1943, broad¬ 
casting over Y.’ABC at 5*45 P.M,, '’said in substance that unless Great Britain and 
America agreed to Russia deciding world affairs in accord with Conrounist Policy then 
Communists in these countries will, under Russian direction, proceed to overthrow 
the governments failing to submit to Russia, and then E. R. Murrow from London, by 
inference, said England for self preservation may be compelled to tie-up with . 
Russia,” 


Military Trials of Civilians 

Military commissions have been set up by President Roosevelt who is Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed forces - not of civilians. If these succeed in trying and con¬ 
victing civilians, ignoring the civil courts, as in the Milligan case, we are slaves 
of a dictator with the Constitution and the rights it guarantees U3 gone. 

The New York Herald Tribune, 2/7/43, reported that Lawrence Dennis, a native- 
born Lieutenant of the first World War, had "made two appearances before the Army 
board which sits at 52 Broadway" and was threatened with being expelled from the 
Eastern seaboard like an enemy alien. The American Civil Liberties Union has offered 
him aid, possibly because of his expressed admiration for Soviet Russia, although 
his writings and debates at radical forums have caused him to be called an "intel¬ 
lectual fascist". 


Over Five Hours Grilling 

I have before me the copy of a military order sent to a cultured frail littl. e 
Ank-rican-bom patriot. Owing to the terrorized condition of this victim I am not 
frou to relate the details as I would like. The military heading of the order is 
specific. To quote from it: 

"1, You are hereby notified that an inquiry is in progress to consider the 
question whether military necessity requires +he issuance of an order 
excluding you from the Eastern Military Area or certain part or Zones 
thereof and similar areas in other parts of the United States pre¬ 
scribed pursuant to Presidential Executive Order No . 9066 . dated 
February 9, 1942. 

"2. You are further notified that you will be given the opportunity of a 
hearing before a Borrd of Officers convened for the purpose and that 

this Board will meet at_on the _day of January, 1943, 

at the hour of 9;00 A.M. You may, if you so elect, appear before the 
Board at that time and be afforded an opportunity to produce witnesses, 
and to present evidence in your own behalf by affidavit or any other ■* 
form you may desire. 

"3., It is directed thrt you advise the- Board in writing so that your reply 
will be received at least 48 hours in advance of the proposed hearing, 
whether you will appear. If you Notify the Board th°t you do not in¬ 
tend to appear or if you fail to appear , the Board will take appro- " 
printe action without further hearing. 

"a. All matters pertaining to the hearing are confidential and no 
publicity will be given them by the Board... 

For the Commanding General:(signed)__!i 
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The "confidential" nature of this hearing resembles that of the grand Jury (or 
Justice Dept.) which indicted me, from which the press, before I arrived in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., Sept. 1941 and afterward, printed advance and "inside" data illegal 
to reveal. 


According to a reliable source, the above poor little victim was grilled for 
hours by the above military commission "served by a Jew, interviewed by one who 
took every word down in shorthand and a Jew Bat at the table with six high ranking 
army officers who recorded every word". I wish I were free to relate the terroristic 
tactics used. Afterwards a Jewish police reporter, unknown to the victim, barged 
into the victim’s home.'On being asked what he wanted he said to a relatives "I sup¬ 
pose you know your "(relative)" is to be sent out of the Eastern area for the 
durationj"

He said he was required to answer the questions under oath 
and return the questionnaire within 72 hours. At the hearing, he charges, the 
officers refused to inform him of the nature of the hearing, the charges against him 
or the name of his accuser. They .told him, the complaint states^ that there were no 
charges against him nor any accuser* 


"For two and one-half hours, he charges, he was. subjected to an ’inquisition’ 

°rid ’fishing expedition’ relative to his actions, thoughts, ideas of.government, war, 
religion, politics, fraternal and social affiliations. He said the officers sought 
to intimidate- him by rough talk . 


"Then, on October 19, he stated, he received a letter-from the western defense 
command which stated that ’upon the findings and recoranendations thus far presented ’ f 
thecoramanding general 'at this time’ was not contemplating an Order to exclude , rn^ 
from the western defense zone. On January 6, 1943, the complaint sets forth, Jo /C— 
P^wr.s ordered to the Multnomah hotel for another hearing on February 3» the 
whole procedure, including the questionnaire, again was gone through. 


'alleges that the defendants constitute a military tribunal and, as such, 
have no jurisdiction over his conduct, affairs, life or liberty. The actions of the 
military body and a threat to exclude him from his home and the western defense 
zone, he charges, are contrary to the le.ws and constitution of the United States, I ~1/ 
Unless restrained by the court, he said, he believes that the defendants will con- 
tinue to ’harass andintimidate’ him by ordering him to mQre 'star chamber’ sessions. 

As far as he knows,said, there is no charge of any nature pending against him 

"His complaint also asks for an order restraining any attempt to exclude him

from the western defense *one. He asked leave to amend the complaint as seen as the 
real names of the John Does end Richard Roes can be ascertained. The defendants, he 
said, have refused to disclose their names." 

The Milligan Case Again? 

One of the most Ominous situations in our history confronts us now. In my. 
January letter are great quotations from the historio appeal of Jeremiah Black be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court in the Milligan case. He won and re-established the Consti¬ 
tutional right of a civilian, in time of war as well as in peace time, to a trial 
in civil courts by a jury of his "peers". At that Civil War time, 1864, military 
commissions were set up and one ijn Indiana sentenced three civilians, one being 
Lamdin P. Milligan from whom this, famous case gets its name, to be hung for alleged 
membership In two societies said to be inimical to the United States Government. To 
quote "CLASSICS OF THE BAR" (Vol.3.p.174,issued 1942 by Washington Law Book Co., 
810-13th St. N.W., Washington D.C.): 

"They immediately brought habeas corpus proceedings before the Circuit Court 
of the United States and asked for their discharge upon the ground that the military 
commission had no jurisdiction over them. They ass.erted that they were entitled to 
the right of trial by jury, that this had been denied them, and that they wore bein£ 
unlawfully held." Every American should read those 56 pages of quotations from 
Black's argument. The sunmary of this case ends with these words: "The Supreme Court 
recognized the supremacy of the right of trial by jury, and rendered its decision, 
releasing the prisoners from custody... The liqjortance of this ruling of this Judi¬ 
cial tribunal and its influence on the history of our Republic can hardly be over-¬ 
estimated. In winning the cause of his clients, Mr. Black also won- a notable victory 
for you and for me; and for generations yet to be." (p.230) 

No King For The ; U.S.A. 

The argument of another of Milligan's attorneys, D.D. Field, included rhis 
potent and apropos statement: "What is called the war power of the President, if 
indeed there be any such thing, is nothing more than the power of conmanding the 
armies end fleets which Congress causes to be raised. To command them is to direct 
their operations. Much confusion of ideas haa been produced by mistaking executive 
power for Kingly power. Because in monarchial countries the Kingly office includes 
the executive, it seems to have been sometimes inferred that conversely the exec¬ 
utive carries with it the Kingly prerogative. Our executive is in no sense a King, 
even for four years." 

Supreme Court Justice David Davis, in rendering the opinion of the Court on the 
Milligan case said: "This nation, as experience has proved, cannot always remain at 
peace, and has no right to expect that it will always have wise and humane rulers, 
sincerely attached to the principles of the Constitution . Wicked men, ambitious of 
power, with hatred of liberty and contempt of law, may fill the placo once occupied 
by Washington and Lincoln; and if this right is conceded" (that is, the right of 
the President to order civilians tried by military commissions) "and the calrmities 
of war again befall us, the dangers to human liberty are frightful to contemplate ." 

Back-in-a-Flash-With-a-Lotta-Trash-Vinohell 

"WINCHELL STRIPPED OF NAVY UNIFORM, PUT ON INACTIVE LIST" was one hoadline, 
2/18/43, about this Back-in-a-Flash-With-a-Lotta-Trash-Vinchell« He, however, was 
saved from court martial, and his file-like voice is sawing out the same old venom. 
Pro-Red, anti-Christian B'nei B'rith magazine for May 1942, glowingly describing 
an interview with this Jewish hero at the Stork Club, said he was wearing a resplen¬ 
dent naval uniform" and "is continuing his radio and press work at the request of 
the High Command."

On "Removing" the New Testnmont 


I want bo suggest that this Commission lose no time in dolcting the 23rd chap¬ 
ter. of St. Matthew - well, really, all of the New Testament and most of the Old 
according to their standards, should be eliminated. 

This was, in. fact, suggested in* an article in the JEWISH SPECTATOR, 3/41, by •. 
Dr, Trude Weiss Rosmarin, To quote: "Ra-reoding the New Testament and studying care¬ 
fully its every chapter, I have arrived at the conclusion that all of our "Good Will 
Movements’ and ’Christian and Jewish Brotherhood Conferences’ are doomed to. failure, 
as far n3 practical results in the establishment of general and popular Christian 
•good will’ towards Jews and Judaism are concerned, so long as Christianity adheres 
to the New Testament." « . 


She quotes from the Gospels according to Saints Matthew, Mark, Luke and John, 
pointing out how clearly each one places responsibility for Christ’s Crucifixion on 
the Jews, and says: "The Four Gospels, the Acts of the Apostles, and the Epistles 
are shot through, as it wore, with venemous and spiteful remarks about and attacks 
against the Jews and Judaism.... ’Good Will’ ends where fundamental Christianity 
reigns, for it is humanly impossible to read the New Testament parts accusing the . 
Jews of the murder of ’the Son of God’ and the harrassing of his followers and not 
hate their late descendants. This has been the Christian attitude for nineteen cen¬ 
turies. The ’good will* movement can change this attitude of mistaken hate only by 
removing the sources by which it is. nourished ." (How about removing from the Talmud, 
which Christ denounced, its immoral anti-Gentile admonitions?) 

"Gestapo Bill" 

The Four Freedoms under the Now Deal appear to be Freedom to want, fear, and 
worship the New Deal and Freedom of speech to praise it. 

.Senators Wherry, Wheeler and Longer, 2/19/43, opposed a "bill, requested by 
the Justice Department" which provides "penalties up to death or life imprisonment", 
and $10,000 fines for anyone either "attempting to.pommit what might be interpreted 
as ’hostile acts’ against the United States or its allies" or'for "failure of any¬ 
one to inform the FBI about anyopc suspected of committing a ’hostile act’ against 
the government." and would "create a nation-wide Gestapo of snodpers," Senator 
Wheeler "denounced the bill as ’the most dangerous piece of legislation that has 
bdon presented for passage in the history of this country"’. and said it "would give 
the FBI and the Dept, of Justice the power to Intimidate pnd prosecute any one on 
the -slightest provocation," (Chg->.Tribune, 2/20/43*) .

Socialists and War 


The average person is kept continuously confused by the abrupt changes in pol- 
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ioies of the Socialist and Communist Parties towards D.S. national defense and war. 

No wonder. One moment they are picketing the White House against war, the next 
whooping it up for war. My usual warning to dupes - "Remember, their objective is 
Marxism, ours is Americanism” - is graphically explained by an article in the magV 
azine of the WORKMEN'S CIRCLE*. This is a Jewish Socialist fraternal insurance 
society which conducts 125 school "attended by over 8,000 children" to teach them 
"Yiddish - speaking, reading and writing, Jewish history and literature", and cele¬ 
brates Jewish holidays and Red May Day. To quote from this article "Socialists and 
the v 'ar" by Solomon Rabinowitz 11/42. 

. ,r We socialists have always been accustomed to speak with scorn about war. We 
used to protest against huge war budgets. ’Class Struggle 1 was our great cry; 'no 
collaboration with the capitalist class, with the bourgeosie' was our refrain. 

"In the first World War we acted accordingly. We were opposed to America's 
entry into - what we called - the imperialistic war. Eugene V. Debs, the socialist 
leader, was sentenced to prison for his opposition to the war. 

"Our stand now is an entirely different one. In this war we want our government 
to spend more and more billions of dollars for armaments. We urge the workers to 
unite with all classes, with all progressive political groups in order to win the 
war. We glorify our country and we admire our President...Have we betrayed our 
principles? This may seem so only to those who do not fully understand the Marxian 
theory, the theory of Socialism... Two fundamental things must be remembered: 

1) Our method of thinking is dialectical; 

‘2) Our aim is to liberate the workers from exploitation, to help 
establish a Socialist Order. 

"What is the dialectical method...it is the method of relativity. That is to say, 
ideas and theories are conditioned by time and space. At one time a certain thing 
may be excellent, at another time bad..,;Marx, for instance, welcomed a war on 
Russia. His reason was that Russia, being at that time ruled by the Czars, stood as 
a world-gendarme and crushed every revolutionary uprising.... 

„ .Mi', *' 

"Spy3 M-rx in the COMMUNIST MANIFESTO: 'The communists (socialists) everywhere 
support every revolutionary movement against the existing social end political order 
of things'... The war in which we are now involved is a revolutionary war, a war 
of liberation.....When the war will be over, the workers will resume the struggle in 
behalf of their class interests.,.V/o admire our President, We are well aware that 
he is not a Socialist. He is a representative of humanitarian capitalism* In ad¬ 
dition he is a great statesman with farsighted vision. With his New Deal, with his 
determination to diminish the exploitation of the workers, he - willy-nilly perhaps - 
helps socialism, and with his gigantic effort in behalf of the war against Hitlerism 
he surely helps socialism... To that must be added: our own fate - that of the 
Jewish workers, should Hitler win, would be still more terrible. The very life of 
the Jewish worker, his very existence - that is at stake." Norman Thomas,strangely, 
signs himself in the same issue as a member of Branch 2, New York.

Those of us with sons end dear ones far away in the Army may echo this verse 
written as a Valentine to the anonymous author's husband when he wes serving in the 
A.E.F. in France in the first World War: 

"Each night, when day begins to go, 

I stand beside uty door and throw 
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Into the greying Okies above 
A thousand kieses to my love, 

And pitying Night (who knows p. kiss 
That's thrown so.far must sometimes miss), 
Turns each into e star for me, 

So that, wherever he may be, 

Whene'er he sees them gloaming bright 
He'll know I'm kissing him good-night."

The entire Bible stresses 
the need and power of prayer. The outcome of my forthcoming trial is unimportant 
.insofar as it concerns little me, but is as important to the nation as w^s the 
Milligan case^or the Constitutional rights of all Christian Americans are at stake. 
The Judaistic drive, in the name of "tolerance" and "brotherhood", to level Christ¬ 
ianity into nothingness is far advanced. When Christian textbooks based on the 
Bible can be expunged and Bible-believing Christians jailed for "intolerance" 
towards anti-Christian Jewish policies, the time has come for Christians to go on 
their knees. 

Will you form a chain of prayer for the victory of Christian liberty and 
government in America?

If So. Why Pay to Bring Them Here ? 

The resolutions adopted at this meeting,as elsewhere, included; "That the 
immigration laws be revised in order that refugees from Mazi-occupied territories 
may find sanctuary here". Also: "That the United Nations establish an inter-govern¬ 
mental agency in which full authority would be invested to implement a rescue 
program". Also: "That the United Nations provide financial guarantees that may be 
required for the exeoution of the rescue program". 

The Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society announced another mass meeting for April 18th 
with services "in memory of the millions of Jews massacred in Europe ". The Communist 
Jewish People's Coimiittee composed of a half million Jews is announcing a similar 
nation-wide campaign to start in Jun«. It will organize support for Cong.Dickstein 
H,J,Res.49 to bar all anti-Semitic material from the mails. They also aim to make

An article in the AMERICAN HEBREW, 4/16/43, gushes over Soviet Russia and, 
stating that "Anti-Semitism has been literally wiped out",adds that "the doors of 
Soviet Russia have now been opened to hundreds of thousands of Jews from other 
countries in Europe.

This action was subsequently ratified by the Senate and the House of Rep* 
resentatives with but one dissenting vote in the latter House", They add that all 
great political party platforms in 1912 and again in 1916 also approved this 
action. Citing $18,000,000-collected,it etatudi"The Revolution in Rusdia having at 
a single stroke emancipated the Jews of that country, the Committee, though con¬ 
tinuing its study of the Russian situation, has largely concentrated on the 
Roumanian Jewish problem",etc. (pp, 1420-4 N.Y. Kehillah Jewish Communal Register 
1917-8) 

THE AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE, organized Nov, 11, 1906, to fight for "rights 
of Jews in any part of the world", has been headed by the late Cyrus Adler and Louis 
Marshall with, more recently, Samuel I. Rosenman (FDR adviser),Gov. Herbert Lehman 
(FDR world rehabilitator), Eugene Meyer of the Washington Post (which helped smear 
and entrap in connection with my indictment), Kuhn Loob fit Co, officers, etc., as 
executive committeemen. It is now headed by New York. Judge Joseph M, Proskauer, 
who was one of the speakers at the Chicago protest mass meeting. 


Another of the sponsoring organizations of the mass meeting was the JEWISH 
LABOR COMMITTEE^, composed of a half million members of Socialist Jewish labor or¬ 
ganizations.

Communists?", Wise e mphatical ly argued that they are. "OPINION" magazine, edited 
by Rabbi Wise, with^HHIto on anc * the editorial board, stated (12/33) i 
"With the rise of th^oov^t regime.. .never has the world witnessed such a spectac 
ular change of front on the part of a great state toward Jews,..The State which 
previously did not employ any Jews at all, now employs in White Russia JEWISH 
OFFICIALS..." (The percentage of Jewish population in Russia is LESS THAN 2%,) "... 

A Jew is commander-in-chief of the Ukrainian Army; a Jew is President of the State 
Bank; Jews occupy almost all important ambassadorial positions of the Soviet Union; 
the universities, professions, judiciary and administration, have now a greater per¬ 
centage of Jews THAI! ANY OTHER NATIONALITY. Anti-Semitism has been declared a 
state offense, and is PUNISHED AS COUNTER-REVOLUTION."

When I was called to testify before the Grand Jury in Washington in September 
1941, one of the attendants in the waiting room remarked to me that Congressman Day 
would also be called before the Grand Jury if he were not a Congressman, I had 
never met Cong, Day so,afterward,I called on him in his office and told him this. 

In a scared voice ho kept asking "What did they say? Did they say I can't be

called?” Proudly he showi jme a big headline across a Pell ) magazine article en¬ 
titled '""ILL STEPHEN A.DAtf liESCUE THE REPUBLIC?" Raptly he said, "See what they .1 
think of me? They think I can save the country1" I replied, "I don't believe that 
that article will do you much good with many people". After chatting for over an 
hour he took me down to where I could get a cab. As he helped me in he -said fur¬ 
tively, "Remember now,when you get back home you didn't see meJ" I replied, "Yes, 
I'll remember" and did remember, but not without some disappointment at the 
"bravery" of this would-be rescuer of the Republic. 

It was a great Americanism triumph that anyone so unjustly smeared by New Deal 
Reds as Day,was re-elected. My friends, with my approval,--since ’there was no other 
good candidate, walked streets and labored without rest to elect him. He was 
shunned by pussyfooters and only won by about 65,000 votes. Other Republican can¬ 
didates reportedly refused to sit with Day on the same platform. When it was noised 
about that, at the Riverviow Park Republican rally. Day was not to be allowed to 
speak, a crowd of my good friends went and kept calling "^e want Day I" until he was 
allowed to speak briefly. As I had then been indicted, I kept away to avoid pos*» 
sibly hurting him. I did not wear a Brooks button for the same reason. 

The Citizens Committee, largely composed of my friends, was the only organi¬ 
zation, as far as I know, that came out openly and endorsed Day. After he was 
elected they insisted on his addressing them. He finally agreed providing there 
would be no publicity and the announcement cards did not mention his name, so cards 
went out merely announcing "A STATESMAN" as speaker, I went to hear him. When the 
chairman announced that the Kelly-Nash New Deal machine should also be defeated in 
the coming 19A-3 spring election, Day arose to say he could not participate in any¬ 
thing like that as he lived in Evanston not Chicago. (He represents the whole state. 
He made a weak talk. 

Being very much worried about getting a capable Washington layyrer, I wanted to 
ask his advice. Friends said "He is alone back in the room off the stage. Why don't 
you go back and ask him?" No one was in that side room as I approached him asking, 
"Do you remember me,Congressman Day? I am Mrs. Dilling. I am very anxious to get 
your advice on a Washington lawyer." A look of pallid fear spread over his face 
as he burst out with, "Go 'way, Go 'way!”- pushing his hands outward. "I can't 
afford to take a chance! There might be a photographer around!" So I turned away 
saying, "Perhaps you won't always be ashamed to know me.!' When he left, the women 
who had worked so hard to elect him were brushed aside, their outstretched hands 
ignored as he hurried to g^,t out. Although no one could have been more smeared than 
he by the New Dealers,ho has scarcely "peeped" on the floor of Congress since his 
re-election. His Washington publisher recently told us Day had tried to withdraw his 
book "WE MUST SAVE THE REPUBLIC" from circulation and that he said after Pearl 
Harbor,"From now on I'm going to be for everything the President wants.^Many have 
cbmmented with resentment on his voting against the Anti-Racketeering Bill. 

After Senator Brooks was safely elected, I phoned and called in vain for three 
days at his office to gst some word of advice'or recommendation from him on a Wash¬ 
ington lawyer. His secretary said he had received my apoeal but added, "There is 
no message." Aiding the cause of justice for an anti-Communist Illinois constituent 
persecuted,as he was,by the Nevr Deri, possibly seemed a poor political risk. Only 
the voices of Congressmen from other states who owe me nothing have been raised 
against the absurd unjust indictment.

Rogge Perverts Law 

Rogge's argument in the Washington D. C. court hearings recently, was that the 
June 28, 1940 peacetime sedition iaw (a section of the Alien Registration Act) was 
passed to curb "anti-Communist" or anti-New Deal propaganda, which he, in Red 
style, smeared with the "Nazi"label. Criticism of Jewish policies or of Communism 
he, like the indictment, classified as the two main propaganda streams "funneled" 
from Hitler, although Communism is anti-Americanism and "Gentile Clientele" signs 
were on American boarding houses long before Hitler wore.rompers. Countless Jewish 
organizations, likewise, bar Gentiles frrm membership and have long been yelling for 
a separate army, nation and flag - which is hardly American, 

Congressman Fish on "Intent" 

But since the whole phoney "conspiracy" indictment rests on "intent",Congress¬ 
man Hamilton Fish, fortunately,took it upon himself to clarify the "intent" of Con¬ 
gress in passing that sedition act,which leaves Rogge and his nonsense out on a 
limb. 

The entire speech of Congressman Fish (4/6/43,Cong.Record Appendix pp.1771-4) 
is so excellent, I shall attempt to buy and send a complete copy to you. It in¬ 
cludes this: "The House at no time ever conceived of the law being used except to 
prevent Communist, Nazi or subversive elements from distributing revolutionary pro¬ 
paganda and leaflets among our armed forces to cause mutiny, disobedience, desertion 
or to seriously undermine their morale. It is utterly preposterous to attempt to 
twist and distort the 1940 act into indicting and bringing to trial opponents of 
the administration's foreign policies or of President Roosevelt, or anti-Now Deal¬ 
ers, anti-Communists, or anti-Semites.... 



"If American citizoni )clergymen, editors, writers, ?x ^rackpots or cranks 
from all parts of the Nhtiort can be brought to Washington and tried for expressing 
their non-interventionist and anti-New Deal views prior to Pearl Harbor, half of 
Congress and 80 percent of the American people could be sent to prison under such 
a Gestapo procedure,.* 

" This issue is so important that it f-r exceeds all party lines . It is a’great 
American issue, involving the most fundamental and precious of all American rights 
and liberties - that of freedom of speech..." 

Passed To Curb Commuhists 


Congressman Fish in describing why this peacetime sedition act, as part of the 
Alien‘Registration Act, had been passed, tells that "Lieut. Nunn representing the 
Navy" had testified that Communist agitators "had been caught distributing circu* 
lars, describing,in part,an alleged mutiny in the British Navy and characterized as 
suggesting that members of the United States Navy do likewise. Thus the evidence 
submitted to the Committee on the Judiciary in behalf of the passage of the bill, 
which is typified by the arguments advanced by the Navy', shows clearly that the 
intent and necessity for such legislation was due to Contnunist activities inciting 
to mutiny and leading to the Communist plan of revolution, advocated by the Commun¬ 
ist International and carried out by the Communist Party of the United States and 
its affiliated groups." (The Army and Navy Register, June 8, 1940, again advertised 
my book THE RED NETWORK for all members of the armed forces. This was only 20 days 
before this bill was passed*) 

The Cure - Fish H.R, 2352 

Cong. Fish introduced a Houso Resolution, H.R. 2352, explained in this speech, 
to so define this peacetime sedition law, and "conspiracy" to violate it, as to bar 
further persecution indictments under it. He said: "The District Court of the 
United States for the District of Columbia has upheld the Department of Justice in 
its blanket indictments against certain citizens and organizations for the mere 
printing and distribution of literature criticizing the New Deal administration and/ 
or advocating that America stay out of foreign wars. No attempt was made to show 
that there was ever any intent to influence the members of the armed forces to 
sedition or insurrection, nor was there, any direct evidence to show that such 
attempts were made. These indictments - without in any way coming within the intent 
and provision of the Alien Registration Act adopted by the Congress - do, in effect, 
deprive each and every person so indicted of the right of freedom of speech guar¬ 
anteed under the Constitution... 

His proposed amendment, as he said, requires that "It will be necessary to 
prove- definite contact with the armed f.rc es. with the intent to undermine.«.instead 
of permitting the Department of Justice to infer that such was the intent without 
producing any evidence to show that an unpatriotic act was committed. Also, it is 
provided that any literature distributed to the armed forces must, in fact, encour¬ 
age mutiny £r insubordination ". 

Also, "the act is amended sj that in c nspiracy charges the Department of Jus¬ 
tice must show 1 every essential detail ~f the allcped crime as to time, place, par¬ 
ticipants and circumstances 1 and show conclusively a criminal overt act on the part 
of each of the alleged conspirators, and contact v/ith the military and naval forces. 
Undor the existing indictments only general charges were made, with n~ specific in¬ 
stances of criminality and no evidence of individual vi lations being alleged. In 
spite of th>, fact that the courts havo previously hold that details must be sub¬ 
mitted in the indictments, n- p.articu ''rs wore set forth, and this section w.uld 
mrkc- it mandatory that the prosecuti. n must comply with the constitutional provis¬ 
ion that tV defendant should be * inf, mod . f the nature and cause ^.f the accus¬ 
ation * in specific detail. 
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New Deal Conspiracy 





"This section would also make pperative article III, section 2, of the Consti¬ 
tution, 'which guarantees that 'such trial shall be held in the State where the said 
crimes shall have been committed', and amendment VI of the Bill or Rights, provid¬ 
ing that ' the accused s hall b e tried by an impartial .jury of the State and district 
wherein the crime shall have been committed '. The indictments clearly show that the 
Department of Justice was fully aware of these guarantees to American citizens, 
and deliberately attempted to evade the constitutional provisions above cited, by 
its entrapment of certain of the defendants included and its efforts to deprive them 
of a trial by an impartial jury in a district or State where they were known, lived, 
and operated. This entrapment proceeding appears to be a CONSPIRACY on the part of 
the prosecution against the defendants, and to deprive them of their constitutional 
rights." 

Rogge defined the "armed forces" as all persons between the draft ages of 
18-45, claiming that all these are potential inductees. The Fish amendment specifies 
and names the armed forces exactly. His amendment would bar mass indictments like 
mine - which brines in the leading patriotic societies and the millions of members 
of America First.” WRITS AS MANY CONGRESSMEN AS P0S3IB1B TO BACK IT AND PASS IT1 

Impeach Govt. Conspirators! 

Cong. Fish in debating against the Gestapo Bill, 3/23/43, (Cong.Record p.2434-) 
warned: "We want no Americans indicted under this law for mere criticism of the Ad-- 
ministration, or of the foreign policy of President Roosevelt prior to Pearl Harbor, 
or because of some speech rr writing or newspaper comment on the conduct of the war, 
or maybe because they are anti-Communists, or even anti-Semitics. Even that is not 
a crime under the Constitution of the United States...The House wants this bill so 
written as to safeguard loyal American citizens in their Constitutional rights of 
free speech, free inquiry, and of a free press. This is the very essence of Amer¬ 
icanism and of-a free people and a free nation. Any public official who attempts 
to suppress those constitutional rights of every American should be dismissed from 
office or impeached ...If the Department of Justice in defiance of the intent of 
Congress prosecutes any American under this law then it will be up to Congress t^ 
start impeachment proceedings ." 


Congressman Dies 


Cong. Martin Dies of Texas in his argument on the Gestapo Bill (3/31/43 Cong. 
Record p.2834) said: "If you want any justification for my fears read the indictment 
of the 33 people in the District of Columbia courts. Some of the charges made 
against thorn were that they or some of them had said that there were Communists who 
held positions in this administration. In other vrords, the implication was that if 
someone said there were Communists in the Government, that was sedition or aiding 
the ono.sjy.... 


"If p. oplfc lik :^HHHP Dr 4mH^° r P & °Pl e in the various departments 
who share their ideological views are permitted to administer an act in which such _ 
general and loose language is used, it is conceivable that they might attempt to ^>1 
prosocute Members of Congress and honest critics of some things that are going on 
in the administration..,I may say in this connection that during the time these in¬ 
dictments were being considered, rumors were spread throughout the country that be¬ 
cause some members of Congress had made charges about Communists similar to those 
made by some of these indicted people, they were being investigated by the grand 
jury, and that the indictments would include them. That statement was made in the 
newspapers of the country." 



Senator Gerald Nye gave a masterly warning and analysis of grand jury rules, 
etc,, in his speech on the indictment (3/30/43,pp.28l6-Cong, Record): "A Federal 
court in the District of Columbia has recently tossed out one of the two -counts re¬ 
turned in a grand jury indictment of the 30 or more defendants. Now the Government 
prosecutors are returning to the grand jury to procure new indictments. About this 
continuing proceeding something should be said,,,The prosecuting officers are not 
permitted by law to make an argument to the grand jury , to attempt to urge or in¬ 
fluence the grand Jury to take or not to take any particular action. Any such at¬ 
tempt by a prosecuting officer may, if established, vitiate the indictment returned. 
The courts have, however, strictly protected the inviolability of evidence or pro¬ 
ceeding had before a grand jury,.,,'* (keeping the record secret), 

"The result is that the only protection the citizen has against unfair or il¬ 
legal procedure before the grand Jury is, either through the informed wisdom and 
independence of the grand jury , or the fairness and scrupulousness of the prose ¬ 
cuting attorney, or the full exercise by the presiding judge of his right and duty 
to instruct the grand jury as to its rights and duties, 

"Obviously the grand jury itself offers but little protection because it has 
become a common saying that a prosecutor, by reason of the secrecy of the proceed¬ 
ings. can secure practically an.v indictment from a grand jury which he wants . since 
most grand jurors are inexperienced and not fully informed as to the legal propri¬ 
eties in grand jury procedure. The second protection in the scrupulousness of the 
prosecuting attorney likewise becomes a slender reed of defense, since the zeal of 
the prosecutor is almost certain to overcome his desire to be fair to a prospective 
defendant, 


Baloney^ Bulldozing 

"Jt does not require a great stretch of imagination t° contemplate the scrup¬ 
ulousness of the prosecutor before the grand jury which returned the pending indict¬ 
ments in the conspiracy trial now under consideration before Judge Adkins, in view 
of what the same prosecutor did in open court upon the trial, which was made the 
subject ofthe denunciation presented by Chief Justice Stone in the recent decision 
intheHH||Bcase,(True! I vas derc Sharleyl) 

Just An Old Hew Deal Custom ? 

"It is commonly asserted that in practically all cases presented to a grand 
Jury in the District during recent years, where the Department of Justice is anx¬ 
ious to secure indictments, particularly in controversial situations, the practice 
has boon to have the prosecuting attorney not only present the evidence of wit¬ 
nesses and to abuse, threaten, and intimidate such witnesses in the giving of their 
testimony, but to argue with and harangue the grand jury throughout the presentation 
of testimony,, as well as after the introduction of testimony has ceased, to urge, 
ooerce, and persuade the grand Jury to return the desired indictment. Appeals to 
passion, prejudice, the interest of the jurors and other similar intimidations are 
reported to bo the common practice before the grand juries in the District of Col¬ 
umbia, and since, as has been pointed out, there is no practical way of making proof 
of this condition, the citizen is left without any decent protection and the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice is permitted to run riot in conducting what has been frequently 
characterized as a series of 'witch hunts , t .." 

Referring to the third indictment to be. Senator Nye said: "The Court should 
and must instruct the grand jury that the prosecutors must confine themselves to the 
presentation of testimony , stop badgering, threatening, coercing, and intimidating 
witnesses, and that thuy must stop attempting to influence, prejudice, and per¬ 
suade the grand Jurors as to whether they should or should not return an indictment 
...If this is not done, the existing persecuting debauch now being carried on

Congressman Hoffman 

• 

Cong. Clare Hoffman, in comparing the dangers of the Gestapo Bill to the in¬ 
dictment, said (3/23/43 Cong. Record pp.2436-): "You can frame a conspiracy on any¬ 
body whether they do anything or not. You have it right here in Washington, where 
people were indicted for repeating statements made on the floor of the Senate by 
Winston Churchill when he addressed the joint session on the 26th of December," 

(His reference is to my quotation of Cong. Hoffman's statement about the need for 
more arms for our boys in the Pacific being a part of the indictment. Churchill 
spoke similarly.) 

Continuing on the "Gestapo Bill; "I do not know what a man could do from the 
time he got up in the morning until he-went to sleep at night that is not brought 
within the provisions of this act. If he does any one of those things he can be 
convicted if the jury find that he did it with intent to aid the enemy. 

"How do you prove intent ? Remember that is is only occasionally you can prove 
intent by a declaration of a defendant; in the vast majority of cases the jury is 
told that the intent must be found from the acts shown by the evidence. To my mind 
the vital thing.in this and one objection I have to a bill of this kind is that the 
cases may be, probably will be tried here in Washington, where war hysteria, pre¬ 
judice, and political feeling run high...This question of whether you have certain 
intent d epe nds upon the working of the mindc of tha t particular, .jury , • You do some¬ 
thing; you arc tried here in Washington where nearly everyone is either on the Dis¬ 
trict pay roll or on the Federal pay roll. You go down before a jury composed .of 
payrollers. You have- said something against the administration; you have said some¬ 
thing against the public officials who give them their daily bread; and what do you 
find? 


"You have it here- today,..After some of those defendants have spent a year in 
jail we find this Department of Justice that was referred to by the chairman of the 
committee - they assure us they are not going to do this, that, or the other - but 
we find the Department of Justice announcing that it is going to dismiss those in¬ 
dictments, quash them, seek and obtain a third indictment for the same things. Talk 
about intent ..,.You see where you get on the question of intent. You arc at the 
mercy of a jury and a political-minded jury at that." 

Calls Baloney Liar 


Again he said ^3/^i/43,Cong.Record pp.2830-): "It is the Department of Justice 
dovm here which some of us fear not because of any guilt on the part of anyone but 
because of the arbitrary unjustifiable use of power which they wield... 

MR RANKIN: The gentleman from Michigan, I think, made* the statement some time ago 
that while that grand jury investigation was going on, this William Power Maloney 
was giving out information to PM and certain other newspapers as to what happened in 
the grand jury, MR. HOFFMAN: I did not mention the PM, but if they will let me bring 
th<.. record up here I vdll prove by the minutes of the grand jury that William Power 
Maloney lied to his own grand jury, and I wall prove it by his own grand-jury 
record." Yet Biddle promoted malodorous Maloney whom the Supreme Court denounced! 

Cong. Smith of Ohio 

There is a wallop in the Mar, 31 speech of Cong, Smith of Ohio on the Gestapo 
Bill. (Cong.Record 3/31 p.2840). To quote: "There is deep suspicion in the minds 
of many of us that the power sought in this bill, if granted, would be used for 
other purposes than the ostensible ones claimed for it by its sponsors. This mis¬ 
trust is not caused so much by the provisions of the bill itself, but rather by the' 
great f ar of the rapidly developing tyranny of the New Deal. Btlatod though it be, 
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our people are at last awakening to the realization of the true nature of the New 
Deal and are beginning to see it for what it really is, simply a beastly old world 
despotism .

It manifested itself especially in the smear against those 
men and women in Congress who have had the courage to stand out against machina¬ 
tions -of this evil power," 


Congressman Rankin 

Congressman Rankin of Mississippi has been having some lively bouts with "the 
Jewish gentleman from New York", Congressman Celler, who went into a rage over being 
thus addressed. Cong. Emanuel Celler, (more appropriately spelled Cellar, some 
think) who is listed in my OCTOPUS, is a member of pro-Red, anti-Christian B'nai 
B’rith . the American Jewish Committee and Rabbi Wise’s radical American Jewish 
Congress . He is also active in the red Ameri ca n Commi ttee for Prote ctio n of Fore ign 
Born, pushing for "free speech" for Reds and unlimited immigration for European 
Jews. The AMERICAN HEBREW, of which Celler is a board member, "honor-rolled" Celler, 
7/i9/40, for voting against deportation of the Australian Jewish Communist, Harry 
Bridges, He has been an appealer for Communist Tom Mooney and other Reds, a sup¬ 
porter of the Red Spanish church-burners (DAILY WORKER n/28/36); endorser of the 
Communist Jewish People's Committee conference (DAILY ’ ;, 0RK5R 5/7/37). 

In 1937 he was shouting against sedition bills and repressive legislation aimed 
at Reds. In 19A0 he introduced and helped to pass the Wire Tapping Bill, to permit 
F.D.R’s G-Men to tap wires with the approval of the Attorney General, and recently 
fought amending the Gestapo Bill by the addition of even the one word fully" 
on the ground this might make it harder for government prosecutors to convict 
under this act, Rankin's exposure of the Jewish Rod character of the indictment and- 
his insertion of the entire text of the second indictment in the Cong- Record for 
everyone to see for themselves,naturally enraged Celler. Congressman Rankin said 
again, later, that everyone in the House ought to read the indictment before passing 
tiie Gestapo Bill, To quote: 

"lit RANKIN: Mr. Speaker, I hesitate to use the word ’Jew 1 in any speech in 
this House, for whenever I do a little group of communistic Jews in this country 
howl to high heav'.n. They seem to think it is all right for them to abuse gentiles 
and stir up race trouble all over the country; but when you refer to one of them, 
they cry ’anti-Semitism’, or accuse you of being pro-Nazi. A short time ago Stalin 
caught a couple of these troublemakers named Erlich and Alter, tried and convicted 
them of treason and executed both of them. 

"I sec that a certain element of the Communist press is now ringing with 
denunciations of Russia’s action in the matter; and I suppose some of them will now 
be denouncing me as pro-Russian. But I am going to take the risk and insert in the 
Record, as a part of these remarks, one of the most v: indictments over 

returned in an Engliah-speaking r;untry„ I want eve.-; u.-vr.-r cf Cang'^ss to read 
it and note the number of times it uses the word e" Jotrvy ; or anti- 

Semitism’, All patriotic Americans are for prosecuting all vioiavor? sf the law. 

If the individuals mentioned in this indictment are guilty they should be punished. 
But why attempt to smear patriotic organizations, intimidate law-abiding men and 
women, or frighten a free press, all over the country, in this way? 

"As was pointed out by a leading Member of the Senate some time ago one of the 
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organizations mentioned in this indictment includes the^Daughters of the American 
Revolution, Another one includes all, or practically all, the veterans' organi¬ 
zations, such as the American Legion and the Veterans of Foreign Wars. Why should 
this element be permitted to use the courts of the land to stir up race trouble 
throughout the country? As I pointed out the other day, the Department of Justice 
has gone down into Mississippi and perpetrated an inquisition against the white 
people of that State that is not only alarming to the entire South but it threatens 
the integrity of every state in this Union, It strikes at the very heart of con¬ 
stitutional government. 


"Read this indictment and then read it again, and ask yourself if the white 
gentiles of this country have no rights left that the Department of Justice is 
bound to respect." ‘The entire text of the second indictment follows. (Cong.Record, ' 
3/29A3,Appendix pp.A1583-7) 


Celler on St. Luke 

April 7th, Cong. Rankin pinned Celler's ears back for inserting in the Con¬ 
gressional Record "libelous" insults to Rankin not said on the House floor* Item by 
item Rankin pointed out the inserted material and said, as Celler kept trying to 
interrupt, "There has boen many a man expelled from this body for less than these 
insertions, reflecting on the character of fellow Members". Celler, April 2nd, had, 
among other things, said of Cong. Rankin, "As to his derelictions, I repeat the 
words out of St. Luke: 'Father forgive them, for they know not what they do'. 

To this crack Cong. Rankin replied: "Mr, Speaker, he,"(Celler)"is about the 
last man in this House who ought to call in St, Luke, He quotes St. Luke as fol¬ 
lows; 'Father forgive them, for they know not what they do,' In those were the words 
of the suffering Saviour, who had been persecuted by the fifth columnists of that 
day. He was not speaking of my kind because the people I sprang from were not re¬ 
sponsible for that horrible crucifixion." 

Jews in Govt . 

Reviewing the controversy, Cong. Rankin said: "Let me say here and now: I have 
never at any time attacked an American Jew, I have knovm them all my life. The old 
American Jews are Just as patriotic as you or I. Many of them are worried to death 
about this communistic group in this country, and all over the world, that is stir¬ 
ring up this trouble for them, I have not called attention to the fact that they 
have crowded into the Government departments. We have all remained silent because 
we did not wish to stir up trouble for these people. One leading Member of the 
House said the oth~r day that there were 22 times as many Jews on the Government 
pay roll as they are numerically entitled to . 

"I am chairman of the Committee on World War Veterans' Legislation, and I am 
receiving protests all the time that 60 percent of the doctors sent into the hos¬ 
pitals come from them; but I have refrained from mentioning the question here on the 
floor, even in the face of the slime that was smeared throughout the country 2 years 
ago. But when a man continues to sit like a drunken man on a keg of powder striking 
matches with both hands, then it is time for somebody to answer, and especially 
when one goes to this depth, to attack a fellow Member, and make such charges as 
have been made against me here, charges that every man on the floor knows to be un¬ 
true.'^ Cong.

Congressman Rankin gave detailed data on the Erlich and Alter case in this 
speech. The battle had been previously fueled April 2nd(Cong.Record p.2927) when 
Cong. Rankin said: "The other day the Jewish gentleman from New York (Mr.Celler) 
made a speech on this floor relative to a great array of Gentile newspapers and pub¬ 
lications to which he called attention. Under these circumstances I think I am Jus- 
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tified in calling attention to some of the Jewish propaganda that is being used in 
this co mtry to stir up trouble between us and Russia, one of our leading allies... 

"A short time ago Russia arrested two Jewish agitators, named Erlich and Alter - 
here are their pictures in PM. Russia charged them with trying to stir up a revolu¬ 
tion against the Stalin regime, at a time when the war was at its worst. They were 
released for a time. But they went right back to their old scheme of trying to stir 
up a revolution in Russia. They were arrested again, tried, convicted and executed. 
The other day this paper PM came out with a denunciation of that execution... . 

ErliBh and Alter 

The Erlich and Alter case, a typical Red family brawl-, has its amusing side. 

, "GRE! END OF 4 YEAR FIGHT - REDS SECRETLY EXECUTE 2 POLISH LABOR LEADERS" headlined 
the Wash. Daily News report, 4/4/43. While Wendell Willkie, etc., had been appeal¬ 
ing to Stalin for their release and Jewish Socialist bodies were sending them pre¬ 
sents, they were already executed - as Litvinov's letter of Feb. 23, 1943 to Wh\. 

Green revealed. In the Jewish Socialist Workmen's Circle "CALL" magazine, for April, 
one of their comrades, Raphael Abramovich, devotes a eulogistic article to their 
lives,beginning with thuir Jewish Bund activities in 1906-7 in Russia, He continues, 
"When I returned to Russia in May 1917 after the Revolution, I found Erlich as one 
of the most important and respected leaders of the Menshevik" (communist)"Party, of 
the Bund"(Socialist Jewish European organization),"and of the first St. Petersburg 
Soviet... Although educated in Russia, Erlich always regarded himself as a Polish 
Jew", He devoted 20 years to the Jewish Socialist movement in Poland. To again 
quote: "Victor Alter... ten years younger than Erlich received his Socialist educa¬ 
tion in London, Brussels and Paris. But hw, too, entered early the Polish Socialist 
movement. The last world war found him in London and it was there that he became an 
•Internationalist* Ziramerwaldist together with Clticherin, Rothstein and Bfrtfihov . 

He returned to Russia in 1917 and entered the Left Wing, the Zimmerwaldi!§t section 
of the Bund together with me. After the German Revolution Of 1918 and the libera¬ 
tion of Poland, he returned home to the Jewish and Polish workers of his homeland.. 

.. As a substitute for Erlich he would frequently come to the meetings and Congress¬ 
es of the Labor and Socialist International and with Erlich ho was the spokesman for 
the Left Revolutionary Socialist wing , demanding a revolutionary struggle against 
Fascism and also a united front with world Communism ." 

Shot Gun Decisions 

One surmises that Erlich and Alter wanted an independent Red Poland and the 
Soviets plan a Moscow-controlled Red Poland and the argument ended in typical Red 
style - the shot gun. The late Russian-Jewish Morris Gordin, who, when a commissar 
in Russia, had life and death powers to order people shot in prison, etc,, thus de¬ 
scribed Soviet "justice" ethics: "If I fall into your hands, I am guilty.' If you 
fall into m^r hands you are guilty!

Polish army officers, most likely, might also favor an independent Poland. The 
alleged murder of 10,000 of these in Soviet concentration camps plus Russia's open 
claim to half of Poland now causes a rupture between the Soviets and the Polish 
government in exile.

But do not get the false idea that the above Jewish Socialist protesters are 
not loyal to Red Russia. Sidney Hillman's Amalgamated Clothing Workers have not

Dr. Stephen S. Wise, chair¬ 
man of tho United Jewish War Effort said yesterday." An article on Jews and the 
Passover in the same issue states: "There is also a profound feeling of gratitude 
among the Jewish people this Passover for the Soviet Union and its Red Army. First, 
of course, that gratitude springs from the glorious struggle of the Russian people 
against the Nazi foe, from the fact that millions of Jewish lives have been saved 
and the beast dealt a very serious and perhaps fatal blow. But there is also the 
knowledge that in the Soviet Union , there is no such thing as anti-Semitism ." 


Military Trials 

Congressman Fish has done another great service to the nation.providing it is 
acted upon. Perhaps you read in the press (Chgo.Tribune,4/4/43) of the five and a 
half hour grilling by a New York military commission, in January,■‘‘.of Mrs. Ida Mae 
Cooper, ofYork,- a dear frail patriotic friend of mine. She is an elderly 
widow. The threat was to bar her from the eastern seaboard, her home. Her ancestors 
came to America in the 16th century. She served patriotically as a member of the 
Military Intelligence during the first world war, Winchell has smeared her more than 
once as "Liz Dilling’s eastern representative" and a "fascist headquarters". She 
shares a two room apartment1 


On page 11 of my February bulletin you will find more details. I reviewed her 
trial, omitting her name. She was questioned about her anti-Communist views, on how 
well she knew me and if she had distributed ray books. This 5^ hour threatening in¬ 
quisition on all of her personal affairs and views plus other threats almost wrecked 
her. That military commission was, to quote, "served by a Jew, interviewed by one 
who took every word down in shorthand and a Jew sat at the table with six high rank¬ 
ing army officers who recorded every word." It was composed of four colonels, two 
majors and a sergeant. As the military order demanding her appearance stated, this 
grilling was "pursuant to Presidential executive order No. 9066,dated Feb. 9,1942."

This is the Milligap case all over again. Re-read my Jan. bulletin p. 14 -Feb. ^ 
bulletin p< i 3 about Jeremiah Black's historic plea in this case: Milligan, a civil¬ 
ian, had been sentenced to hang by a military commission for membership in a certaiiy 
organization. The right of a civilian to trial by jury was upheld, Milligan freed / 
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and a precedent set upholding our constitutional rights. 

Congressman Fish’s Resolution 

As a chock on this,Cong. Fish, 4/22/43, introduced H.Res . 181 which - should be 
backed to the limit . Send for a copy, (U.S.Dept. of Printing,Wash. D.C.) If passed, 
it will require that Congress be informed on the specific purpose of F.D.R's Exec¬ 
utive Order 9066, the names of those grilled; why they wore questioned on their 
personal resources, their non-interventionist views and acts before Pearl Harbor; 
their donations to America First and anti-Communist groups; whether martial law has 
been declared in the N.Y. area, and, to quote: "Under what law of Congress, or pro¬ 
vision of the Constitution of the United States, an American citizen may be called 
before a military tribunal in violation of the Bill of Rights and the American 
tradition of freedom of speech*" Also, whether Conmunists who actively opposed U.S. 
war intervention until Russia was attacked have been similarly grilled. 

" Suicide by Sewage" 

Cong. Plumley's denunciation of filth conditions in the Headquarters-of-World- 
Planning-and-Four-Freedoras, the New Deal’s example to the world of its own little 
Federal state of Wash. D.C. where they have complete power, makes my remarks in last 
month's letter a sweet bouquet by comparison. To quote: "My medical friends tell me 
that we in the District are threatened -with an endemic epidemic of typhoid fever 
superinduced by the gross negligence of responsible parties... Shall we sit idly by 
while thousands of government employees from our States and districts are murdered 
by the incompetence and impotence and cruel neglect of those whose duty it is to 
protect the health of the people who live in thvj District of Columbia and within its 
environs?.... Months ago the District Commissioners told an officer of the United 
States army that there was nothing they could do about th't filthy breeding place of 
untold germs at Alabama and Naylor Avenues SE... 

"Only about three miles from our offices is a foul place which would not be tol¬ 
erated J.n any other city in this country - ramshackle privies leaking their filth 
onto the sidewalk over which hundreds of war workers must pass daily, stagnant pools 
of water, an open garbage dump from which the city fathers removed a dead horse only 
after scores of complaints had been received from respectable citizens..Out in 
Arlington County we are housing officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps in place; 
where they have mud holes filled with raw sewage instead of streets in front of 
their homes... Through the open sower pits run temporary water pipes supplying •' 
drinking water. Health authorities explain that a leak or low pressure would, of 
course, contaminate the water supply. There are no bars or signs closing off the 
fcad dug up for these sewerage pits. In many places only a cat walk less than a 
foot wide keeps the pedestrian out of the holes, and yet at no time has any light 
pr lantern been placed over these pits. One 4-year-old boy has twice fallen in one 
of these sewage pits, about 9 feet deep and been rescued by the chance presence of 
5V> Negro laborer.Mosquit»«s are already breeding in these pits. No form of mosquito 
control has bem instituted by any authority.... In Fairfax County conditions are 
much th'j same. Sewage flows unchecked down the streets. Are we trying to commit mass 
murder down here? Or suicide by sewage?" Etcetera.(Cong.Record 3/22/43 pp.2324-) 

Cong. Y/.P, Lambertson (Kan.) made some droll and pointed remarks: "Mr. Speaker, 
according to points in the OP A brains are 4 and tongue is 6. Tn^ know-how in Wash¬ 
ington is partly having the social contacts - the thing small business lacks,,,The 
conference in Bermuda to determine just how many refugees from Europe will be given 
shelter in the United States will not be as congenial either as the average Sunday- 
School picnic... Clare Hoffman, Tuesday, took time to defend a cow in Michigan that 
went dry after it was discovered that she had been fed only dry hay and milked at 
frequent intervals for drinks for hungry children. A Texan observed quietly that it 
was no wonder the cow was an udder failure."(Cong.Appendix 4/15/43) Cong. Jonkman 
(Mich.) made •uj excellent speech in opposition to the Gestapo Bill.(Cong.Rec,3/3l/^3.

But why were so many Congressmen absent from ,the floor, or silent, when the 
vicious Gestapo Bill passed the House by a voice vote? Congress is justly concerned 
over industrial absenteeism. The Public should be more concerned over Congressional 
absenteeism, a crime against the Nation, particularly when matters like the Gestapo 
Bill and the gift to Panama are to be voted on.

that the plaintiff ar.d defendant lived together until January 1942. The^omprelnt 
charged the defendant during the past tvjo years vras guilty of excess drinking of 
into;:icating liquor, used drugs; that the defendant ?;as a rabid crusader and has, 
for the past several years, been against all policies of the National administra¬ 
tion and is the editor of books 3nd pamphlets charging the National administration 
leaders with traitorous and un-American activities, with the result the plaintiff's 
business had been ruined; that the defendant also used foul and obscene language 
toward plaintiff and their children; that the defendant is the-owner of the Patri¬ 
otic Research Bureau; that the work of this business is to disseminate anti- 
administration pamphlets and literature of the most violent kind, and tie defendant 
has -written and printed such books as "The Roosevelt Red Record and His Background" 
and "The Red Network" and other books and periodicals the purpose of which was to 
stir up class and religious hatreds amorvg the people of tlus nation; that the busi¬ 
ness has paid the defendant upwards of vl0,000 per year, all of the above inforroa- 
tior. obtained in the complaint v:as deleted by petition filed by the defendant as 
her attorney pro se Larch 10, 1942, with the exception of the part pertaining to 
the marria -e and children being born. 


The complaint set forth the defendant had secreted stocks and bonds belonging to 
the plaintiff in the sum of N20,000 in tne safe deposit vault of the Continental 
Illinois Safe Deposit Company and the Nilmette State Ban-:. 

SLlSrLm; BILLING through her attorney, THEODORE L3LLER, filed on Larch 16, 1942 
in answer to the plaintiff'j complaint denying the allegations and charging the com¬ 
plainant of adultry. In the ansvrer the defendant admitted ownership of the Patriot! 
Research Bureau, but denied it was a business venture. The plaintiff quoted in the 
answer a vrritten statement of the defendant dated November 30, 1939 setting forth 
the Patriotic Research Bureau was started by i.rs, PULING in February, 1?3C and has 
been operated by her personally on a non-profit basis for educational purposes: 
that the Bureau furnishes information on subversive activities (isms) in the United 
States to individuals and patriotic organizations. No other denial was contained 
in the answer to the complainant. 


n counter claim was filed with the answer as ELIZABETH DILLING, defendant and^^^

The defendant through her attorney, ‘..’ILLLdi jJ 1 . SRaCE, filed April 23, 1942 a peti¬ 
tion for an order declaring aLDSRT A’. DJLLI1IG and his attorney LuUEICE T. '.LIHiiKEUK 
in contempt of court for filing a petition to produce certain books and records. 

The petition set forth it was not ]moAm whether the natters of things petitioned 
by the plaintiff existed but that the petition was filed not within the law but for 
ulterior motives to injure the defendant. 


The petition of the plaintiff filed April 21, 19.',2 was never acted on by the Court. 
The. plaintiff, as attorney pro se, filed a petition for a rule to show cause why 
the named respondents (the plaintiff) should net be held for and punished for con¬ 
tempt, in which he set forth he did not Itave knowledge of .'as attorney's act in 
filing a petition April 21, 1942 for the defendant to produce certain books and 
records, and that Lw-UEICE T. ..TSE;SHal!K no longer represented him. 


a petition was filed by the plaintiff Larch 16, 1942 to hold the defendant, in con¬ 
tempt of court for publishing a bulletin and sending several thousand copies through 
the United States mail with attempt to injure the plaintiff after an injunction was 
issued on February 2o, 1942 enjoining the defendant from injuring the plaintiff. 

The petition set forth on February 23 a bulletin was issued bg the defendant con¬ 
demning the plaintiff for bringing a divorce action against the defendant. The 
court has not ruled on the petition filed by the plaintiff Larch 16, 1942. 


The defendant was held in contempt of court by Judge DLSGRT. The order holding the 
defendant in contempt of court set forth that defendant on the witness stand on 
April 29, 1942 in response to a question by her counsel in /-.ncrMnns mit. 

to her by her attorney concerning an alleged recommendation of 
that she, the witness, acted as agent for Hitler^rJhereuuor^n a loud and boisterous 
manner the defendant stated, "I could reconriend^mmil^^for Hitler. 1 think 
that's vhere he belongs. It would be fine if he would be his agent." The defendant 
was fined <,.50. The case was heard b; the Honorable RUDOLPH F. DECORT, judge of the 
Superior Court of Cook County, Criminal Division, and formerly judge of the Superior 
Court of Cook County in Chancery. The judge advised an oral motion was made to 
dismiss the proceedings by the plaintiff, which motion has never been acted upon. 

The judge advised that all records and filed in this case have bcei. impounded 
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to prevent theft. Any records concerning this case should be subpoenaed through 
HENRY SONUENSCHEIN, clerk, Superior Court, Room A37> County Building, Chicago, 
Illinois.

The Patriotic Research Bureau was started by lira* Hilling 
in February 1938 and has since been operated by her, personally, 
purely on a non-profit basis and solely for educational pur¬ 
poses. The Bureau furnishes information an subversive activ¬ 
ities ("lams") in the United States to individuals and other 
patriotic organizations all over the United States, just for 
the asking and free of charge. The nano "Patriotic Research 
Bureau" was adopted at the time when l!rs. Pilling decided to 
take office space and enlarge her work, taking on some women 
to do indexing of radical activitiesj tho work done since is 
simple a continuation of patriotic work done by Mrs. Pilling 
in her home since she rcturned from a trip to Soviet Russia in 
1931* The Bureau has extensive files, all of which belong 
exclusively to Mrs. Pilling, and a staff of women is busy 
reading and indexing the daily press and radical literature 
of all kinds to which Mrs. Pilling subscribes. There is avail¬ 
able at the present time for patriotic use a card index file 
of about 100,000 cards. The Americanization Commission of the 
American Legion makes frequent use of the Bureau records and 
the head of that Commission (Homer L* Chaillaux) in his book 
"lams" (official American Legion publication distributed to 
all Posts) pays high tribute to Mrs. Billing for her coopera¬ 
tion and patriotic work.

Hatha¬ 
way charged Mr. Fish nnd4VHHPwlth -"ferocious anti-Soviet and arti- 
recognition propaganda ". Ha expounded upon the innocence of the German 
Communists in the Reichstag fire and assorted that the aims of Nazi pro¬ 
paganda were five. 1. To fight the Jewish oconomic fc>oye6tt.2. To put out 
propaganda favorable to Germany, representing it as a tourist paradise. 

3. To represent France as decadent, weak and debe.uchod. 4. Anti-Semitio 
propaganda. 5. To combat "anti-capitalist" or Communist propaganda. 

Against Congressman Fish, whose investigation of Communist activities 
had in 1931 resulted in a scathing Congressional report on Communist 
criminality in this country, such smear cartoons appear in 1933 Daily iTjr 
Wor ker issue s as one of Nov. 17, representing Mr. Fish in t he arms o f

At Hathaway's great day before the Dickstein-headed Committee on Im¬ 
migration and Naturalization, only three of the eight committee members 
attended. Congressman Dies, a member, never attended one of these Dick- 
stein hearings investigating "Naziisn", according to Isadore Rothberg’s 
book I FIND TREASON. The Daily Worker account states only Rep.Ben¬ 

jamin K. Focht of Pa., and Rep. Eugene Crowe of Indiana attended, except 
Dicksteln.

Isadore was introduced by Dickstein to the new Congressional Com¬ 
mittee April 12, 1934 as"Mr. Richard Rollins of New York - the man re¬ 
sponsible for unearthing most of the documentary evidence which helped 
create this committee.” Dickstein was offered the chairmanship, he says, 
but declined fearing a charge of "prejudice"(J), so Speaker Rainey ap¬ 
pointed John Vi. McCormack chairman, Dickstein vice-chairman, and Isadore 
was made their official investigator. His aim was to round up anti-Semi¬ 
tic German-Americans. Armed with 20 blank subpoenas, he tells how he 
and Max Weitz, Dickstein’s staff attorney, made for New York and enter¬ 
ed the headquarters of the Friends of the New Germany where, he says, he 
"put on an act" ,bluffing with an air of authority they did not possess, 
acting as though the place were *pinched B , whereashis only authority was 
to request them to testify as witnesses* He called Weitz out of the room 
forbidding any of the officers of the organization to leave their seats 
or use the telephone or answer the door, while he held a frantic confer¬ 
ence with Weitz on how "to get around the Search and Seizure Act" and 
yet get their letters and personal record^. A footnote states: "Protec¬ 
tion against unlawful search and seizure is guaranteed by the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution. To search a house or any other place and 
seize evidence a search warrant issued by a qualified court official to 
an officer is necessary. To get such a warrant, there must be complaint 
of a felony. Since we were not dealing with felons and were not working 
through the courts, there was no legal way of searching and seizing”(p«b 


They decided to frighten and bully the German-American officers to 
give up their papers "voluntarily”. Isadore told their leader: "If you 
Tefuse to allow the. Committee to examine the documents, you will lead 
us to believe that you really have something to hide and that these doo- 
ments are of a serious anddamagin^iature, involving you and your or¬ 
ganization." The result: signed his ’voluntary’ stater 

ment,... That raid on the FrTend£^oi^neNew Germany gave the pattern ^]( 
for the series that followed during the next four weeks," (And ever 
sincel) "Confining myself to the New York area, close to 50 subpoenas 
were served on individuals and organization chiefs during the mouth. Al¬ 
ways, I gratefully accepted the 'volunteered' documentary contributions. 
I was amazed at first at the ease with which these tactics worked...”

Isadore describes how he had been summoned to the magnificent Grey- 
stone estate of the millionaire Jew, Samuel Untermyer, the first week 
in May, 1935, where a conference took place, plans were laid and Isadore 
made chief investigator for a gigantic campaign against critics of Jew¬ 
ry beginning with the German-American Bund, Present there, Isadore says, 
were three motion picture and radio executives, a priest, a rabbi, a " 
preacher, a group of Wall Street industrialists and two former Govern¬ 
ment officials. He was pledged never to reveal the identity of any of 
these, Untermyer»s ”Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League to Champion Human 
Rights Against Naziism”, whose conference it was, is, he says, ”a gen¬ 
eral organization representing groups in Great Britain, France, Asia, 
and South America, It successfully began the economic boycott movement 
against Germany.”(p,62-3) 

Although not present at that conference in person, Dickstein, Isadore 
says, knew all about their plans and offered Isadore his own New York 
office for their furtherance, (p.64) ”By Feb, 1936 my stuff was lined 
up and the organization geared for a new sort of counter-espionage” (p.65) 

Isadore also relates how he continually worked with Dickstein and 
”gave Dickstein a summary with the idea of helping pass his bill. It 
should have.”It evidently was to punish anti-Semitism. But it did not 
pass, (p.87) He represents Dickstein's efforts in Congress as a ”lonely'‘ 
affair and bewails that when Jewish organizations insisted that no Jew¬ 
ish Congressman be named to the new Congressional Committee, speaker 
Bankhead formed a new committee with Congressman Dies as its head. This, 
bemoans Isadore, was Dickstein’s worst set-back in 18 years in Washing¬ 
ton. ’’Convinced that he was knifed...

Isadore leads us down the line boasting how any voice that has piped 
up to criticize any phase of Red Jewish policies has been vilified, sil¬ 
enced, pursued, tricked, plotted against, imprisoned, if possible.

How the Case is Going? 

This week (June 18-25) closes the tenth week of this New Deal Jewish 
propaganda trial. So far, despite continual demands for a show-down 
from the defense attorneys, not a single piece of evidence, in accord¬ 
ance with the charge, against a single defendant, has been offered by 
the ’’Persecution”. When the demand becomes overpowering that the ’’Per¬ 
secution” show some evidence that any conspiracy at all existed (which 
it did not - most of the defendants being unknown to each other), and

The^BI^^P case involved a man who was charged with conspiracy to 
undermine the morale of the armed forces by criticizing President FDR 
in a very scurrilous way as ”The Diseased Spinal Cord”, razzing the Jews 
Communists, etc. The attorney from whom he rented office space and 
the man who mimeographed his leaflets were named as co-conspirators. As 
the evidence showed that he sent these pamphlets to names copied from 
telephone books, Who’s Who in America and to Army journals and officers, 
he and two others we re convic ted in Chicago. On appeal the two others 
were freed, leavingalone with his conspiracy. 


June 12th the Supreme Court freed ■■■■ in a decision holding that 
there was insufficient evidence to show that there was intent to under-/- 
mine the morale of the armed forces. Of oourse that great ’’Liberal” ® 
"free-Speecher" (for Communists), Frankfurter, dissented. When Red stri¬

When Mr. Billing made his opening address to the jury outlining what 
my defense would be to these charges, he was allowed only a half hour 
to answer Rogge’s three-hour harangue but did an excellent job of it.

(where we had an audience with the Pope), Austria, Czechoslovakia; in 
1939 ^England and France where my children attended school while Mr. 
Dilling and I went by air to Spain, Greece, Damascus, Lebanon, Beirut, 
Haifa, Palestine, up through the Balkans, visiting the capitals of Yugo¬ 
slavia, Bulgaria, Hungary, spending some six days in Berlin then back 
to Paris for several days where we picked up the children and sailed 
for home. These trips were made on some 26 different English, French, 
Dutch, Japanese, American, etc., steamship lines and on French, German, 
English and Palestine airship lines.

oiew a dentist v/ho was sorter interested in the Bund. 
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"You're a bad'un,T£r, Nixon, and the qase foi^our conviction 
Will admit no contradiction; by your fellows you’ll be shunned. 
We have got to make you suffer for your housemaid knew a duffer 
Who was hired as a chauffeur by a member of the Bundl" 


But it is a long miserable grind. Each day eager-eyed blood-hungry 
faces crowd the visitors' benches. Some fifty Jews were turned away at 
the door yesterday. Thig is their Roman arena on Christians. 


I heard that one defendant I do not know, but I have a rather pecul¬ 
iar record on his personal life in my files, was met by one of the at¬ 
torneys; he had eaten nothing in three days. He is now in the Veterans’ 
Hospital, being a veteran of World War I, with an even chance of living 
or dying due to malnutrition. He has not been hounded because of his 
marital or other dealings but for"anti-SemitismV Three of the defend* 
ants who have been working nights, two in the Willard Hotel, lost their 
jobs when their co nnection with this trial became known to their employ¬ 
er. Deaf defendant^lHI^ who had lettering work for four,hours a night 
at $1.25 per hour,lost his job with his Russian Red employer who does 
work for the Treasury Department. Ho is now being excused from Court L 
attendance for a time to take care of his sick wife and two tots who ° 
have mumps. He told Mr. Dilling the Court-appointed attorneys have been 
making it possible for them to exist. A great Christian gentleman defen¬ 
dant had only sixty cents, yesterday, to last him the next four days. 

The ten skinny prisoner defendants sit three rows ahead of me where I 
must look at their jutting bones. One of them, in recess one afternoon,, 
showed me their lunch: four slices of stale bread with no butter, a thin 
rancid slice of baloney on ono, a smear of varnish-like substance called 
"apple butter" on another slice. He could not eat it. Another day he bit 
on glass in his "sandwich". I am doing what I can about all this, every 
day. X only wish I could do more. But I did blow off my resentment r 
to the (Gentile) reporter for the Communist Daily Worker, Art Shields, 
and to J¥ank Kingdon, whose pro-Red record is a mile long and who is 
broadcasting this trial for the New Deal Washington Post. Another in¬ 
explicable thing in this trial is that his broadcasts are surprisingly 
fair and impartial^ 


"If you folks are really interested in helping the poor, why don’t 
you investigate these poor defendants", I said, "I myself cannot carry 
on without contributions." I cited some of the hardships. Tho Daily 
Worker man stood politely mute as I protested, from his own "class 
angle", about billionaire New Deelers picking as their victims a bunch 
of paupers. With sincerity I said, "How I wish these defendants a 
press to defend them as you defend YOUR folks’" Of *Mr. Kingdon, T -ask¬ 
ed, "Why don't you tell your millionaire New Deal friends to pick on 
someone their own size^" He, as we returned into the Courtroom, said 
pleasantly, "You, Sister, are any one's sizej"

This is all win¬ 
dow dressing and the "intent" surplusage not even in the law under Which the ’trial" 
is staged. 

On With the Show! 


Eighteen weeks of this "Moscow Purge Trial" show have failed to bring out a 
single piece of evidence in line with the charge against a single defendant. But the

If you have ever left your dog in a decent dog kennel, you noted the balanced 
rations, cleanliness and fenced outdoor runways for fresh air and exercise. Other¬ 
wise, the Humane Society concerns itself. If humans injure others they should be de¬ 
prived of liberty tb continue this, but should be given humane treatment equal to 
that of a decent dog kennel. That is my contention. Perhaps you can help me figure 
out how the Great Humanitarian's regime can be forced into elevating District of 
Columbia jail conditions up to dog kennel level. Thanks to you, I have been able to 
continue to shop, tote^ and smuggle food to the prisoner defendants only "guilty" of 
anti-New Deal, anti-Semitic or anti-war sentiments. Even the daily hauling of heavy 
loads through Washington's oven-like steaming streets is a real, pleasure reminding 
me of the opportunity and liberty I enjoy to do what these poor victims cannot do. 

As I told ,the prisoners, ever since their skinny drawn faces started to fill oat and 
come to life, so that even the formerly dead-and-burled-looking Mr. Pelley now smiles 
and Jokes, when others comment on this change for the better, It makes mo feel, as it 
should you also, like a mother who dresses her children up in their best and proudly 
enjoys the approving looks of passers-by. 


- I .spent three weeks in District Court during the 1943 hearings on the 2nd in¬ 
dictment, haunted by the sight of their jutting bones and pale thin faces they then 
were not even allowed to shave; again, 3 days in Feb. 1944 during the 3rd indictment 
hearings; .now 18 weeks of "trial" sitting 2 rows behind them, with full view of their 
thinness'and knowledge of the despicable cause.

Several of these political prisoners were expressing dread about going back to 
jail fare, alone, during the coming Court recess, Aug. 19-Sept.5. What has worried, 
and still worries me is the thought of their losing all the upbuilding effects of the 
vitamins, butter, meat, fruit, desserts, ice cream, candy, Horlicks malted milk tab¬ 
lets (for week-ends), etc., which have been smuggled to them. They all will be locked 
In and have to subsist on jail fare with nothing to supplement their miserable diet. 


So. after ha ving an attorney arrange an interview for me with the^^ 

1 made the journey over to this Bastille which is in another part [Cjf 
of town, rang the bell at the huge, grim, barred doors, then waited various lapses of ^ 
time between different turnkey's ominous locking and unlocking as I passed from one ' 
barred vault to another. At last I stood before the desk of the smugly powerful 
ruler of all that huge institution's helpless human flesh. In the Great Presence I 
meekly stated that I had come to ask his permission to arrange for extra food for 
these prisoners during the Aug. 19-Sept. 5 recess; that they needed and wanted this 
dene; pointed out that they were not criminals and have done nothing except be anti- 
New Deal. He, brushing that off quickly, said that they were not alone in this, that 
there were many there who are not criminals and all those awaiting trial are innocent 
until judged guilty. He launched into a description of his Jail (200-l9th St. S.E,) 
as a sort of Waldorf Astoria; offered to show me "printed menus" (]) I let him talk 
until he"ran down" and said: "I do not believe I am convincing you that these prison¬ 
ers have everything they need, Mrs, Dilling." "No", I replied, "I'll say you are not, 

I have seen their skin and bones which speak louder than words, and I have seen the 
difference outside food has made." Despite all pleading and the appeal that it would 
cost him nothing, etc., he flatly refused to permit a single thing to be given in any 
manner whatever to these prisoners. So, with an ironical "ThanksJ" I left him to begin 
the ponderous unlocking and locking procedure to get out through the series of formid¬ 
able doors, immovable until unlocked, which make one sense a prisoner's feeling of 
utter helplessness. At last in the fresh air, I breathed for those within a sigh -of 
pity.mingled with gratitude that that hard man and his brutal institution do not hold 
the life and death powers over my person which they do over their pathetic inmates. 


Pressure Needed 

It was not long ago that this same^mP^ontlnued to refuse these political 
prisoners any out door exercise at all; then was forced first, about July 4th, into 
permitting them two hours in the fresh air once a week : now, very recently, two hours 
per day . As there is nothing to sit on in the prison yard and the y must stay out in \-~ja 
the hot sun the full time or not be let out at all, thin weakened ays he & 

goes out about every other day. 


Another recent innovation is permission to buy a limit of $15 worth per month of 
toilet and other necessities from a jail canteen where some food items may also be 
purchased. Of course, that 50* or less per day does not go very far these days cov¬ 
ering all necessities and still supplement their scanty diet. Moreover, I ascertain¬ 
ed that only Mr. Pelley has any money at all. So I have left eight of them $15 each, 
contributed by you ($120). I have learned that cigarettes are used as jail "currency 1 
to buy decent treatment or fair sized helpings of the alleged food or what not from 
attendants who themselves are probably not too well paid, Che defendant used the cig¬ 
arettes he requested which I bought for him, to get the cockroaches which swarm the 
cells killed off daily to at least hold them down. Colonel Sanctuary, the refined 
aged Christian patriot and world war veteran told me that when they had him in jail 
on this indictment until he raised bond fees he counted sixty-eight cockroaches he 
killed crawling over him i n one night. I bought roach powder and mouse poison for 
themp a mouse having eatencandy bar. An anti-New Deal refined liter- y~)Q 
ary victim who spent some montn^ij^hat jail told me this Jail's vile food and ner- 
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vous tension cause stomach ulcers in so many prisoners. Also, that there is no den¬ 
tal care until cavities get to the point of pain and groans which might disturb the 
jailers, then offending teeth are yanked out. He told about the closely packed 
stifling prison patrol wagon that carries the prisoners back and forth to Courtjhow 
one would get sick and vomit on the others, etc. 

Jail Currency 

Being a non-smoker myself, as practically all these political prisoners also 
are, I did not know of the current local cigarette shortage and limit of 1 package 
per customer. But,by Marathon shopping one carton of ten packages each, a total of 
ninety packages for the nine of then, were assembled (costing $12,56). I have also 
left them stamps, medicine, writing paper and other items needed. I don't want to 
bore you with detail, but do want you to know your donations are doing good. 


Defendant^J|M^who was severed from this trial, recently, being 80$ deaf, came 
to Court with h^^wo dear little tots to say "Good-bye" before returning home to 
California. He had raised the carfare by selling a house boat he fixed up. To help 
with expenses I tucked $1 (of yours) in each of the children's pockets and $10 in his. 
He will reopen his shop on his return to California and be able to make a living 
again after this senseless nightmare in which since 1942 he has been repeatedly in¬ 
dicted, jailed for lack of bond money, arraigned, and put on "trial" for months past, 
too deaf to hear anything going on. Yet not one shred of evidence against him was 
ever produced! One defendant needed and got $11 for back room rent; an aged patriot 
$2S;another $5, etc,, etc. For all victims of this Prostitution of Justice includin 
my self, whom you have helped, I t hank you. Each time since recently I first talked 
toMfeHBBnSpSeo my August bulletin) who is the most smeared of 
the aefendants, I have beer^struck with his brilliant mind. This man, whose crime 
is being a nationalist or "isolationist" and is a slightly built, literary type,like 
practically all of the nine prisoner defendants, has been transported back and forth 
to one indictment and trial after another in heavy leg irons which cut the flesh 
despite padding with handkerchiefs. He wrote the following poem, to quote: "After 
nearly two years in a windowless cell in Cellblock I of the Washington D. C. Jail, 

I was transferred to Cellblock III, where windows that open at least partially,afford 
inmates a glimpse of the sky," His wings of genius are not surpassed by Wordsworth, 
Keats or any classic poet, in my opinion.

First We "Bunded" 

The opening weeks and weeks of this "trial" enforced saturation, enforced devo¬ 
tion of earB, life, liberty, pursuit of happiness, to listening hour after hour to 
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the "Persecution's" incessafo^reading to the jury of articles*xrom the German-Amer- 
ican Bund newspaper from years back. Having previously avoided and been prejudiced 
against the Bund’s very name as smacking of hyphenated Americanism, I was surprised, 
during this "forced feeding", to admire many of the militantly pro-American-Consti- 
tution, pro-American-Flag, patriotic American articles they published as well as the 
many provable truths about Communism and Jewry which the anti-American Jew Deal so 
frantically wants now to punish as sedition.

in Indianapolis by communistic Harold Lasswell's "charts" for the"education"of the 
jury, poor legal defense, war time hysteria, etc,) would help convict every one who 
ever bought a book from or was ever mentioned by Pelley, One exhibit introduced in 
"evidence" purported to show that defendant Elmhurst in 1941 ordered twenty five-cent 
Christmas cards from the Pelley publishing house. Another "exhibit" is the reply 
that the cards were sold out, A third "exhibit" requests some other merchandise for 
the dollar. Another "exhibit" is a letter written to Pelley by another defendant of¬ 
fering to write a series of Christian sermons for Pelley's paper, 213 Exhibits of 
such tripe were finally introduced. When a long metaphysical discussion written by 
Pelley concerning "Karma" or re-incarnation, etc,, was read, Defendant Dennis, who 
represents himself as his own attorney, arose to protest that all this was religious 
opinion not shared by himself and had nothing to do with the charge of conspiring to 
cause mutiny in U.S, armed forces. 


Of course all these exhibit papers first had had to be identified by the FBI 
agents who had seized them. 

Dog Basket, Doll Clothes "Evidence" 

One^m^^P, an FBI agent of Israelitish countenance, was on the witness 
stand for days the last of July identifying the more than 200 papers seized in a 
raid on the home of Defendant Pelley in 1942, although the mimeographed copies of 
these papers show them to have no value of any kind as evidence of anything except 
anti-Communism, anti-Semitism, or personal metaphysical theories. In cross-question¬ 
ing this FBI witness, Mr. Pelley's lawyer, Mr, Powers, was funny. With a poker face 
he stood beside the witness and asked: "Did you knock in the door?" "No,,I don't 
think the door was knocked on," "I said 'in' not 'on'", Mr, Powers replied. The wit¬ 
ness divulged how he and other FBI agents had pushed on the door until they "busted" 
it in, then proceeded to search from cellar to attic and to seize 45 boxes of papers 
and personal effects, including a picture off the wall, all of which are still held. 


"Is that the usual FBI way of entering a private home?", Mr, Powers asked. 
Again: "What we have been wondering is why you took the dog's basket 7" The witness 
said they took it to carry away Pelley 1 s private letters in, Mr, Powers asked, "Was 
there anything in your search warrant authorizing you to take doll clothes?" rt No", 
"You don’t deny taking them, do you?" "No," Later he told me they were a beautiful¬ 
ly made collection made by an old lady. They also took some dolls, "Did you think 
these were seditious?", he was asked. 


All demands by the various fighting attorneys that the search warrant be pro¬ 
duced for this raid were refused by Judge and "Persecution", acting as one. Attorney 
Gallagher, a teacher of law, cited law and case decisions showing that in conformity 
with the Constitution which guarantees a citizen security in the possession of his

a home to try to find evidence against a householder makes use of such evidence il¬ 
legal because obtained illegally - as this stuff was.

One FBI witness had testified that he made his choice of things to seize from 
the Pelley home in accordance with whether he thought they might help a sedition 
charge and mentioned seizing one letter which referred to inpeaching FDR, So, Mr, 
Dilling, on cross-questioning, asked him whether he though it were seditious to inw 
peach a public official.

From one close to Mr, Pelley I have Just received a memorandum on some of the 
vicissitudes which have, until recently, made him look more dead than alive. This 
first relates how, enroute to Washington D, C, to protest suspension of his magazine's 
mailing permit, while stopping over at the home of a friend at Darien, Conn,, April 
4th, 1942, he was arrested, the friend's home looted, he whisked away, grilled, taken 
to Indianapolis and Jailed, Not until exactly two months after his arrest was he in¬ 
dicted, June 4th, the indictment having been drawn up in Washington D.C,(dated May 4) 
then shoved through Grand Jury proceedings in Indianapolis, Attorneys Henry Schwein- 
haut of the Dept, of "Injustice" (who aided the Reds in Kentucky "civil liberties" 
cases) and Oscar Ewing, vice-chairman of the Democratic National Committee, who was 
especially appointed by FDR to prosecute him ( for anti-new Deal anti-Semitic writ¬ 
ings), came and took full charge. 

Judge Baltzel, it is 3aid, exceeded even Judge Eicher in ze$l to convict, going 
so far as to question witnesses himself as well as sustaining all prosecution and 
overruling all-defense pleas. Pelley’s defense attorneys, Oscar Smith and Mr, Chris¬ 
tian, put on a defense "less than pitiful" and it was reported that Attorney Smith 
who had a German wife, not a citizen, was"given to understand that if he did not lese 
the case to the Government his wife stood a chance to be deported to Germany, Witness¬ 
es Pelley wished to subpoena to testify at his own expense were called by Oscar Ewing

- Duriing 4ke beginnings of the trial the War Department had wired Ewing not to per 
rait the Pearl Harbor count to be discussed or defended in court in any manner, Pelley 
had challenged the truth of FDR's statement that we had lost two ships in Hawaii Dec¬ 
ember 7» • He had said in his magazine, the Galilean, we lost 15, "One year later 
Secretary Knox gave a Pearl Harbor Day statement that we had lost 16 but that did not 
revoke his sentence," He was given 15 years hard labor at Terre Haute where he was 
.put to work keeping track of hardware goods on 3000 shelves and mopping some 10,000 
square feet of cement floor space with suds every week. 

But August 28, 1942 he was yanked to Washington D, C, on the first of the three

and newspapers if Ms daughter provided them but could only see her 2 hours per month,

mo work on the case throughout the summer and Mr. Pelley became so alarmed at his 
^general predicament, and the way his appeal to the Chicago appellate court had been 
"sabotaged, that he got her to secure the services of Mm, J* Powers of Chicago, his 
present attorney* Hem ever. Ward refused to give back his retainer, so he dropped 
-#3,000 more on that..* he expects to pay Powers #25,000 for -freeing him from both 
"this present sase, the Indianapolis affair (on appeal) and the "previous frame-up s&* 
glneercd by t he same political crowd against him in North Carolina/. • Part of this, 
paid him already. He has a sizeable revenue from Ms book royalties 
ofpreviousyears. All told, to date, the Roosevelt Persecution has cost Mm in 


cash, #37,500."

His meals were* Morning, two 
pieces of fried bread with either corn syrup or gravy, and "Jail coffee"; Noon, a 
dish of potatoes, kale or cabbage, with broad and water; Night, a bowl of bean or 
carrot soup, with more bread and water,"It t^s food Ms cocker spa niel woul d have 
turned Ms nose up at in disgust, and I wouldn’t have blamed him. ^H^|^Pand Ward 
helped some by sending in boxes of bar chocolate, but when Bennett 11 (FDR’s supreme Lfl f 
head of all Federal Prisons) "learned about it, he put a stop to it. He became so Ol 
weak on this diet that after a solid year of it he couldn’t walk up and down the cor¬ 
ridor any more. Alarmed, the Jail physician put him on a special diet, which added 
a cup of milk and two frankfurters a day to the above," I saw Bennett on the witness 
stand when Attorney Laughlin was trying to force him to permit to receive

"The sudden disappearance of the Post’s reporter,' James Chinn, from the courts 
house coincided with a mild gust of news on Capitol Hill, But as a preliminary to 
Chinn’s reassignment to the Capitol, the Post in an editorial, entitled Courtroom 
Farce, described the trial as a ’sorry spectacle’ and bemoaned the fact that the de¬ 
fendants were unlikely to get anything approximately ’justice from this unhappy ex¬ 
periment, The Tfeshington paper in its exposure of the activities of some of the de¬ 
fendants two years ago, when they were before a Grand Jury', plumped and paraded the 
story in its news and editorial columns. At that time few other papers fbund the 
story As newsworthy as the actual trial, now described by the Post as a ’courtroom 
.farce,*" 
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The Washington P!J§t editorial "Mass Trial" contaH^d this: "The severance of 
three cases from Washington’s mass sedition trial is the best news that has come out 
of this dreary affair in Judge Eicher’s court. It clearly suggests belated recogni¬ 
tion of the mistake that was made in bringing 30 individuals of widely varying tem¬ 
peraments and backgrounds to trial at the same time and place for a series of alleged 
offenses classified as sedition,.,, 

"The fact that four cases have been eliminated from the trial is overshadowed, 
therefore, by the larger fact that 26 cases remain before the court. We hope that 
better progress can now be made but no end of even the presentation of evidence by 
the prosecution is in sight after 13 weeks,,. We fear that whatever may be the out¬ 
come of this trial it will stand as a black mark against American justice for many 
years to come*" 

The editorial "Courtroom Farce" contained this: "For weeks Washington has been 
aware of the farcical nature of the sedition trial that is droning on from one weary 
session to ahother in Justice Eicher’s court,,,If there were any lingering doubts as 
to the farcical nature of the trial, they must have been removed by James E, Chinn’s 
factual account of the proceedings on the ’third day of the fifteenth week' in The 
Post yesterday,,, Maes trials may possibly be successful where the issues are simple 
and the testimony is brief - or where the Russian technique of condemning the defend¬ 
ants first and putting on a trial for show is used. But where the issues are compli¬ 
cated and defendants who have not been browbeaten stand on their democratic rights, a 
trial involving more than two dozen individuals is almost certain to be a fizzle, 

,f We think the time has come to recognize the unlikelihood of securing any fair 
approximation to Justice from this unhappy experiment. The end of the Government’s 
testimony is nowhere in sight. Prosecutors have 4000 exhibits to offer in evidence 
and only about one-eighth of them are in the record at present. Then each of the 26 
defendants will have to present his case. At its present rate of progress, therefore, 
the trial may run on for several years after the war is over. Meanwhile it is gravely 
undermining confidence in American justice,,, 

"After all, this is a trial of men and women accused of sedition, not a contest 
in befuddlement. In our opinion the trial can continue its present course only at the 
cost of serious impairment of our Judicial system and the reputations of those re¬ 
sponsible for this travesty," 1

OPENE^PEECH TO THE JURY IN BEHALF OlAlZABETH DILLING 
Delivered b 7 her attorney, Albert W. Dicing, May 22, 19W- 
in the New Deal's nass "Moscow" propaganda trial. * 

MAY IT PLEASF. THE COURT, AND LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE JURY: 

The evidence introduced in this cause on behalf of Defendant Elizabeth Dilling 
will prove conclusively, not only that she has never written nor uttered a single 
word, nor ever performed a single act or had a single motive, charged by the prose¬ 
cution in the indictment herein, but that, on the contrary, her every thought, word, 
and deed since she first commenced to take an active interest in public affairs, on 
our return from Russia in the fall of 1931» has been in support end defense of our 
present form of government, the American Constitution, and the American flag, in 
support of strong national defense, and against all enemies of these, including Com¬ 
munism and all other "Isms" except Americanism; that her lone crusade has laid par¬ 
ticular stress upon Communism because of what she saw in Russia of its atheistic 
tyrrany and because of the great strides its ideology and followers have made in this 
Country in churches, educational institutions, unions and political life and power, 
particularly during the present Administration. Its actual menace'to our Christian 
institutions and to Christianity as a whole, which is Mrs. Dilling's main concern, 
will be shown with factual detail. 



As "intention" is the essence of the falsely alleged crime charged against Mrs. 
Dilling, I would like to relate something of her background in order that you ladies 
and gentlemen may better understand the intentions and motives impelling Mrs. Dilling 
to engage in this lone crusade for almost thirteen years, to the exclusion of every¬ 
thing else except her home responsibilities, expending her time, energy, peace of 
mind,and funds, and being subjected to a continual barrage of vilification and abuse 
• including criminal libel, as will be developed by testimony during this trial. 

Her Background 

££ Mrs. Dilling was born in Chicago, Illinois. Her mother's maiden name wa3 Eliz- 

5jOg abeth Harding. She was bom in Cleveland, Ohio, and her mother and father were 
u ^ Cleveland pioneers who had traveled from Philadelphia by ox team over log or "cordu- 
roy" roads in a trek consuming eight months. Mrs. Dilling's maternal grandmother was 
I English-born Jane Musquet, whose mother was English and whose father was French, her 
<3_| uncle having been a Catholic priest in Paris. She came to the United States with 

her parents at the age of nine; they were shipwrecked off the American coast and her 
,father died from exposure, Jane Musquet married Thomas Harding, also English-born, 
3 T»*>rhwho came from a family in which there was a long line of Church of England bishops. 
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Mrs. Dilling's father, a celebrated physician and surgeon, was Dr. Lafayette 
Kirkpatrick, The name "Lafayette" was given him because one of his maternal ances¬ 
tors had met and admired General Lafayette at the time of the American War for Inde¬ 
pendence. His great grandfather was born in Virginia. Before that, the Kirkpatricks 
had come from the north of Ireland, where they had fled from Scotland to escape pol¬ 
itical persecution. The Kirkpatrick estate still exists at Rathfreelnnd, County 
Down, Ireland. 


After Dr. Kirkpatrick's death, when Mrs. Dilling was six weeks old and her bro¬ 
ther, Lafayette Harding Kirkpatrick, seven years old, Mrs. Dilling's mother brought 
them up alone. Mrs. Dilling has often told audiences about her mother, with her 
sister and English-born mother, making an 8 months' tour of Europe at the time Mrs. 

, Dilling's mother was about twenty years old and about all of them having cried with 
joy when they caught sight of the Statue of Liberty on their return; how the arrogant 
attitude of the British toward even English-born American citizens had nettled them 
and made them realize that their allegiance to America, like that of George Washing¬ 
ton, also of English ancestry, was 10056, without hyphenation. Mrs, Dilling has often 
told how in childhood, she used to think that it was silly of her mother to cry about 
getting home; that if she ever got to travel abroad she would only cry because the

From her mother she inherited the desire to see the world and before we were 
married (May 8, 1918) she had traveled with her mother and brother all over the . 
United States and into Canada and Mexico and had literally "seen America first". 


We shall show how Mrs, Billing's opposition before Pearl Harbor to United States 
involvement in World War number two started in 1923, many years prior to the rise 
of Hitler, During World War number one she knitted scarves for soldiers to "help 
make the world s afe for democra cy"^Ir^923t I hadoccasion to go to London and took 

Dilling and along. On that trip, 

Mrs, Dilling was amzec^^rfricwkot one person in England and Franee to whom she h/( 
talked (and Mrs, Dilling speaks, reads and writes French fluently) who would admit ' 
that the United States deserved any credit for or had anything to do with winning 
World War number one. They merely berated us for not coming in sooner. They called 
the United States "Uncle Shylock" for making any mention of war or post-war debts. 

In a huge panorama in Paris, depicting the nations that had participated in the World 
War on the allied side, Mrs. Dilling was perturbed to note that the American flag and 
any United States representation were conspicuous by their absence. She questioned 
the guide but he could make no explanation as to why they were absent. 

Upholds U.S.A. and U«S, Navy 

Our little boy wore a cap with the words "U.S.Navy" on the ribbon and this 
elicited more than one insult from perfect strangers, British travelers we encounter¬ 
ed, When for the second time the remark was made, "That is quite a Joke, that navy 
of yours, isn't it?", Mrs. Dilling finally replied in exasperation, "I don't know 
that it is such a Joke. It has been able to lick Great Britain twice and I think it 
could do it again 1" The same attitude was evident in 1928 when we were touring North 
Africa. For instance at Biskra at the edge of the Sahara desert, in a long conver¬ 
sation Mrs. Dilling had with a well-informed British woman who also maintained that 
the Americans had done nothing in the World War, were crude, were Shylocks, mongrels, 
etc,, when Mrs. Dilling spoke of the high prices end difficulty in securing help 
during the War, this woman characteristically replied, "I can't see what possible 
difference the War could have made to you Americans!" British newspapers continuous¬ 
ly up to and including the summer of 1939 when our entire family toured England and 
■other countries,reflected the same critical anti-American attitudes. 


We shall show that all of such first-hand experience on many family trips abroad, 
engendered in Mrs. Dilling a conviction that our participation and sacrifices in 
World War number one were not only unappreciated but had bred positive Jealousy,envy, 
and enmity towards us on the part of those allies whom we hax aided. Repeatedly, she 
declared that we would be suckers to ever again become embroiled in the quarrels and 
wars of Europe and that George Washington's advice to avoid entangling foreign allian¬ 
ces had been right in that respect as in others.

The evidence will show that Mrs. Dilling and I met in the summer of 1917 and 
were married on May 8, 1918, at LaPorte, Indiana, in a civil ceremcmy, which was

World Travel 

Prosecutor Rogge referred to Mrs. Dllling traveling In Germany as though this 
were a crime* The evidence will show that Mrs. Pilling is known as a world traveler 
and that a very small part of her travels have been in Germany. On our 1923 trip 
abroad we traveled extensively in Franco, Italy, Genoa, Naples, Florence, Italian 
Lake District and Rome, and while in Rome had en audience with the Pope, in Switz¬ 
erland, Holland, Belgium and Eh gland, having crossed on the Fhglish ship, the Beren- 
garia and returning on the British ship Regina via the Thousand Islands, Montreal, 
Quebec, etc.

igland on the British WhW§ Star liner, the Olympic, spent aome time sightseeing ^ 
-Around London, traveled down through France and into Italy where we embarked from 
Alaples for Algiers in North Africa. We spent ten days traveling across Algiers and 
Tunisia by private auto provided by the Transatlantic^ or French Line Company which 
■ Also owned the French hotels at which we stopped. We sailed from Tunis Tor Naples 
•on a small French ship and embarked at Naples for Palestine on the British liner 
Samaria stopping enroote at Athens TSreeee. Landing at Haifa we proceeded to Jerusalem 
where we spent about a week sightseeing and attended the Christmas midnight service 
wt the Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem, staying at a monastery with other pil- 
■grims. On Christmas Day the four of us rode around the walls of old Jerusalem on 
donkeys. We then went to Egypt visiting Cairo, the pyramids, Luxor on the Nile where 
ICJLrig Tufs end othel* tombs were visited. We embarked from Alexandria for Sicily, 
traveling dp through Italy and France and spending considerable time in Paris before 
returning to the United States on the French liner "He de France". Numerous trips 
to Cuba, Florida, etc., were made by the family. 


In 1931, all four of ub took a West Indies cruise on the Holland America liner 
•• Volendam, visiting Cuba and various cities on it, Martinique, Puerto Rico, Virgin 
Islands, Dutch Curacao, British Bermuda, Barbadoes, Trinidad, Panama, Caracas, Ven- 
. euela, etc. The following summer, 1931, all four of us took a North Cape Cruise 
on the German Hamburg Amerika liner Reliance which included Iceland, Spitsbergen, 
the North Cape and tours into the fjords of Norway all the way down its coast. We 
visited Leningrad and Moscow, Russia, Helsingfors, Finland, Stockholm, Sweden, Ham¬ 
burg and Berlin, Germany, at which time there war street fighting going on in Berlin 
between Nazis and Communists. We then spent considerable time in Paris before sail¬ 
ing for home. 


In 1932 all four of us sailed from San Francisco on the American Dollar Line 
ship "Hoover" visiting Hawaii, Japan, Hong Kong and Shanghai China, the Phillipines, 
Celebes, Bali, Java, Singapore and back to the United States again via three Dutch 
liners, a Japanese and an American ship, visiting China and Japan again enroute to 
British Columbia snd the United States. 

In February, 1934, while Mrs. Dilling's Red Network was on the press, she and I 
■ sailed from New Orleans on a United Fruit line boat for Vera Cruz, Mexico and spent 
a week or more sightseeing around Mexico City. 

The stunner of 1934, with the objective of seeing the world famous Passion Flay 
on the life of Christ, at Gberammergau, which was having a special presentation, we 
sailed, all four of us, on the German liner Bremen landing in England. We left there 
leter to spend considerable time In Paris then through Italy into Germany where we 
excursioned down the Rhine, saw the Passion Play, then visited Austria, Holland, 
Switzerland, returned io France and sailed for home on the German ship Europa. 

^^^Er^932^fhen I could not leave because of urgent business, Mrs. Pilling took 

a West Indies, North Africa, Mediterranean Cruise on the French 
ship ChampTali^topping at some of the Balearic and Canary islands, Algiers, Dakar, 
Casablanca, Morocco, in North Africaj they traveled up througj^rancefroj^arseilies 
tol^urdes, and Carcasso ne. to Paris w here Mrs. Dilling^HH|H||mHil^|fl^^ 
while she spent some time visaing in England and 

ove^T^Germany from ther^n^oac^on a hurried trip, spending two days in Germany 
out of curiosity to find out whether or not they were starving as the press was then 
reporting, before sailing for home on the French liner Normandie from Ehgland. 

In tbs' summer of 1938 when the civil war was raging in Spain and Communist bst¬ 
allions were being sent from the United States and other countries to aid the Red 
coalition of Communists, Socialists and Anarchists which formed the backbone of the 
loyalist regime, Mrs. Pilling went alone to see first-hand what was happening there. 
She sailed on an Italian liner for Lisbon, Portugal, carrying press credentials.

There she received a message from Aroer- 
lean friends, then touring Europe in thoir own station wagon, urging her to stay over 
a sailing and see the big war shows to be held in Germany, She cancelled her return 
sailing on the liner Rex and spent, of the intervening two weeks, some days in Czech¬ 
oslovakia, snd Vienna, and six days in Germany where a million visitors and repre¬ 
sentatives of the press of the entire world were gathered, then flew to Naples snd 
sailed for home on the Italian liner Conte di Savoie* I mot her at New York harbor.

How She Became Anti-Communist 


We shall show in this case that Mrs, Pigling’s fight against the spread of Com¬ 
munism in the United States started on our return from Russia, in the fall of 1931, 
where she was shocked not only by general conditions, for instance the deserted chil¬ 
dren and other results of atheistic Communism, but by the gorgeous churches such as 
St, Isaac*s Cathedral in Leningrad and the Church of the Redeener in Moscow, both of 
which she visited, that had been converted into anti-religious Musoums filled with 
displays ridiculing Jesus Christ as a bootlegger, Christian Holy Communion as can¬ 
nibalism, Christianity as rubbish impeding the "Five Year Plan" and to be dumped out, 
etc/ As the guide announced that the exquisite marble Church of the Redeemer was to 
be dynamited, as it later was, to make way for a"Palace of Soviets" surmounted by a 
huge statue of anti-Christian Lenin and Mrs* Pilling contrasted the church’s paint¬ 
ings of the Redeemer with the blasphemous anti-Christ displays, she was filled with 
a loathing of this atheistic cornerstone principle of Marxian Communism that has ever 
since animated her opposition to it. 

Against World Red Revolution 


Her visit to the Revolutionary Museum at Moscow was another shock. There a huge 
map illuminated with electric lights showing Communist centers all over the United 
States and other parts of the world was shown, also a map with our cities renamed 
after the coming "Revolution" in honor of leading American Communists, Cleveland to 
be "Ruthenberg", Petroit to be "Lewistown", etc. The guide boastfully announced, 

"Of course, our World Revolution will start with China and end with the United 
States", At that tin>6 she had no knowledge of any "World Revolution", Upon our re¬ 
turn to the United States her concern steadily increased to discover the mass of dis¬ 
guised Communist propaganda and the power it had, concerning which she had previously 
' been "sound asleep" as most good Americans are even to this day. 


The next year when our family toured the Orient, including Singapore, the Putch 
East Indies, Hawaii, the Phillipines, Celebes, Bali, Java, Japan and China, on inves¬ 
tigation, she became more concerned to discover that at least a fourth of China had 




already been Sovietized t^^ugh the efforts of Communist sSSfifat Sen and Soviet 
Russia, So, apparently, the boasted 'World Revolution" was progressing. She, had founc^ 
on our return from Russia, by chance, that people were interested in seeing the 
motion pictures we took in Russia and had been lecturing gratis for American Legion 
posts and other patriotic societies. In 1932, as she became more and more aware of 
Communist propaganda at home, she started writing articles for a small paper publish¬ 
ed in Wilmette, Illinois, a suburb of Chicago adjoining our home in Kenilworth, Her 
first article, entitled, "Red Revolution - Do We Want It Here?", was followed by a 
series of others all warning against Communism's boasted coming Revolution, The 
whole series was reprinted by the National office of the patriotic Daughters of the 
American Revolution, or D.A.R., and distributed to its chapters all over the United 
States, 

The "pamphlet" she next decided to prepare, cataloguing principal radical or¬ 
ganizations, leaders and fellow-travelers, grew into a labor of some fourteen months 
and was printed in April 1934 as a cloth-bound book of over 350 pages which she en¬ 
titled "The Red Network - A. 'Who's Who' and Handbook of Radicalism for Patriots", 

The evidence will show that Mrs. Dilling's lectures since 1933 and this book since 
1934 have been recommended by the National Sojourners, an organization composed of 
Army and Navy officers, the past and present National Directors of the National 
Americanism Commission of the American Legion, the American Coalition of Patriotic 
Societies comprising over one hundred old-line patriotic organizations, and many 
other patriotic organizations and leaders. Several times "The Red Network* was rec¬ 
ommended for the use of all members of the armed forces by the "Army and Navy Reg¬ 
ister", including the issue of June 8th, 1940, only twenty days before the passage 
of the anti-Communist sedition bill under which Mrs, Dilling now stands falsely in- 
dioted as an alleged "seditionist" and conspirator against her country. 

Her Patriotic Addresses 


We shall ask you ladies and gentlemen of the jury to decide whether, when Mrs,

cans hold dear, or were they, as you would have to infer from the indictment herein 
and from Prosecutor Rogge's 60 -called "Opening Statement",applauding an address in¬ 
tended to undermine the morale of the armed forces,"soften up and disintegrate the 
social stature", and aid in setting up a Nazi totalitarian form of government in the 
United States? 


Her Writings Documented 

We shall show that Mrs. Djiiing» 8 writings have never been refuted as to facts 
by anyone and that her continual research resulted in her issuing her second book in 
1936 entitled "THE ROOSEVELT RED RECORD AND ITS BACKGROUND", a 439-page cloth-bound 
volume which includes a 36-page "Who’s Who" of radical "Roosevelt Appointees, Advis¬ 
ors and Supporters", and which contains one chapter entitled "The 1931 'Progressive 
Conference and Roosevelt",relating how radicals of all hues and from all Parties met 
in the 1931 conference and decided that Honorable Franklin D, Roosevelt should be 
nominated for President in 1932, as the logical man to lead the projected Socialist- 
Communist "revolution" in this Country, later written up by Mr, Roosevelt's admiring 
biographer Ernest K, Lindley as "The Roosevelt Revolution", Mrs, Dilling's same 
book also contains a chapter showing how, after election, the "New Deal" proceeded 
to enact into law almost all of the 1932 platform of the Socialist Party and much of 
the 1932 platform of the Communist Party, 

Brandels 


On page 1880 of the transcript of the record is this statement by Prosecutor 
Rogge: "For instance, the evidence will show that they" (the defendants) "pointed 
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and then called him a com- 
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oyt that Supreme 35®rt Justice Louis Brandeis was 

mun^st. The fact that Justice Brandeis was appointed to the Supreme Court in 1916 
before the Conmunist revolution even began made no difference to the defendants, for 
to Nasi propagandists the truth is totally immaterial," This statement is as illog¬ 
ical and false as the indictment itself. The Communist Manifesto by Karl Marx and 
Friedrich Ehgels, the "Bible" of Communism, was issued in 1846 and motivated later 
German revolutions, the Paris Commune of 1870, the 1905 revolution in Russia, etc. 

Since Prosecutor Rogge has raised the question, the report of the Joint Investigating 
Conroittee of the Senate and House of the Arkansas General Assembly in 1935 will be 
introduced, citing, as quoted in a chapter of Mrs. Pilling 1 s book, "The Roosevelt 
Red Record and Its Background", entitled "Coranonwealth College - Red ’Pest House 1 
Contaminating the South", how Communism, with its free love, atheism, nude bathing, 
etc,, formed, as it.were, part of the school's curriculum, how it was aided by the 
New Deal and interwoven with the Roosevelts and other New Deal officials, being sub¬ 
sidized first by the Communist Garland Fund, and later aided by several members of 
Justice Brandeis'iained^te family, and that its largest single contributors were . - 

Justice^flmmiHHBl More recently the school reportedly was closed up by a IqJ—' 
local juog^Snder the Arkansas anarchy statute for having the Communist haraner and 
sickle insignia imbedded in the concrete of one of its buildings,' 

Refuting New Deal's "Under Cover " 


We shall show that Mrs. Dilling's research snd patriotic work were carried on 
from our home until February, 1938, at which time our children were occupied in 
school activities all day and did not need their mother's supervision at home during 
the day, February 1, 1938, she moved the three women working for her to an office in 
the same Chicago building where my office has been located since 1923 and gave it 
the name of "Patriotic Research Bureau" but that she is and has been from the start 
the director, owner and sole person responsible for all of its policies and activ¬ 
ities, That in connection with all of her work she has had my hearty, 100^ cooper¬ 
ation and support and that as her finances permitted she engaged others to assist 
her in following and indexing radical activities. Until she moved her work downtown, 
and in a lesser degree afterwards, I handled virtually all of the distribution of 
her books, wrapping them myself in my spare time or having them wrapped in my office, 
billing bookstores for them, etc, Mrs, Dilling knew very little about book orders 
that came in or the disposition of them, I cashed the cheques, paid the printer as 
we secured copies, etc. We shall show that these books are factual and carefully 
documented, and were distributed at bare cost, if not less than bare cost, by Mrs, 
Dilling with my cooperation, from purely patriotic motives. We shall show that Mrs, 
Dilling, since 1931* has purchased every piece of available radical literature that 
she could afford to buy, to aid her in her research work, end that she has purchased 
and read the loading Communist, Socialist, and Jewish publications (including those 
of B'nai B'rith) in order to intelligently follow their activities and policies now 
so greatly in power in the United States, 

The Red Network 


The evidence will show that the "Who's Who" section of her book, "The Red Net¬ 
work" contains some 1300 names and that she has been falsely accused of labeling all 
of them "Communists", whereas, as a matter of fact, on page 258 of that book the 
following statement appears, clearly setting forth her positions "THIS 'WHO'S WHO* 
list3 one or more of the affiliations of about 1300 persons who are or have been mem¬ 
bers of Communist, Anarchist, Socialist, I«W,W, or Pacifist-controlled organizations, 
and who, thru.these memberships, knowingly or unknowingly, have contributed in some 
measure to one or more phases of the Red movement in the United States," 

Mrs, F,D,R's Protege Calls Her Militarist 

,We shall show how radicals, including Mrs. Roosevelt, are always for "Pacifism" 
or the disarmament of a government until their party achieves power and then like 
Stalin, Hitler, and other dictatorships, are for extreme militarism. We shall show 
that during the years when Mrs, Dilling was urging a sensible sound national defense 
program, Mrs, Roosevelt and others now powerful in the New Deal were urging total 
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-•And complete disarmament c>4^^ e Halted State*, «ven to Xorbi^Sing children to pipy 
-with toy soldiers* We shall show that In the book written by one of lire. Robsevelt's 
Bed Jewish proteges, Joe Lash, then head of the Conmunlst American Student Union and 
acre recently her personal aide,and one Wechsler, a fellow Jewish Bed, Issued in 
1936-7 and entitled "WAR: OUR HERITAGE”, Mrs. Wiling is represented as a militar¬ 
istic upbuilder of army morale, while the bock denounces the R.O.T.C. philosophy as 
that of "Mein Kampf”, opposes all military training, ell sedition laws, all appro¬ 
priations for the Army and Navy, supports the Oxford Oath never to uphold this 
Country in any war, and eulogises Soviet Russia as a Socialist state. Bruce Bliven, 
—editor of the Red magazine "Mew Republic" and recent amearer of Congress and all 
■isolationists, in hiB introduction to the above mentioned book, -eulogizes the revoL- 
. ntionary strikes in colleges against all national defense staged fay the Communist- 
Socialist American Student Union which Lash headed and praises '"The change in gener¬ 
al attitude” 1 as the result of them stating, to quote, "The college presidents now 
realize that in lining up against student pacifism they are allying themselves with 
• such people as Hearst, Mrs* Dilling and the D.A.R." And yet the Prosecution herein 
has had the effrontery to Indict Mrs. Dilling for allegedly conspiring to undermine 
the morale of the armed forces for the purpose of "softening up and disintegrating 
the social structure” and overthrowing our present form of government and setting up 
a dictatorship. 

Was Mot Anti-Semitic 


It will be shown that none of her attacks upon any person have been in any aense 
"personal" or bas$d upon any consideration of race, color, or creed, and that the 
radicalism and subversive activities of the particular individual based on documen¬ 
tation has been the sole basis of her listings. That she has carefully refrained in 
all her activities from any showing of anti-Semitism but that she has been forced 
into an appearance of being anti-Semitic by the Jews themselves who have vilified and 
attacked her with ever Increasing enmity and fury since 1931 because of her purely 
pro-Christian, pro-American, anti-Communist work. 


We shall shew that at the start of Mrs. Dllllng's anti-Communist work she was 
so naive that she offered through me to speak and ahow her Russian movies gratis to 
any Jewish organization In the Chicago vicinity and that I made that offer to one 
^m^B^^o^th^Ant^^efamation League of B'nai B'rith. He turned this offer over to 

Glencoe, Illinois, synagogue the British Communist, John 
Evelyn Strachey,was arrested for deportation. Needless to say, the offer was never 
taken up. B'nai B'rith, as will be shown, has been the spearhead of the "Smear Bund” 
the Joint Jewish Council urging this present indictment, the Council being composed 
of the Jewish labor Conmittee, claiming a half million socialist laborite members, 
the wealthy, powerful American Jewish Conmittee oentered in Mew York, and the social¬ 
istic pro-Conmunist Zionist American Jewish Congress Weeded by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
whose Red record has been well covered by Mrs. Billing, which operates Soviet-like 
cooperatives and Institutions In Palestine. 

We shall show that so opposed has Mrs. Dilling been to attacks upon persons of 
race, color, or creed, that in 1932 when she, with my assistance, organized "The 
Paul Reveres", sb a patriotic organization to uphold Americanism in opposition to all 
other "Isms”, she made an agreement with It., Colonel Edwin Marshall Hadley who acted 
as its president, that Jews should not be barred from its membership. Col. Hadley 
had had a distinguished record of service in World War No. 1. He and Mrs. Bi l l i ng 
and Qne Mr. Shepard, another World War veteran and American Legionnaire, were its ln- 
. corporators and I handled the incorporation. When, in 1933,'Col.‘Hadley insisted 
'that patriotic Jewish members be barred from a San Diego chapter organized by a 
friend of Mrs. DiHing’a, this chapter withdrew and Mrs. Dilling resigned. let from 
the moment that Mrs. Billing started opposing Communism, she has been unceasingly 
vilified as "a/iti-Sendtio” by Jewish people. It was with reluctance that she set 
out to study the reasons why this was so. 
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:ti-3emitism - Talmm 

, Since the Prosecution has chosen to label so-c^C.ed "anti-Semitism" as one of 
the two main weapons pf so-called "Naziism", the other being "anti-Ccmraunism", and 
to construe it as a seditious orime, it will be necessary for us to show that so- 
called "anti-Semitic" writings precede Hitlerism by several thousand years in both 
Old and New Testaments of the Holy Bible; that in the 23rd chapter of St, Matthew, 
Jesus Christ's denunciation of the Pharisees whose schools compiled the Jewish "Bible" 
or Talmud, the most immoral and most criminal teachings of anti-Gentile racial hatred 
ever conceived, was a Justified denunciation; that Talmudic teachings arc responsible 
for self-defense reactions against Jewry in all centuries and countries causing its 
volumes to be burned and suppressed by Popes and governments down through the ages 
when they learned the criminality it taught. We shall show that Mrs. Dilling has 
never criticized Jewry only insofar as its organized policies or teachings conflict 
with the rights of Christians to read and preach the Gospel as it is written, which 
B'nai B'rith continually seeks to prevent, and insofar as organized Jewish policies, 
domestic and foreign, appear to conflict with the best interests of tho Gentile Amer¬ 
ican majority. We shall show that because Mrs. Dilling does believa in democratic 
self government under the American Constitution, sho opposes the suppression of the 
civil rights of the Gentile majority by a Jewish minority seeking' to subvert our Con¬ 
stitutional form of government. 


We shall show by irrefutable evidence that B’nai B'rith,the principal subject 
of Mrs. Dilling's book "The Octopus", written in 1940, under a pen name at my in¬ 
sistence, is the main pressure force behind this indictment, that it is a world-wide 
anti-Christian, pro-Corcmunist secret Jewish fraternal society which operates a net¬ 
work of spies and constitutes a real, colossally financed, not a nebulous,fictional 
conspiracy against the civil liberties and freedom of worship of the Christian Gen¬ 
tile American majority. 


Boasts of its Marxism 


We shall prove by voluminous documentary evidence that leading Jewish writers 
honored by organized world Jewry boast that Communist and other Red revolutionary 
movements derive their dangerous subversive power from Jewish leadership which pre¬ 
dominates in all Marxist parties, using varied names, in this and other countries. 
While the opinion held by sane, as expressed by Prosecutor Rogge, that "all Jews arc 
Communists", a statement which he falsely attributed to all the defendants # is untrue, 
this opinion may be attributed to the fact that Jews as a whole will permit no other 
Jew to be criticized for Communism or for anything else and that Jews, the world over 
immediately flock to the aid of any other Jew who may be attacked, even though the 
attack be truthful, necessary, proper and helpful to the best interests of the Jews 
themselves, "And Jesus wept", as Scripture states, over that very fact. 

lasswell 

The Prosecution will introduce the communistic Professor Lasswell's theory 
charts in an effort to prove that any criticism of the President, the New Deal, Jew¬ 
ish policies, or Communists, is Naziism, that so-called anti-Semitism is Naziism. So 
we shall have to introduce experts on the Talmud and on the Bible to show that Chris¬ 
tian teachings, as in the time of the Apostles when Jesus Christ was convicted of 
sedition, demand opposition to criminal Judaistic anti-Christian teachings, and that 
such opposition has nothing to do with Naziism. 

Definition of Communism 

Twice Prosecutor Rogge made the same reference to"international bankers" in an 
effort to clear them of connection with Jewry and to make all charges that there are 
any such connections appear to be Nazi propaganda. On page 1878 of the Record he 
says: "Accordingly the defendants, just as the Nazis in Germany had done before them, 
called international bankers Jews; and they called all Jews communists, which, as I 
pointed out this morning, makes international bankers communists-, when, of course, 
they arc just, tho opposite,"

Evidence will show that there exists in this Country today what has been recent¬ 
ly referred to by a prominent member of Congress over a Nation-wide radio hook-up as 
the "Smear Bund" and that the inspiration and force behind that "Smear Bund" is pre¬ 
dominantly Jewish; evidence will show that the following organizations and persons 
among others are part of that "Smear Bund": B'nai B'rith, international, pro-Commun- 
ist, anti-Christian Jewish secret society, which seeks to interfere with Christian 
Passion Plays, Sunday School and Bible teachings and radio preaching of the Gospel.

* The evidence will show that this combined Jewish Red "pressure group" was; the 
inspiration of the indictment herein and of this prosecution and that it was press¬

New Deal Dictator "Purge " 

The evidence will show that this prosecution is not brought in good faith again- 
st the defendants herein but that it is merely part of the conspiracy on the part 
of certain Communist and Jewish interests in which certain officials of the present 
national administration have joined, to subvert our present form of government and 
set up in this Country an absolute dictatorship intended to be patterned after Soviet 
Russia, which has many of the earmarks of the very Nazi or Fascist dictatorship which 
the defendants herein are charged with attempting to set up.

seeks through a misapplication of the very statute enacted as a protection against 
the very Communists who now compose such a potent part of that administration and 
who are loudest in their demands for a "fourth term", to stifle all criticism of the 
administration and its policies. That no dictatorship can be set up without a 
"purge" of some kind and that the present prosecution, if successful, will be but the 
first of a long line of "purge trials" to insure the successful culmination of the 
conspiracy. The second step is to complete the subjugation of our courts. 

The Sedition Act 

As revealed by the transcript of record herein, on page 1939, Prosecutor Rogge 
in his so-called "Opening Statement" stated that the Act of June 28, 1940, under 
which the indictment herein is laid, was passed to "meet the challenge of the Nazis 
and the defendants". As a matter of fact, that is not true. The evidence will Show 
that said Act was passed at the request of Army and Navy officers to combat a very 
real and present Conmunist menace and to prevent almost daily overt acts of sedition 
being committed by Conmunists in units of our armed forces, both in the Navy and in 
the Army, The evidence will further show that the Army and the Navy had long sought 
to secure passage of the Act or one similar to it but that in that effort they were 
consistently blocked by forces in the present administration that were friendly to 
Communists and Communism,

Rogge*8 Hate Speech 


fti page 1825 of the transcript of record, it is revealed that Prosecutor Rogge 
reached the "low" in his so-called "Opening Statement" that in its entirety sets a 
new record in that respect, when he in a false blanket accusation accuses all of the 
defendants herein of having ‘•talked in terms ,,, of hanging people from lamp posts". 

On page 1832, he repeats the charge in the following language: "They" (the defendants 
herein) "wanted to get us to hate some of our fellow-Americans, in fact, to hang them 
from lamp posts." Prosecutor Rogge makes no attempt to tell you which one of the 
defendants, if in fact one of them ever did, advocated "hanging people from lamp 
posts", but seeks rather to leave in your minds the impression that all of the defend¬ 
ants did so, I know that, so far as Mrs. Dilling is concerned at least, the charge 
is but one ef many malicious, diabolical falsehoods, and I doubt very much the ability 
of Prosecutor Rogge to prove that any defendant advocated it. 


In his so-called "Opening Statement", Prosecutor Rogge sought to charge the de¬ 
fendants herein with responsibility for all of the "hate" that is rife in the world 
today; for instance, as revealed on page 1829 of the transcript of record, he said: ; 
"According to conspirator Hitler, people had to learn to hate and hate and again hate l 1 
And, of course, since the defendants herein are charged with responsibility for every¬ 
thing Hitler has done and stands for, that statement is intended to reflect upon them. 
Now what was Prosecutor Rogge’s purpose in throwing into his so-called "Opening State¬ 
ment" the two gratuitous references to the defendants desiring to "hang people from 
lamp posts"? Was it to create love in your hearts towards the defendants herein? Or 
was it, instead, to cause you to " hate and hate and again hate " them so that it would 
be utterly impossible for you to give them a fair and impartial trial? Prosecutor 
Rogge's speech was not an Opening Statement in the legal sense. It was a political 
propaganda talk. 

Free Speech 

As appears on page 1841 of the transcript of record, Prosecutor Rogge made a 
statement that, coming from him, is amazing; he said: "Freedom of speech is one of the 
great rights protected by the Constitution," He then, illogically, sought to compare 
what the defendants herein are alleged to have done with the act of a man "falsely 
shouting 'Fire' in a crowded theater to cause a panic", having borrowed the illustra¬ 
tion from a decision of the Supreme Court of the United States holding that such 
action would not entitle the offender to the protection of the "free speech" provision 
of the Constitution. The comparison is Ill ogical and far-fetched, but while Prose* - 



•cutor.Rogge was attemjdj^ to instruct you with regard |A”free speech”, he might also- 
have toljl you about the "clear and present danger" rule expounded by the Supreme "Cottrt 
of the United States which holds, in substance, that free speech shall be barred only- 
in cases where there is a "clear and present danger" that the language complained of 
will cause the unlawful result that is feared, I strongly urge upon you to remember 
also that the same, identical part of the Constitution to which Prosecutor Rogge r&- 
ferred guarantees to all Americans the further rights of ‘‘freedom of the press, free- 
dom of worship, freedom of assembly, and the right to petition Congress for a redresB 
of grievances, 

Lend-Lease Fight Was Legal 

Mrs. Dilling was merely exercising her Constitutional right to oppose proposed 
legislation and petition Congress early in 1941, when, as evidence will show, she 
came to Washington and opposed the so-called "Lend-Lease Act”, then designated as 
House Bill 1776, The evidence will show that she issued a plea to her friends and 
followers to accompany her to Washington to beg Senators to oppose Bill 1776, on the 
ground that it was a '‘war-dictatorehip measure", although its proponents were then 
calling it a "peace measure" or "a measure for all aid to Britain short of war”, 

Lend-Lease An Act of War 

It has been recently stated by a high Jewish authority#: "I happen to be among 
those who believe we did not go to war because we were attacked at Pearl Harbor be ¬ 
cause we had gone to war when we made the Lend-Lease declaration ,,« That declaration 
was an affirmative act on our part and a warlike act," This statement confirms Mrs, 
Dilling 1 s appraisal of that legislation. 

The evidence will show that a number of mothers, some having as many as five sons^ 
came to Washington at their own expense or through the aid of friends, some of them 
aiding each other, during consideration of the Bill in the Senate, to aid in opposing- 
itj that there was no organization but merely a spontaneous response on the part of 
mothers who, like Mrs, Dilling, believed that defeat of this legislation constituted 
the surest way to keep their draft-age sons out of the war; that merely through per¬ 
sonal friendship and by common consent, Mrs, Dilling was looked upon as the leader of 
the group and that the name "Mothers 1 Crusade Against Bill 1776" was adopted to de¬ 
scribe the activity. That the slogan adopted by these mothers was: "Kill Bill 1776, 
Not Our Boys", It is a matter of public knowledge that the Lend-Lease Act did pass,_ 
and the evidence will show that Mrs. Dilling joined all other loyal, patriotic Amer¬ 
icans in accepting it as law, though she continued to have grave doubts as to its 
constitutionality. 


New Deal Persecution Follows 

The evidence will show that shortly thereaf ter, in the sum mer of 1941, a special 
agent of the Department of Internal Revenue, one^^BHHIBl who happened to be 
Jewish, appeared in Chicago with his credentials and two identical letters, one ad¬

March 20, 1933 at the invitation of its Commander, Paul G, Armstrong, now selective 
service director for the State of Illinois, were guilty of applauding an address cal¬ 
culated to undermine the morale of the armed forces and to overthrow the government

Mrs. Dilling is a constant student of the Bible and a cover-to-cover believer in 
it. She became vitally interested in studying it, on her return from Russia, in its 
relation to current events under the direction of the late Mrs. Iris I. McCord who was 
radio teacher of the Bible over the Moody Bible Institute radio for over 14 years. 

Under her auspices Mrs. Dilling spoke a number of times on Moody radio programs and at 
gatherings and church meetings especially arranged for the purpose of hearing her. 

It will be shown that Mrs. Dilling has also addressed Catholic women's clubs, the 
Knights of Columbus, a Catholic college, convent, etc. 

Pen Name Called "Allas " 

The evidence will show that Mrs, Dilling published her third book, entitled 
"The Octopus", under a pen name against her own best judgment and contrary to • * 

her own wishes, since she felt that any attempt whatsoever at anonymity would be con¬ 
strued as a 8how of weakness on her part and would intensify the abuse, vilification 
and.persecution to which she had been consistently subjected from the very moment when 
she started to fight Communism, In this she was right. But she did finally consent to 
use a pen name at my insistence, because I felt that her anti-radical activities,-in 
which I had joined and cooperated whole-heartedly, had handicapped me enough in my 
effort to make a suitable living for myself and my family.

most careful reading and examination of these books. Mrs. Dilling stands ready to pro¬ 
duce the documentation for any fact or reference contained in all three of these books 
as well as her other writings and bulletins. 


Likewise, I intend, if permitted, to introduce into evidence in this case copies 
of all writings still available put out at any time by Mrs. Dilling in connection with 
her lone crusade in behalf of Christianity and Americanism, and I know with certainty 
that the collection of such documents will be complete for the period from June 28, 
1940, down to the present date, I shall likewise urge your most careful consideration 
of those documents, in the event that they are admitted in evidence, I challenge the 
prosecution herein to point out one word in anything that Mrs. Dilling has ever writ¬ 
ten that is against our form of government or that advocates any other form of govern¬ 
ment or that shows any intent except to defend our form of government and our demo¬ 
cratic rights and liberties guaranteed by it, from itB enemies, I further challenge 
the prosecution herein to prove by competent, unperjured testimony that Mrs, Dilling 
has ever uttered one word or performed one act that might even remotely be construed 
to bear out the false charges in this indictment. When the end of this trial has been 
reached, I shall ask you ladies and gentlemen whether Mrs. Dilling's activities, as 
revealed by her writings and by the evidence produoed herein, taken as a whole, do not 
justify the slogan »hich she has carried since 1938 on her letterhead ..and at the mast¬ 
head of her monthly "Bulletin" or "Round Table Letter", namely, "For the Defense of 
Christianity and Americanism ", rather than the charge made against her in the in¬ 
dictment herein. 

* Note: In a criminal trial the Prosecutor outlines, in his opening speech to the 
jury, what he expects to prove against the defendant. The defendant's attorney in his 
opening speech then outlines what the defense will be, "Persecutor" Rogge's fantastic 
"world-wide conspiracy" and secret "armies" opening speech against the 30 poor defen¬ 
dants included as the specific charges he would prove against me: that I had been to 
Germany; that I had received copies of World Service, an anti-Communist publication 
put out in Germany; that I had distributed anti-Lend Lease cartoons (representing the 
Lend-Lease Bill crucifying Uncle Sam). Mr. Dilling had to brief this defense state¬ 
ment because the Judge limited defense statements to 30 minutes, whereas he allowed 
Prosecutor Rogge to rant his fantastic libelous drivel for three hours .

Dear Mr. Hull: 

On Tuesday afternoon, Aug. 22, your associate, Mr. Breckenrldge 
Long, telephoned my apartment at the Hotel Willard, and asked that I 
put down In writing my viewpoint concerning the present conference at 
- ’ Dumbarton Oaks, 

I thereupon, telephoned Mr, Hughes, your secretary, to ascertain 
If Mr. Long had made this suggestion at your Instigation. Ho assured 
me that Mr. Long was acting under your direction. 

I am therefore presenting this letter In person, this 23rd day 
of August, 1944. As tho Presidential nominee of the America First 
Party and the titular head of this young party, I am authorized to 
make the following observations end protests and accusations. I speak 
for millions of Nationalists not represented in this parley. 

1. We bollevo that tho Dumbarton Oaks Conference Is being con¬ 
ducted In a way foreign to our American traditions. 

2. We believe that tho exclusion of the press Is un-American. 

3. We bcliovo that the exclusion of the Congross Is un-American. 

4. We beliove that this conference following the Brotton Woods 

Conference and tho so-called Food Conference at Hot Springs roprosents 
a consistent policy of M 3oerocy" on the part of tho Administration. 

5. Your Invitation to John Fostor Dullos creates the Impression 
that tho Conference Is boing conducted on a non-partisan basis. This 
Impression Is not correct bocauso Dullos Is a known Internationalist, 
having served with Wilson at Versailles.

(h) I accuse the State Department of attempting to take us Into 
a Xeague of nations, or some similar form of World Qovernaont, while 
tho war Is still on. 

Let these observations speak for themselves. Let the record 
stand, and when our boys return and true nationalism comes to life, X 
am confident that the American peoplo will deal with these unconstitu¬ 
tional practices In their own realistic manner. 


I am today filing a copy of this letter with every member of 
Congress and calling on the proper committees to investigate this un¬ 
constitutional, secret and un-American conclave. When the truth is 
properly brought out, someone should be Impeached.
